SEC. 1.  EFFECTIVE DATE TRIGGERS. 6 
 7 
(a) With the exception of the probationary benefits conferred by 8 
Section 601(h), the provisions of Subtitle C of Title IV, and the 9 
admission of aliens under Section 101(a)(15)(H)(ii) of the Immigration 10 
and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1101(a)(15)(H)(ii)), as amended by Title 11 
IV, 12 
 13 

(i) the programs established by Title IV of this Act; and 14 
(ii) the programs established by Title VI of this Act that grant 15 
legal status to any individual or adjust the current status of any 16 
individual who is unlawfully present in the United States to that 17 
of an alien lawfully admitted for permanent residence, 18 
 19 

shall become effective on the date that the Secretary submits a written 20 
certification to the President and the Congress that the following 21 
border security and other measures are funded, in place, and in 22 
operation: 23 
 24 

(1) Staff Enhancements for Border Patrol: The U.S. Customs and 25 
Border Protection (CBP) Border Patrol has, in its continued effort 26 
to increase the number of agents and support staff, hired 18,000 27 
agents; 28 
 29 
(2) Strong Border Barriers: Have installed at least 200 miles of 30 
vehicle barriers, 370 miles of fencing, and 70 ground-based 31 
radar and camera towers along the southern land border of the 32 
United States, and have deployed 4 Unmanned Aerial Vehicles 33 
and supporting systems; 34 
 35 
(3) Catch and Return: The Department of Homeland Security is 36 
detaining all removable aliens apprehended crossing the 37 
southern border, except as specifically mandated by law or 38 
humanitarian circumstances, and U.S. Immigration and Customs 39 
Enforcement (ICE) has the resources to maintain this practice, 40 
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including resources to detain up to 27,500 aliens per day on an 1 
annual basis; 2 
 3 
(4) Workplace Enforcement Tools: As required through all the 4 
provisions of Title III of this Act, the Department of Homeland 5 
Security has established and is using secure and effective 6 
identification tools to prevent unauthorized workers from 7 
obtaining jobs in the United States. These tools shall include, but 8 
not be limited to, establishing: 9 
 10 

(i) strict standards for identification documents that must 11 
be presented in the hiring process, including the use of 12 
secure documentation that contains a photograph, 13 
biometrics, and/or complies with the requirements for such 14 
documentation under the REAL ID Act; and 15 
 16 
(ii) an electronic employment eligibility verification system 17 
that queries federal and state databases to restrict fraud, 18 
identity theft, and use of false social security numbers in 19 
the hiring process by electronically providing a digitized 20 
version of the photograph on the employee�s original 21 
federal or state issued document or documents for 22 
verification of the employee�s identity and work eligibility; 23 
and 24 

 25 
(5) Processing Applications of Aliens: The Department of 26 
Homeland Security has received and is processing and 27 
adjudicating in a timely manner applications for Z nonimmigrant 28 
status under Title VI of this Act, including conducting all 29 
necessary background and security checks. 30 

 31 
(b) It is the sense of Congress that the border security and other 32 
measures described in such subsection can be completed within 18 33 
months of enactment, subject to the necessary appropriations. 34 
 35 
(c) The President shall submit a report to Congress detailing the 36 
progress made in funding, appropriating, contractual agreements 37 
reached, and specific progress on each of the measures include in 38 
(a)(1)-(5): 39 
 40 

(i) 90 days after the date of enactment; and 41 
(ii) every 90 days thereafter until the terms of this section have 42 
been met. 43

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If the President determines that sufficient progress is not being made, 1 
the President shall include in the report specific funding 2 
recommendations, authorization needed, or other actions that are 3 
being undertaken by the Department. 4

SEC. 101. ENFORCEMENT PERSONNEL. 9 

(a) Additional Personnel- 10 

(1) U.S. CUSTOMS AND BORDER PROTECTION OFFICERS - 11 
In each of the fiscal years 2008 through 2012, the 12 
Secretary shall, subject to the availability of 13 
appropriations, increase by not less than 500 the number 14 
of positions for full-time active duty CBP officers and 15 
provide appropriate training, equipment, and support to 16 
such additional CBP officers. 17 

(2) INVESTIGATIVE PERSONNEL- 18 

(A) IMMIGRATION AND CUSTOMS ENFORCEMENT 19 
INVESTIGATORS- Section 5203 of the Intelligence 20 
Reform and Terrorism Prevention Act of 2004 (Public 21 
Law 108-458; 118 Stat. 3734) is amended by 22 
striking `800' and inserting `1000'. 23 

(B) ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL- In addition to the 24 
positions authorized under section 5203 of the 25 
Intelligence Reform and Terrorism Prevention Act of 26 
2004, as amended by subparagraph (A), during each 27 
of the fiscal years 2008 through 2012, the Secretary 28 
shall, subject to the availability of appropriations, 29 
increase by not less than 200 the number of 30 
positions for personnel within the Department 31 
assigned to investigate alien smuggling. 32 

(3) DEPUTY UNITED STATES MARSHALS- In each of the 33 
fiscal years 2008 through 2012, the Attorney General 34 
shall, subject to the availability of appropriations, increase 35 
by not less than 50 the number of positions for full-time 36 
active duty Deputy United States Marshals that assist in 37 
matters related to immigration. 38 
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(4) RECRUITMENT OF FORMER MILITARY PERSONNEL- 1 

(A) IN GENERAL- The Commissioner of United States 2 
Customs and Border Protection, in conjunction with 3 
the Secretary of Defense or a designee of the 4 
Secretary of Defense, shall establish a program to 5 
actively recruit members of the Army, Navy, Air 6 
Force, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard who have 7 
elected to separate from active duty. 8 

(B) REPORT- Not later than 180 days after the date 9 
of the enactment of this Act, the Commissioner shall 10 
submit a report on the implementation of the 11 
recruitment program established pursuant to 12 
subparagraph (A) to the Committee on the Judiciary 13 
of the Senate and the Committee on the Judiciary of 14 
the House of Representatives. 15 

(b) Authorization of Appropriations- 16 

(1) U.S. CUSTOMS AND BORDER PROTECTION OFFICERS - 17 
There are authorized to be appropriated to the Secretary 18 
such sums as may be necessary for each of the fiscal years 19 
2008 through 2012 to carry out paragraph (1) of 20 
subsection (a). 21 

(2) DEPUTY UNITED STATES MARSHALS- There are 22 
authorized to be appropriated to the Attorney General such 23 
sums as may be necessary for each of the fiscal years 24 
2008 through 2012 to carry out subsection (a)(3). 25 

(3) BORDER PATROL AGENTS- Section 5202 of the 26 
Intelligence Reform and Terrorism Prevention Act of 2004 27 
(118 Stat. 3734) is amended to read as follows: 28 

`SEC. 5202. INCREASE IN FULL-TIME BORDER PATROL 29 
AGENTS. 30 

`(a) Annual Increases- The Secretary of Homeland Security 31 
shall, subject to the availability of appropriations for such 32 
purpose, increase the number of positions for full-time active-33 
duty border patrol agents within the Department of Homeland 34 
Security (above the number of such positions for which funds 35 
were appropriated for the preceding fiscal year), by not less 36 
than� 37 

`(1) 2,000 in fiscal year 2007; 38 

`(2) 2,400 in fiscal year 2008; 39 
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`(3) 2,400 in fiscal year 2009; 1 

`(4) 2,400 in fiscal year 2010; 2 

`(5) 2,400 in fiscal year 2011; and 3 

�(6) 2,400 in fiscal year 2012. 4 

`(b) Northern Border- In each of the fiscal years 2008 through 5 
2012, in addition to the border patrol agents assigned along the 6 
northern border of the United States during the previous fiscal 7 
year, the Secretary shall assign a number of border patrol 8 
agents equal to not less than 20 percent of the net increase in 9 
border patrol agents during each such fiscal year. 10 

`(c) Authorization of Appropriations- There are authorized to be 11 
appropriated such sums as may be necessary for each of fiscal 12 
years 2008 through 2012 to carry out this section.'. 13

SEC. 102. TECHNOLOGICAL ASSETS. 15 

(a) Acquisition�Subject to the availability of appropriations for such 16 
purpose, the Secretary shall procure additional unmanned aerial 17 
vehicles, cameras, poles, sensors, and other technologies necessary to 18 
achieve operational control of the borders of the United States. 19 

(b) Increased Availability of Equipment�The Secretary and the 20 
Secretary of Defense shall develop and implement a plan to use 21 
authorities provided to the Secretary of Defense under chapter 18 of 22 
title 10, United States Code, to increase the availability and use of 23 
Department of Defense equipment, including unmanned aerial 24 
vehicles, tethered aerostat radars, and other surveillance equipment, 25 
to assist the Secretary in carrying out surveillance activities conducted 26 
at or near the international land borders of the United States to 27 
prevent illegal immigration. 28 

(c) Authorization of Appropriations�There are authorized to be 29 
appropriated to the Secretary such sums as may be necessary for each 30 
of the fiscal years 2008 through 2012 to carry out subsection (a). 31 

SEC. 103. INFRASTRUCTURE. 32 

Section 102 of the Illegal Immigration Reform and Immigrant 33 
Responsibility Act of 1996 (8 U.S.C. 1103 note) is amended� 34 

(1) in subsection (a), by striking �Attorney General, in 35 
consultation with the Commissioner of Immigration and 36 
Naturalization,� and inserting �Secretary of Homeland Security�; 37 
and 38 
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(2) in subsection (b)� 1 

(A) by redesignating paragraphs (1), (2), (3), and (4) as 2 
paragraphs (2), (3), (4), and (5), respectively; 3 

(B) by inserting before paragraph (2), as redesignated, the 4 
following: 5 

�(1) FENCING NEAR SAN DIEGO, CALIFORNIA �In carrying out 6 
subsection (a), the Secretary shall provide for the construction 7 
along the 14 miles of the international land border of the United 8 
States, starting at the Pacific Ocean and extending eastward, of 9 
second and third fences, in addition to the existing reinforced 10 
fence, and for roads between the fences.�. 11 

SEC. 104. PORTS OF ENTRY. 12 

Section 102 of the Illegal Immigration Reform and Immigrant 13 
Responsibility Act of 1996, Division C of Public Law 104-208, is 14 
amended by the addition, at the end of that section, of the following 15 
new subsection:   16 

�(e) Construction and Improvements �The Secretary is authorized 17

�(A) any applicant for admission or any alien who is paroled 5 
under section 212(d)(5), seeking to or permitted to land 6 
temporarily as an alien crewman, or seeking to or permitted 7 
transit through the United States; or 8 

�(B) any lawful permanent resident who is entering the 9 
United States and who is not regarded as seeking admission 10 
pursuant to section 101(a)(13)(C).�. 11 

(c) Collection of Biometric Data From Alien Crewmen�Section 252 12 
(8 U.S.C. 1282) is amended by adding at the end the following: 13 

�(d) An immigration officer is authorized to collect biometric data 14 
from an alien crewman seeking permission to land temporarily in the 15 
United States.�. 16 

(d) Grounds of Inadmissibility�Section 212 (8 U.S.C. 1182) is 17 
amended� 18 

(1) in subsection (a)(7), by adding at the end the following: 19 

�(C) WITHHOLDERS OF BIOMETRIC DATA�Any alien who fails or 20 
has failed to comply with a lawful request for biometric data 21 
under section 215(c), 235(d), or 252(d) is inadmissible.�; and 22 

(2) in subsection (d), by inserting after paragraph (1) the 23 
following: 24 

�(2) The Secretary may waive the application of subsection 25 
(a)(7)(C) for an individual alien or class of aliens.�. 26 

(e) Implementation.�Section 7208 of the 9/11 Commission 27 
Implementation Act of 2004 (8 U.S.C. 1365b) is amended� 28 

(1) in subsection (c), by adding at the end the following: 29 

�(3) IMPLEMENTATION.�In fully implementing the automated 30 
biometric entry and exit data system under this section, the 31 
Secretary is not required to comply with the requirements of 32 
chapter 5 of title 5, United States Code (commonly referred to as 33 
the Administrative Procedure Act) or any other law relating to 34

�(b)   Failure to stop- Any person who, while operating a motor 23 
vehicle, aircraft, or vessel, knowingly or recklessly disregards or 24 
disobeys the lawful command of an officer of the Department of 25 
Homeland Security engaged in the enforcement of the immigration, 26 
customs, or maritime laws, or the lawful command of any law 27 
enforcement agent assisting such officer, shall be fined under this 28 
title, imprisoned not more than two years, or both. 29 

�(c)   Alternative penalties- Notwithstanding the penalties provided 30

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SEC. 121. DEATHS AT UNITED STATES-MEXICO BORDER.  1 

(a) Collection of Statistics- The Commissioner of the Bureau of 2 
Customs and Border Protection shall collect statistics relating to deaths 3 
occurring at the border between the United States and Mexico, 4 
including� 5 

(1) the causes of the deaths; and 6 

(2) the total number of deaths. 7 

(b) Report- Not later than 1 year after the date of enactment of 8 
this Act, and annually thereafter, the Commissioner of the Bureau of 9 
Customs and Border Protection shall submit to the Secretary a report 10 
that-- 11 

(1) analyzes trends with respect to the statistics collected 12 
under subsection (a) during the preceding year; and 13 

(2) recommends actions to reduce the deaths described in 14 
subsection (a). 15 

SEC. 122. BORDER SECURITY ON CERTAIN FEDERAL LAND. 16 

(a) Definitions- In this section: 17 

(1) PROTECTED LAND- The term `protected land' means 18 
land under the jurisdiction of the Secretary concerned. 19 

(2) SECRETARY CONCERNED- The term `Secretary 20 
concerned' means� 21 

(A) with respect to land under the jurisdiction of the 22 
Secretary of Agriculture, the Secretary of 23 
Agriculture; and 24 

(B) with respect to land under the jurisdiction of the 25 
Secretary of the Interior, the Secretary of the 26 
Interior. 27 

(b) Support for Border Security Needs- 28 

(1) IN GENERAL- To gain operational control over the 29 
international land borders of the United States and to 30 
prevent the entry of terrorists, unlawful aliens, narcotics, 31 
and other contraband into the United States, the 32 
Secretary, in cooperation with the Secretary concerned, 33 
shall provide-- 34 

(A) increased U.S. Customs and Border Protection 35 
personnel to secure protected land along the 36 
international land borders of the United States; 37 
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(B) Federal land resource training for U.S. Customs 1 
and Border Protection agents dedicated to protected 2 
land; and 3 

(C) Unmanned Aerial Vehicles, aerial assets, Remote 4 
Video Surveillance camera systems, and sensors on 5 
protected land that is directly adjacent to the 6 
international land border of the United States. 7 

(2) COORDINATION- In providing training for Customs and 8 
Border Protection agents under paragraph (1)(B), the 9 
Secretary shall coordinate with the Secretary concerned to 10 
ensure that the training is appropriate to the mission of 11 
the National Park Service, the United States Fish and 12 
Wildlife Service, the Forest Service, or the relevant agency 13 
of the Department of the Interior or the Department of 14 
Agriculture to minimize the adverse impact on natural and 15 
cultural resources from border protection activities. 16 

(c) Analysis of Damage to Protected Lands- The Secretary and 17 
Secretaries concerned shall develop an  analysis of damage to 18 
protected lands relating to illegal border activity, including the 19 
cost of equipment, training, recurring maintenance, construction 20 
of facilities, restoration of natural and cultural resources, 21 
recapitalization of facilities, and operations. 22 

(d) Recommendations- The Secretary shall-- 23 

(1) develop joint recommendations with the National Park 24 
Service, the United States Fish and Wildlife Service, and 25 
the Forest Service for an appropriate cost recovery 26 
mechanism relating to items identified in subsection (c); 27

(2) not later than one year from the date of enactment, 29 
submit to the appropriate congressional committees (as 30

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SEC. 125. SURVEILLANCE TECHNOLOGIES PROGRAMS. 1 

(a) Aerial Surveillance Program- 2 

(1) IN GENERAL- In conjunction with the border 3 
surveillance plan developed under section 5201 of the 4 
Intelligence Reform and Terrorism Prevention Act of 2004 5 
(Public Law 108-458; 8 U.S.C. 1701 note), the Secretary, 6 
not later than 90 days after the date of enactment of this 7 
Act, shall develop and implement a program to fully 8 
integrate and utilize aerial surveillance technologies, 9 
including unmanned aerial vehicles, to enhance the 10 
security of the international border between the United 11 
States and Canada and the international border between 12 
the United States and Mexico. The goal of the program 13 
shall be to ensure continuous monitoring of each mile of 14 
each such border. 15 

(2) ASSESSMENT AND CONSULTATION REQUIREMENTS- 16 
In developing the program under this subsection, the 17

(A) consider current and proposed aerial surveillance 19 
technologies; 20 

(B) assess the feasibility and advisability of utilizing 21 
such technologies to address border threats, 22 
including an assessment of the technologies 23 
considered best suited to address respective threats; 24 

(C) consult with the Secretary of Defense regarding 25 
any technologies or equipment, which the Secretary 26 
may deploy along an international border of the 27

(D) consult with the Administrator of the Federal 29

(3) ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENTS- 33

subsection shall include the use of a variety of aerial 35 
surveillance technologies in a variety of topographies 36 
and areas, including populated and unpopulated 37 
areas located on or near an international border of 38 
the United States, in order to evaluate, for a range 39

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(i) the significance of previous experiences 1 
with such technologies in border security or 2

(1) REQUIREMENT FOR PROGRAM- Subject to the 26 
availability of appropriations, the Secretary shall establish 27 
a program to procure additional unmanned aerial vehicles, 28 
cameras, poles, sensors, satellites, radar coverage, and 29 
other technologies necessary to achieve operational control 30 
of the international borders of the United States and to 31 
establish a security perimeter known as a `virtual fence' 32 
along such international borders to provide a barrier to 33 
illegal immigration. Such program shall be known as the 34 
Integrated and Automated Surveillance Program. 35 

(2) PROGRAM COMPONENTS- The Secretary shall ensure, 36

(B) cameras utilized in the Program do not have to 6

(C) such camera views and positions are not fixed; 8

(E) a standard process is used to collect, catalog, 12 
and report intrusion and response data collected 13

(F) future remote surveillance technology 15 
investments and upgrades for the Program can be 16 
integrated with existing systems; 17

applied that can evaluate whether the Program is 19

(B) REVIEW BY THE INSPECTOR GENERAL- The 13

(1) An assessment of existing technologies employed on 40

(2) A description of the compatibility of new surveillance 3 
technologies with surveillance technologies in use by the 4 
Secretary on the date of the enactment of this Act. 5 

(3) A description of how the Commissioner of the United 6 
States Customs and Border Protection of the Department 7 
is working, or is expected to work, with the Under 8 
Secretary for Science and Technology of the Department 9 
to identify and test surveillance technology.

(4) A description of the specific surveillance technology to 11 
be deployed. 12 

(5) Identification of any obstacles that may impede such 13 
deployment. 14 

(6) A detailed estimate of all costs associated with such 15 
deployment and with continued maintenance of such 16 
technologies. 17 

(7) A description of how the Secretary is working with the 18 
Administrator of the Federal Aviation Administration on 19 
safety and airspace control issues associated with the use 20 
of unmanned aerial vehicles. 21 

(c) Submission to Congress- Not later than 6 months after the 22 
date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall submit to 23 
Congress the plan required by this section. 24 

SEC. 127. NATIONAL STRATEGY FOR BORDER SECURITY. 25 

(a) Requirement for Strategy- The Secretary, in consultation 26 
with the heads of other appropriate Federal agencies, shall 27 
develop a National Strategy for Border Security that describes 28 
actions to be carried out to achieve operational control over all 29 
ports of entry into the United States and the international land 30 
and maritime borders of the United States. 31 

(b) Content- The National Strategy for Border Security shall 32 
include the following: 33 

(1) The implementation schedule for the comprehensive 34 
plan for systematic surveillance described in section 136. 35 

(2) An assessment of the threat posed by terrorists and 36 
terrorist groups that may try to infiltrate the United States 37 
at locations along the international land and maritime 38 
borders of the United States. 39 
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(3) A risk assessment for all United States ports of entry 1 
and all portions of the international land and maritime 2 
borders of the United States that includes a description of 3 
activities being undertaken-- 4 

(A) to prevent the entry of terrorists, other unlawful 5 
aliens, instruments of terrorism, narcotics, and other 6 
contraband into the United States; and 7 

(B) to protect critical infrastructure at or near such 8 
ports of entry or borders. 9 

(4) An assessment of the legal requirements that prevent 10 
achieving and maintaining operational control over the 11 
entire international land and maritime borders of the 12 
United States. 13 

(5) An assessment of the most appropriate, practical, and 14 
cost-effective means of defending the international land 15 
and maritime borders of the United States against threats 16 
to security and illegal transit, including intelligence 17 
capacities, technology, equipment, personnel, and training 18 
needed to address security vulnerabilities. 19 

(6) An assessment of staffing needs for all border security 20 
functions, taking into account threat and vulnerability 21 
information pertaining to the borders and the impact of 22 
new security programs, policies, and technologies. 23 

(7) A description of the border security roles and missions 24 
of Federal, State, regional, local, and tribal authorities, and 25 
recommendations regarding actions the Secretary can 26 
carry out to improve coordination with such authorities to 27 
enable border security and enforcement activities to be 28 
carried out in a more efficient and effective manner. 29 

(8) An assessment of existing efforts and technologies 30 
used for border security and the effect of the use of such 31 
efforts and technologies on civil rights, personal property 32 
rights, privacy rights, and civil liberties, including an 33 
assessment of efforts to take into account asylum seekers, 34 
trafficking victims, unaccompanied minor aliens, and other 35 
vulnerable populations. 36 

(9) A prioritized list of research and development 37 
objectives to enhance the security of the international land 38 
and maritime borders of the United States. 39 

(10) A description of ways to ensure that the free flow of 40 
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travel and commerce is not diminished by efforts, 1 
activities, and programs aimed at securing the 2 
international land and maritime borders of the United 3 
States. 4 

(11) An assessment of additional detention facilities and 5 
beds that are needed to detain unlawful aliens 6 
apprehended at United States ports of entry or along the 7 
international land borders of the United States. 8 

(12) A description of the performance metrics to be used 9 
to ensure accountability by the bureaus of the Department 10 
in implementing such Strategy. 11 

(13) A schedule for the implementation of the security 12 
measures described in such Strategy, including a 13 
prioritization of security measures, realistic deadlines for 14 
addressing the security and enforcement needs, an 15 
estimate of the resources needed to carry out such 16 
measures, and a description of how such resources should 17 
be allocated. 18 

(c) Consultation- In developing the National Strategy for Border 19 
Security, the Secretary shall consult with representatives of-- 20 

(1) State, local, and tribal authorities with responsibility for 21 
locations along the international land and maritime borders 22 
of the United States; and 23 

(2) appropriate private sector entities, nongovernmental 24 
organizations, and affected communities that have 25 
expertise in areas related to border security. 26 

(d) Coordination- The National Strategy for Border Security shall 27 
be consistent with the National Strategy for Maritime Security 28 
developed pursuant to Homeland Security Presidential Directive 29 
13, dated December 21, 2004. 30 

(e) Submission to Congress- 31 

(1) STRATEGY- Not later than 1 year after the date of the 32 
enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall submit to 33 
Congress the National Strategy for Border Security. 34 

(2) UPDATES- The Secretary shall submit to Congress any 35 
update of such Strategy that the Secretary determines is 36 
necessary, not later than 30 days after such update is 37 
developed. 38 

(f) Immediate Action- Nothing in this section or section 111 may 39 
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be construed to relieve the Secretary of the responsibility to take 1 
all actions necessary and appropriate to achieve and maintain 2 
operational control over the entire international land and 3 
maritime borders of the United States.

SEC. 128. BORDER PATROL TRAINING CAPACITY REVIEW. 5 

(a) In General- The Comptroller General of the United States 6 
shall conduct a review of the basic training provided to Border 7 
Patrol agents by the Secretary to ensure that such training is 8 
provided as efficiently and cost-effectively as possible. 9 

(b) Components of Review- The review under subsection (a) 10 
shall include the following components: 11 

(1) An evaluation of the length and content of the basic 12 
training curriculum provided to new Border Patrol agents 13 
by the Federal Law Enforcement Training Center, including 14 
a description of how such curriculum has changed since 15 
September 11, 2001, and an evaluation of language and 16 
cultural diversity training programs provided within such 17 
curriculum. 18 

(2) A review and a detailed breakdown of the costs 19 
incurred by the Bureau of Customs and Border Protection 20 
and the Federal Law Enforcement Training Center to train 21 
1 new Border Patrol agent. 22 

(3) A comparison, based on the review and breakdown 23 
under paragraph (2), of the costs, effectiveness, scope, 24 
and quality, including geographic characteristics, with 25 
other similar training programs provided by State and local 26 
agencies, nonprofit organizations, universities, and the 27 
private sector. 28 

(4) An evaluation of whether utilizing comparable non-29 
Federal training programs, proficiency testing, and long-30 
distance learning programs may affect-- 31 

(A) the cost-effectiveness of increasing the number 32 
of Border Patrol agents trained per year; 33 

(B) the per agent costs of basic training; and 34 

(C) the scope and quality of basic training needed to 35 
fulfill the mission and duties of a Border Patrol agent. 36 

SEC. 129. BIOMETRIC DATA ENHANCEMENTS. 37 

Not later than October 1, 2008, the Secretary shall-- 38 
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(1) in consultation with the Attorney General, enhance 1 
connectivity between the Automated Biometric Fingerprint 2 
Identification System (IDENT) of the Department and the 3 
Integrated Automated Fingerprint Identification System 4 
(IAFIS) of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to ensure 5 
more expeditious data searches; and 6 

(2) in consultation with the Secretary of State, collect all 7 
fingerprints from each alien required to provide 8 
fingerprints during the alien's initial enrollment in the 9 
integrated entry and exit data system described in section 10 
110 of the Illegal Immigration Reform and Immigrant 11 
Responsibility Act of 1996 (8 U.S.C. 1365a). 12 

SEC. 130. US-VISIT SYSTEM. 13 

Not later than 6 months after the date of the enactment of this 14 
Act, the Secretary, in consultation with the heads of other appropriate 15 
Federal agencies, shall submit to Congress a schedule for-- 16 

(1) equipping all land border ports of entry of the United 17 
States with the U.S.-Visitor and Immigrant Status 18 
Indicator Technology (US-VISIT) system implemented 19 
under section 110 of the Illegal Immigration Reform and 20 
Immigrant Responsibility Act of 1996 (8 U.S.C. 1365a); 21 

(2) developing and deploying at such ports of entry the 22 
exit component of the US-VISIT system; and 23 

(3) making interoperable all immigration screening 24 
systems operated by the Secretary. 25 

SEC. 131. DOCUMENT FRAUD DETECTION. 26 

(a) Training- Subject to the availability of appropriations, the 27 
Secretary shall provide all U.S. Customs and Border Protection 28 
officers with training in identifying and detecting fraudulent 29 
travel documents. Such training shall be developed in 30 
consultation with the head of the Forensic Document Laboratory 31 
of the U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement. 32 

(b) Forensic Document Laboratory- The Secretary shall provide 33 
all U.S. Customs and Border Protection officers with access to 34 
the Forensic Document Laboratory. 35 

(c) Assessment- 36 

(1) REQUIREMENT FOR ASSESSMENT- The Inspector 37 
General of the Department shall conduct an independent 38 
assessment of the accuracy and reliability of the Forensic 39 
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Document Laboratory. 1 

(2) REPORT TO CONGRESS- Not later than 6 months after 2 
the date of the enactment of this Act, the Inspector 3 
General shall submit to Congress the findings of the 4 
assessment required by paragraph (1). 5 

(d) Authorization of Appropriations- There are authorized to be 6 
appropriated to the Secretary such sums as may be necessary 7 
for each of fiscal years 2008 through 2012 to carry out this 8 
section. 9 

SEC. 132. BORDER RELIEF GRANT PROGRAM. 10 

(a) Grants Authorized- 11 

(1) IN GENERAL- The Secretary is authorized to award 12 
grants, subject to the availability of appropriations, to an 13 
eligible law enforcement agency to provide assistance to 14 
such agency to address-- 15 

(A) criminal activity that occurs in the jurisdiction of 16 
such agency by virtue of such agency's proximity to 17 
the United States border; and 18 

(B) the impact of any lack of security along the 19 
United States border. 20 

(2) DURATION- Grants may be awarded under this 21 
subsection during fiscal years 2008 through 2012. 22 

(3) COMPETITIVE BASIS- The Secretary shall award grants 23 
under this subsection on a competitive basis, except that 24 
the Secretary shall give priority to applications from any 25 
eligible law enforcement agency serving a community� 26 

(A) with a population of less than 50,000; and 27 

(B) located no more than 100 miles from a United 28 
States border with-- 29 

(i) Canada; or 30 

(ii) Mexico. 31 

(b) Use of Funds- Grants awarded pursuant to subsection (a) 32 
may only be used to provide additional resources for an eligible 33 
law enforcement agency to address criminal activity occurring 34 
along any such border, including-- 35 

(1) to obtain equipment; 36 

(2) to hire additional personnel; 37 
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(3) to upgrade and maintain law enforcement technology; 1 

(4) to cover operational costs, including overtime and 2 
transportation costs; and 3 

(5) such other resources as are available to assist that 4 
agency. 5 

(c) Application- 6 

(1) IN GENERAL- Each eligible law enforcement agency 7 
seeking a grant under this section shall submit an 8 
application to the Secretary at such time, in such manner, 9 
and accompanied by such information as the Secretary 10 
may reasonably require. 11 

(2) CONTENTS- Each application submitted pursuant to 12 
paragraph (1) shall-- 13 

(A) describe the activities for which assistance under 14 
this section is sought; and 15 

(B) provide such additional assurances as the 16

(d) Definitions- For the purposes of this section: 19 

(1) ELIGIBLE LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY- The term 20

(A) located in a county no more than 100 miles from 23 
a United States border with-- 24 

(i) Canada; or 25 

(ii) Mexico; or 26 

(B) located in a county more than 100 miles from 27 
any such border, but where such county has been 28 
certified by the Secretary as a High Impact Area. 29 

(2) HIGH IMPACT AREA- The term `High Impact Area' 30 
means any county designated by the Secretary as such, 31 
taking into consideration-- 32 

(A) whether local law enforcement agencies in that 33 
county have the resources to protect the lives, 34 
property, safety, or welfare of the residents of that 35 
county; 36 

(B) the relationship between any lack of security 37 
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along the United States border and the rise, if any, 1

(C) any other unique challenges that local law 3 
enforcement face due to a lack of security along the 4

(e) Authorization of Appropriations- 6

(2) DIVISION OF AUTHORIZED FUNDS- Of the amounts 10 
authorized under paragraph (1)-- 11 

(A) 2/3 shall be set aside for eligible law 12 
enforcement agencies located in the 6 States with 13 
the largest number of undocumented alien 14 
apprehensions; and 15 

(B) 1/3 shall be set aside for areas designated as a 16 
High Impact Area under subsection (d). 17 

(f) Supplement Not Supplant- Amounts appropriated for grants 18 
under this section shall be used to supplement and not supplant 19 
other State and local public funds obligated for the purposes 20 
provided under this title. 21 

SEC. 133. PORT OF ENTRY INFRASTRUCTURE ASSESSMENT 22 
STUDY. 23 

(a) Requirement To Update- Not later than January 31 of each 24 
year, the Administrator of General Services, in consultation with 25 
U.S. Customs and Border Protection, shall update the Port of 26 
Entry Infrastructure Assessment Study prepared by U.S. 27 
Customs and Border Protection in accordance with the matter 28 
relating to the ports of entry infrastructure assessment that is 29 
set out in the joint explanatory statement in the conference 30 
report accompanying H.R. 2490 of the 106th Congress, 1st 31 
session (House of Representatives Rep. No. 106-319, on page 32 
67) and submit such updated study to Congress. 33 

(b) Consultation- In preparing the updated studies required in 34 
subsection (a), the Administrator of General Services shall 35 
consult with the Director of the Office of Management and 36 
Budget, the Secretary, and the Commissioner. 37 

(c) Content- Each updated study required in subsection (a) shall- 38 

(1) identify port of entry infrastructure and technology 39 
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improvement projects that would enhance border security 1 
and facilitate the flow of legitimate commerce if 2 
implemented; 3 

(2) include the projects identified in the National Land 4 
Border Security Plan required by section; and 5 

(3) prioritize the projects described in paragraphs (1) and 6 
(2) based on the ability of a project to-- 7 

(A) fulfill immediate security requirements; and 8 

(B) facilitate trade across the borders of the United 9 
States. 10 

(d) Project Implementation- The Commissioner shall implement 11 
the infrastructure and technology improvement projects 12 
described in subsection (c) in the order of priority assigned to 13 
each project under subsection (c)(3).  14 

(e) Divergence From Priorities- The Commissioner may diverge 15 
from the priority order if the Commissioner determines that 16 
significantly changed circumstances, such as immediate security 17 
needs or changes in infrastructure in Mexico or Canada, 18 
compellingly alter the need for a project in the United States. 19 

SEC. 134. NATIONAL LAND BORDER SECURITY PLAN. 20 

(a) In General- Not later than 1 year after the date of the 21 
enactment of this Act, an annually thereafter, the Secretary, 22 
after consultation with representatives of Federal, State, and 23 
local law enforcement agencies and private entities that are 24 
involved in international trade across the northern border or the 25 
southern border, shall submit a National Land Border Security 26 
Plan to Congress. 27 

(b) Vulnerability Assessment- 28 

(1) IN GENERAL- The plan required in subsection (a) shall 29 
include a vulnerability assessment of each port of entry 30 
located on the northern border or the southern border. 31 

(2) PORT SECURITY COORDINATORS- The Secretary may 32 
establish 1 or more port security coordinators at each port 33 
of entry located on the northern border or the southern 34 
border-- 35 

(A) to assist in conducting a vulnerability assessment 36 
at such port; and 37 

(B) to provide other assistance with the preparation 38 
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of the plan required in subsection (a). 1 

SEC. 135. PORT OF ENTRY TECHNOLOGY DEMONSTRATION 2 
PROGRAM. 3 

(a) Establishment- The Secretary shall carry out a technology 4 
demonstration program to� 5 

(1) test and evaluate new port of entry technologies; 6 

(2) refine port of entry technologies and operational 7 
concepts; and 8 

(3) train personnel under realistic conditions. 9 

(b) Technology and Facilities- 10 

(1) TECHNOLOGY TESTING- Under the technology 11 
demonstration program, the Secretary shall test 12 
technologies that enhance port of entry operations, 13 
including operations related to-- 14 

(A) inspections; 15 

(B) communications; 16 

(C) port tracking; 17 

(D) identification of persons and cargo; 18 

(E) sensory devices; 19 

(F) personal detection; 20 

(G) decision support; and 21 

(H) the detection and identification of weapons of 22 
mass destruction. 23 

(2) DEVELOPMENT OF FACILITIES- At a demonstration site 24 
selected pursuant to subsection (c)(2), the Secretary shall 25 
develop facilities to provide appropriate training to law 26 
enforcement personnel who have responsibility for border 27 
security, including-- 28 

(A) cross-training among agencies; 29 

(B) advanced law enforcement training; and 30 

(C) equipment orientation. 31 

(c) Demonstration Sites- 32 

(1) NUMBER- The Secretary shall carry out the 33 
demonstration program at not less than 3 sites and not 34 
more than 5 sites. 35 
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(2) SELECTION CRITERIA- To ensure that at least 1 of the 1 
facilities selected as a port of entry demonstration site for 2 
the demonstration program has the most up-to-date 3 
design, contains sufficient space to conduct the 4 
demonstration program, has a traffic volume low enough 5 
to easily incorporate new technologies without interrupting 6 
normal processing activity, and can efficiently carry out 7 
demonstration and port of entry operations, at least 1 port 8 
of entry selected as a demonstration site shall-- 9 

(A) have been established not more than 15 years 10 
before the date of the enactment of this Act; 11 

(B) consist of not less than 65 acres, with the 12 
possibility of expansion to not less than 25 adjacent 13 
acres; and 14 

(C) have serviced an average of not more than 15 
50,000 vehicles per month during the 1-year period 16 
ending on the date of the enactment of this Act. 17 

(d) Relationship With Other Agencies- The Secretary shall permit 18 
personnel from an appropriate Federal or State agency to utilize 19 
a demonstration site described in subsection (c) to test 20 
technologies that enhance port of entry operations, including 21 
technologies described in subparagraphs (A) through (H) of 22 
subsection (b)(1). 23 

(e) Report- 24 

(1) REQUIREMENT- Not later than 1 year after the date of 25 
the enactment of this Act, and annually thereafter, the 26 
Secretary shall submit to Congress a report on the 27 
activities carried out at each demonstration site under the 28 
technology demonstration program established under this 29 
section. 30 

(2) CONTENT- The report submitted under paragraph (1) 31 
shall include an assessment by the Secretary of the 32 
feasibility of incorporating any demonstrated technology 33 
for use throughout the U.S. Customs and Border 34 
Protection. 35 

SEC. 136. COMBATING HUMAN SMUGGLING. 36 

(a) Requirement for Plan- The Secretary shall develop and 37 
implement a plan to improve coordination between the U.S. 38 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement and the U.S. Customs 39 
and Border Protection of the Department and any other Federal, 40 
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State, local, or tribal authorities, as determined appropriate by 1 
the Secretary, to improve coordination efforts to combat human 2 
smuggling. 3 

(b) Content- In developing the plan required by subsection (a), 4 
the Secretary shall consider-- 5 

(1) the interoperability of databases utilized to prevent 6 
human smuggling; 7 

(2) adequate and effective personnel training; 8 

(3) methods and programs to effectively target networks 9 
that engage in such smuggling; 10 

(4) effective utilization of-- 11 

(A) visas for victims of trafficking and other crimes;  12 

and 13 

(B) investigatory techniques, equipment, and 14 
procedures that prevent, detect, and prosecute 15 
international money laundering and other operations 16 
that are utilized in smuggling; 17 

(5) joint measures, with the Secretary of State, to enhance 18 
intelligence sharing and cooperation with foreign 19 
governments whose citizens are preyed on by human 20 
smugglers; and 21 

(6) other measures that the Secretary considers 22 
appropriate to combating human smuggling. 23 

(c) Report- Not later than 1 year after implementing the plan 24 
described in subsection (a), the Secretary shall submit to 25 
Congress a report on such plan, including any recommendations 26 
for legislative action to improve efforts to combating human 27 
smuggling. 28 

(d) Savings Provision- Nothing in this section may be construed 29 
to provide additional authority to any State or local entity to 30 
enforce Federal immigration laws. 31 

SEC. 137. INCREASE OF FEDERAL DETENTION SPACE AND THE 32 
UTILIZATION OF FACILITIES IDENTIFIED FOR CLOSURES AS A 33 
RESULT OF THE DEFENSE BASE CLOSURE REALIGNMENT ACT OF 34 
1990. 35 

(a) Construction or Acquisition of Detention Facilities- 36 

(1) IN GENERAL- The Secretary shall construct or acquire, 37 
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in addition to existing facilities for the detention of aliens, 1 
at least 20 detention facilities in the United States that 2 
have the capacity to detain a combined total of not less 3 
than 20,000 individuals at any time for aliens detained 4 
pending removal or a decision on removal of such aliens 5 
from the United States subject to available appropriations. 6 

 (b) Construction of or Acquisition of Detention Facilities- 7 

(1) REQUIREMENT TO CONSTRUCT OR ACQUIRE- The 8 
Secretary shall construct or acquire additional detention 9 
facilities in the United States to accommodate the 10 
detention beds required by section 5204(a) of the 11 
Intelligence Reform and Terrorism Protection Act of 2004, 12 
as amended by subsection (a), subject to available 13 
appropriations. 14 

(2) USE OF ALTERNATE DETENTION FACILITIES- Subject 15 
to the availability of appropriations, the Secretary shall 16 
fully utilize all possible options to cost effectively increase 17 
available detention capacities, and shall utilize detention 18 
facilities that are owned and operated by the Federal 19 
Government if the use of such facilities is cost effective. 20 

(3) USE OF INSTALLATIONS UNDER BASE CLOSURE 21 
LAWS- In acquiring additional detention facilities under this 22 
subsection, the Secretary shall consider the transfer of 23 
appropriate portions of military installations approved for 24 
closure or realignment under the Defense Base Closure 25 
and Realignment Act of 1990 (part A of title XXIX of Public 26 
Law 101-510; 10 U.S.C. 2687 note) for use in accordance 27 
with subsection (a). 28 

(4) DETERMINATION OF LOCATION- The location of any 29 
detention facility constructed or acquired in accordance 30 
with this subsection shall be determined, with the 31 
concurrence of the Secretary, by the senior officer 32 
responsible for Detention and Removal Operations in the 33 
Department. The detention facilities shall be located so as 34 
to enable the officers and employees of the Department to 35 
increase to the maximum extent practicable the annual 36 
rate and level of removals of illegal aliens from the United 37 
States. 38 

(c) Annual Report to Congress- Not later than 1 year after the 39 
date of the enactment of this Act, and annually thereafter, in 40 
consultation with the heads of other appropriate Federal 41 
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agencies, the Secretary shall submit to Congress an assessment 1 
of the additional detention facilities and bed space needed to 2 
detain unlawful aliens apprehended at the United States ports of 3 
entry or along the international land borders of the United 4 
States. 5 

(d) Technical and Conforming Amendment- Section 241(g)(1) (8 6 
U.S.C. 1231(g)(1)) is amended by striking �may expend� and 7 
inserting �shall expend�. 8 

(e) Authorization of Appropriations- There are authorized to be 9 
appropriated such sums as may be necessary to carry out this 10 
section. 11 

Sec. 138.  UNITED STATES-MEXICO BORDER ENFORCEMENT 12 
REVIEW COMMISSION. 13 

(a) Establishment of Commission.- 14 

(1) IN GENERAL-There is established an independent 15 
commission to be known as the United States-Mexico 16 
Border Enforcement Review Commission (referred to in 17 
this section as the "Commission"). 18 

  (2) PURPOSES-The purposes of the Commission are- 19 

(A) to study the overall enforcement strategies, 20 
programs and policies of Federal agencies along the 21 
United States-Mexico border; and 22 

(B) to make recommendations to the President and 23 
Congress with respect to such strategies, programs 24 
and policies. 25 

(3) MEMBERSHIP-The Commission shall be composed of 17 26 
voting members, who shall be appointed as follows: 27 

(A) The Governors of the States of California, New 28 
Mexico, Arizona, and Texas shall each appoint 4 29 
voting members of whom- 30 

(i) 1 shall be a local elected official from the 31 
State's border region; 32 

(ii) 1 shall be a local law enforcement official 33 
from the State's border region; and 34 

(iii) 2 shall be from the State's communities of 35 
academia, religious leaders, civic leaders or 36 
community leaders. 37 

(B) 2 nonvoting members, of whom- 38 
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(i) 1 shall be appointed by the Secretary; 1 

(ii) 1 shall be appointed by the Attorney 2 
General; and 3 

(iii) 1 shall be appointed by the Secretary of 4 
State.[BC1] 5 

  (4) QUALIFICATIONS- 6 

(A) IN GENERAL-Members of the Commission shall 7 
be- 8 

(i) individuals with expertise in migration, 9 
border enforcement and protection, civil and 10 
human rights, community relations, cross-11 
border trade and commerce or other pertinent 12 
qualifications or experience; and 13 

(ii) representative of a broad cross section of 14 
perspectives from the region along the 15 
international border between the United States 16 
and Mexico; 17 

(B) POLITICAL AFFILIATION-Not more than 2 18 
members of the Commission appointed by each 19 
Governor under paragraph (3)(A) may be members 20 
of the same political party. 21 

(C) NONGOVERNMENTAL APPOINTEES-An individual 22 
appointed as a voting member to the Commission 23 
may not be an officer or employee of the Federal 24 
Government. 25 

(5) DEADLINE FOR APPOINTMENT-All members of the 26 
Commission shall be appointed not later than 6 months 27 
after the enactment of this Act. If any member of the 28 
Commission described in paragraph (3)(A) is not appointed 29 
by such date, the Commission shall carry out its duties 30 
under this section without the participation of such 31 
member. 32 

(6) TERM OF SERVICE-The term of office for members 33 
shall be for life of the Commission. 34 

 (7) VACANCIES-Any vacancy in the Commission shall not 35 
affect its powers, but shall be filled in the same manner in 36 
which the original appointment was made. 37 

(8) MEETINGS- 38 
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(A) INITIAL MEETING-The Commission shall meet 1 
and begin the operations of the Commission as soon 2 
as practicable. 3 

(B) SUBSEQUENT MEETINGS-After its initial meeting, 4 
the Commission shall meet upon the call of the 5 
chairman or a majority of its members. 6 

(9) QUORUM-Nine members of the Commission shall 7 
constitute a quorum. 8 

(10) CHAIR AND VICE CHAIR-The voting members of the 9 
Commission shall elect a Chairman and Vice Chairman 10 
from among its members. The term of office shall be for 11 
the life of the Commission. 12 

(b) Duties-The Commission shall review, examine, and make 13 
recommendations regarding border enforcement policies, 14 
strategies, and programs, including recommendations regarding- 15 

(1) the protection of human and civil rights of community 16 
residents and migrants along the international border 17 
between the United States and Mexico; 18 

(2) the adequacy and effectiveness of human and civil 19 
rights training of enforcement personnel on such border; 20 

(3) the adequacy of the complaint process within the 21 
agencies and programs of the Department that are 22 
employed when an individual files a grievance; 23 

(4) the effect of the operations, technology, and 24 
enforcement infrastructure along such border on the- 25 

 (A) environment; 26 

 (B) cross border traffic and commerce; and 27 

 (C) the quality of life of border communities; 28 

(5) local law enforcement involvement in the enforcement 29 
of Federal immigration law; and 30 

(6) any other matters regarding border enforcement 31 
policies, strategies, and programs the Commission 32 
determines appropriate. 33 

(c) Information and Assistance From Federal Agencies.- 34 

(1) INFORMATION FROM FEDERAL AGENCIES-The 35 
Commission may seek directly from any department or 36 
agency of the United States such information, including 37 
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suggestions, estimates, and statistics, as allowed by law 1 
and as the Commission considers necessary to carry out 2 
the provisions of this section. Upon request of the 3 
Commission, the head of such department or agency shall 4 
furnish such information to the Commission. 5 

(2) ASSISTANCE FROM FEDERAL AGENCIES-The 6 
Administrator of General Services shall, on a reimbursable 7 
basis, provide the Commission with administrative support 8 
and other services for the performance of the 9 
Commission's functions. The departments and agencies of 10 
the United States may provide the Commission with such 11 
services, funds, facilities, staff, and other support services 12 
as they determine advisable and as authorized by law. 13 

 (d) Compensation- 14 

(1) IN GENERAL-Members of the Commission shall serve 15 
without pay. 16 

(2) REIMBURSEMENT OF EXPENSES-All members of the 17 
Commission shall be reimbursed for reasonable travel 18 
expenses and subsistence, and other reasonable and 19 
necessary expenses incurred by them in the performance 20 
of their duties. 21 

(e) Report-Not later than 2 years after the date of the first 22 
meeting called pursuant to (a)(8)(A), the Commission shall 23 
submit a report to the President and Congress that contains- 24 

(1) findings with respect to the duties of the Commission; 25 

(2) recommendations regarding border enforcement 26 
policies, strategies, and programs; 27 

(3) suggestions for the implementation of the 28 
Commission's recommendations; and 29 

(4) a recommendation as to whether the Commission 30 
should continue to exist after the date of termination 31 
described in subsection (g), and if so, a description of the 32 
purposes and duties recommended to be carried out by the 33 
Commission after such date. 34 

(f) Authorization of Appropriations-There are authorized to be 35 
appropriated such sums as may be necessary to carry out this 36 
section. 37 

(g) Sunset-Unless the Commission is reauthorized by Congress, 38 
the Commission shall terminate on the date that is 90 days after 39 
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the date the Commission submits the report described in 1 
subsection (e). 2

(b) Department of Justice.� 25 
(1) JUDICIAL CLERKS�The Attorney General shall, subject to the 26 
availability of appropriations for such purpose, appoint necessary 27 
law clerks for immigration judges and Board of Immigration 28 
Appeals members of no less than one per judge and member.  A 29 
law clerk appointed under this section shall be exempt from the 30 
provisions of subchapter I of chapter 63 of title 5 [5 USCS §§ 31 
6301 et seq.] 32 
(2) LITIGATION ATTORNEYS.�In each of the fiscal years 2008 33 
through 2012, the 34 
Attorney General, subject to the availability of appropriations for 35 
such purpose, shall increase the number of positions for 36 
attorneys in the Office of Immigration 37 
Litigation by not less than 50 compared to the number of such 38 
positions for which funds were made available during the 39 
preceding fiscal year. 40 
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(3) UNITED STATES ATTORNEYS.�In each of the fiscal years 2008 1 
through 2012, 2 
the Attorney General, subject to the availability of appropriations 3 
for such purpose, shall increase the number of attorneys in the 4 
United States Attorneys� office to litigate immigration cases in 5 
the Federal courts by not less than 50 compared to the number 6 
of such positions for which funds were made available during the 7 
preceding fiscal year. 8 
(4) IMMIGRATION JUDGES.�In each of the fiscal years 2008 through 9 
2012, the 10 
Attorney General, subject to the availability of appropriations for 11 
such purpose, 12

(A) increase by not less than 20 the number of full-time 14 
immigration judges compared to the number of such 15 
positions for which funds were made available during the 16 
preceding fiscal year; and 17 
(B) increase by not less than 80 the number of positions 18 
for personnel to 19 
support the immigration judges described in subparagraph 20 
(A) compared to the number of such positions for which 21 
funds were made available during the preceding fiscal 22 
year. 23 

(5) BOARD OF IMMIGRATION APPEALS MEMBERS.�The Attorney General 24 
shall, subject to the availability of appropriations, increase by 10 25 
the number members of the Board of Immigration Appeals over 26 
the number of members serving on the date of enactment of this 27 
Act. 28 
(6) STAFF ATTORNEYS.�In each of the fiscal years 2008 through 29 
2012, the 30 
Attorney General shall, subject to the availability of 31 
appropriations for such 32 
purpose� 33 

(A) increase the number of positions for full-time staff 34 
attorneys in the Board of Immigration Appeals by not less 35 
than 20 compared to the number of such positions for 36 
which funds were made available during the preceding 37 
fiscal year; and 38 
(B) increase the number of positions for personnel to 39 
support the staff 40 
attorneys described in subparagraph (A) by not less than 41 
10 compared to the number of such positions for which 42 
funds were made available during the preceding fiscal 43 
year. 44 
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(7) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.�There are authorized to be 1 
appropriated to the Attorney General for each of the fiscal years 2 
2008 through 2012 such sums as may be necessary to carry out 3 
this subsection, including the hiring of necessary support staff. 4

(c) Administrative Office of the United States Courts.�In each of the 6 
fiscal years 2008 7 
through 2012, the Director of the Administrative Office of the United 8 
States Courts, 9 
subject to the availability of appropriations, shall increase the number 10 
of attorneys in the 11 
Federal Defenders Program who litigate criminal immigration cases in 12 
the Federal courts 13 
by not less than 50 compared to the number of such positions for 14 
which funds were made 15 
available during the preceding fiscal year. 16 
 17 
(d) Legal Orientation Program. 18 
    (1) CONTINUED OPERATION.�The Director of the Executive Office for 19 
Immigration Review shall continue to operate a legal orientation 20 
program to provide basic information about immigration court 21 
procedures for immigration detainees and shall expand the legal 22 
orientation program to provide such information on a nationwide basis. 23 
    (2) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.�There are authorized to be 24 
appropriated such sums as may be necessary to carry out such legal 25 
orientation program. 26 

SEC. 202. DETENTION AND REMOVAL OF ALIENS ORDERED 27 
REMOVED. 28 

(a) In General- 29 
(1) AMENDMENTS- Section 241(a) (8 U.S.C. 1231(a)) is 30 
amended-- 31 

(A) by striking `Attorney General' the first place it 32 
appears, except for the first reference in clause 33 
(a)(4)(B)(i), and inserting `Secretary of Homeland 34 
Security'; 35 
(B) by striking `Attorney General' any other place it 36 
appears and inserting `Secretary'; 37 
(C) in paragraph (1)-- 38 

(i) in subparagraph (B), by amending clause 39 
(ii) to read as follows: 40 
`(ii) If a court, the Board of Immigration 41 
Appeals, or an immigration judge orders a stay 42 
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of the removal of the alien, the expiration date 1 
of the stay of removal.'; 2 
(ii) by amending subparagraph (C) to read as 3 
follows: 4 

`(C) EXTENSION OF PERIOD- The removal period 5 
shall be extended beyond a period of 90 days and 6 
the alien may remain in detention during such 7 
extended period if the alien fails or refuses to-- 8 

`(i) make all reasonable efforts to comply with 9 
the removal order; or 10 
`(ii) fully cooperate with the Secretary's efforts 11 
to establish the alien's identity and carry out 12 
the removal order, including failing to make 13 
timely application in good faith for travel or 14 
other documents necessary to the alien's 15 
departure, or conspiring or acting to prevent 16 
the alien's removal.'; and 17 
(iii) by adding at the end the following: 18 

`(D) TOLLING OF PERIOD- If, at the time described 19 
in subparagraph (B), the alien is not in the custody 20 
of the Secretary under the authority of this Act, the 21 
removal period shall not begin until the alien is taken 22 
into such custody. If the Secretary lawfully transfers 23 
custody of the alien during the removal period to 24 
another Federal agency or to a State or local 25 
government agency in connection with the official 26 
duties of such agency, the removal period shall be 27 
tolled, and shall recommence on the date on which 28 
the alien is returned to the custody of the 29 
Secretary.'; 30 
(D) in paragraph (2), by adding at the end the 31 
following: `If a court, the Board of Immigration 32 
Appeals, or an immigration judge orders a stay of 33 
removal of an alien who is subject to an 34 
administrative final order of removal, the Secretary, 35 
in the exercise of discretion, may detain the alien 36 
during the pendency of such stay of removal.'; 37 
(E) in paragraph (3), by amending subparagraph (D) 38 
to read as follows: 39 
`(D) to obey reasonable restrictions on the alien's 40 
conduct or activities, or to perform affirmative acts, 41 
that the Secretary prescribes for the alien-- 42 

`(i) to prevent the alien from absconding; 43 
`(ii) for the protection of the community; or 44 
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`(iii) for other purposes related to the 1 
enforcement of the immigration laws.'; 2 

(F) in paragraph (6), by striking `removal period 3 
and, if released,' and inserting `removal period, in 4 
the discretion of the Secretary, without any 5 
limitations other than those specified in this section, 6 
until the alien is removed. If an alien is released, the 7 
alien'; 8 
(G) by redesignating paragraph (7) as paragraph 9 
(10); and 10 
(H) by inserting after paragraph (6) the following: 11 

`(7) PAROLE- If an alien detained pursuant to paragraph 12 
(6) is an applicant for admission, the Secretary of 13 
Homeland Security, in the Secretary's discretion, may 14 
parole the alien under section 212(d)(5) and may provide, 15 
notwithstanding section 212(d)(5), that the alien shall not 16 
be returned to custody unless either the alien violates the 17 
conditions of the alien's parole or the alien's removal 18 
becomes reasonably foreseeable, provided that in no 19 
circumstance shall such alien be considered admitted. 20 
`(8) ADDITIONAL RULES FOR DETENTION OR RELEASE OF 21 
ALIENS- The following procedures shall apply to an alien 22 
detained under this section: 23 

`(A) DETENTION REVIEW PROCESS FOR ALIENS 24

the alien be taken into Federal custody, the Secretary of 15 
Homeland Security-- 16 

`(1) shall-- 17 
`(A) deem the request to include the inquiry to 18 
verify immigration status described in section 642(c) 19 
of the Illegal Immigration Reform and Immigrant 20 
Responsibility Act of 1996 (8 U.S.C. 1373(c)), and 21 
expeditiously inform the requesting entity whether 22 
such individual is an alien lawfully admitted to the 23 
United States or is otherwise lawfully present in the 24 
United States; and 25 
`(B) if the individual is an alien who is not lawfully 26 
admitted to the United States or otherwise is not 27 
lawfully present in the United States-- 28 

`(i) take the illegal alien into the custody of 29 
the Federal Government not later than 72 30 
hours after-- 31 

`(I) the conclusion of the State charging 32 
process or dismissal process; or 33 
`(II) the illegal alien is apprehended, if 34 
no State charging or dismissal process is 35 
required; or 36 

`(ii) request that the relevant State or local 37 
law enforcement agency temporarily detain or 38 
transport the alien to a location for transfer to 39 
Federal custody; and 40 
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`(2) shall designate at least 1 Federal, State, or local 1 
prison or jail or a private contracted prison or detention 2 
facility within each State as the central facility for that 3 
State to transfer custody of aliens to the Department of 4 
Homeland Security. 5 

`(b) Reimbursement- 6 
`(1) IN GENERAL- The Secretary of Homeland Security 7 
shall reimburse a State, or a political subdivision of a 8

`(2) COST COMPUTATION- Compensation provided for 13 
costs incurred under subparagraphs (A) and (B) of 14 
subsection (c)(1) shall be-- 15 

`(A) the product of-- 16 
`(i) the average daily cost of incarceration of a 17 
prisoner in the relevant State, as determined 18 
by the chief executive officer of a State (or, as 19 
appropriate, a political subdivision of the 20 
State); multiplied by 21 
`(ii) the number of days that the alien was in 22 
the custody of the State or political 23 
subdivision; plus 24 

`(B) the cost of transporting the alien from the point 25 
of apprehension or arrest to the location of 26 
detention, and if the location of detention and of 27 
custody transfer are different, to the custody transfer 28 
point; plus 29 
`(C) the cost of uncompensated emergency medical 30 
care provided to a detained alien during the period 31 
between the time of transmittal of the request 32 
described in subsection (c) and the time of transfer 33 
into Federal custody.

(h) To provide for record retention of EEVS inquiries, to prevent 34 
identity fraud and employment authorization fraud. 35

(i) To employ fast track regulatory and procurement procedures to 37 
expedite implementation of this Title and pertinent sections of the INA 38 
for a period of two years from enactment.

(a) Section 274A of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 29 
1324a) is amended to read as follows: 30 

�(a) Making Employment of Unauthorized Aliens Unlawful. 31 
 32 

�(1) In general.�It is unlawful for an employer� 33 
 34 
�(A) to hire, or to recruit or refer for a fee, an alien for 35

�(3) Use of labor through contract.� For purposes of this 11 
section, an employer who uses a contract, subcontract, or 12 
exchange to obtain the labor of an alien in the United States 13 
knowing that the alien is an unauthorized alien (as defined in 14 
subsection (b)(1)) with respect to performing such labor, shall 15 
be considered to have hired the alien for employment in the 16 
United States in violation of paragraph (1)(A).    17 

(A) By regulation, the Secretary may require, for 18 
purposes of ensuring compliance with the immigration 19 
laws, that an employer include in a written contract, 20 
subcontract, or exchange an effective and enforceable 21 
requirement that the contractor or subcontractor 22 
adhere to the immigration laws of the United States, 23 
including use of EEVS. . 24 

(B) The Secretary may establish procedures by which an 25 
employer may obtain confirmation from the Secretary 26 
that the contractor or subcontractor has registered with 27 
the EEVS and is utilizing the EEVS to verify its 28 
employees.

to participate in the EEVS or such participation is permitted on a 7 
voluntary basis pursuant to subsection (d), a defense is 8 
established without a showing of compliance with subsection (d) 9

�(B) to establish a defense, the employer must also be in 12 
compliance with any additional requirements that the Secretary 13 
may promulgate by regulation pursuant to subsections (c), (d), 14 
and (k).

�(B) in the case of the hiring of an individual�  8

�(i) seven years after the date of such hiring; or  10 
 11 
�(ii) two years after the date the individual�s 12 
employment is terminated, whichever is earlier.  13 

�(4) Copying of documentation and recordkeeping required. 14 
 15 

�(A) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the 16 
employer shall copy all documents presented by an 17 
individual pursuant to this subsection and shall retain a 18 
paper, microfiche, microfilm, or electronic copy as 19 
prescribed in paragraph (3), but only (except as otherwise 20 
permitted under law) for the purposes of complying with 21 
the requirements of this subsection. Such copies shall 22 
reflect the signatures of the employer and the employee, 23 
as well as the date of receipt. 24 
 25 
�(B) The employer shall also maintain records of Social 26 
Security Administration correspondence regarding name 27 
and number mismatches or no-matches and the steps 28 
taken to resolve such issues. 29 
 30 
�(C) The employer shall maintain records of all actions and 31 
copies of any correspondence or action taken by the 32 
employer to clarify or resolve any issue that raises 33 
reasonable doubt as to the validity of the alien�s identity or 34 
work authorization. 35

�(D) The employer shall maintain such records as 37 
prescribed in this subsection.  The Secretary may prescribe 38 
the manner of recordkeeping and may require that 39 
additional records be kept or that additional documents be 40 
copied and maintained.  The Secretary may require that 41

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develop automated capabilities to request such 1 
documents.

This 34 
requirement shall be applied to new employees hired, and 35 
current employees subject to reverification because of 36 
expiring work authorization documentation or expiration of 37 
immigration status, on or after the date on which the 38 
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requirement takes effect.  The Secretary, by notice in the 1 
Federal Register, shall designate these employers or 2 
industries, in his discretion, based upon risks to critical 3 
infrastructure, national security, immigration enforcement, 4 
or homeland security needs.  5 

�(C) No later than 18 months after the date of 6 
enactment of this section, the Secretary shall require 7 
all employers to participate in the EEVS with respect to 8 
newly hired employees and current employees subject 9 
to reverification because of expiring work authorization 10 
documentation or expiration of immigration status.   11 

�(D) No later than three years after the date of 12 
enactment of this section, all employers shall 13 
participate in the EEVS with respect to new employees, 14 
all employees whose identity and employment 15 
authorization have not been previously verified 16 
through EEVS, and all employees in Z status who have 17 
not previously presented a secure document 18 
evidencing their Z status.  The Secretary may specify 19 
earlier dates for participation in the EEVS in his 20 
discretion for some or all classes of employer or 21 
employee. 22 

�(E) The Secretary shall create the necessary systems and 23 
processes to monitor the functioning of the EEVS, including 24 
the volume of the workflow, the speed of processing of 25 
queries, and the speed and accuracy of responses.  These 26 
systems and processes shall be audited by the 27 
Government Accountability Office 9 months after the date 28 
of enactment of this section and 24 months after the date 29 
of enactment of this section.  The Government 30 
Accountability Office shall report the results of the audits 31 
to Congress. 32 

 33 
�(3) Participation in EEVS. �The Secretary has the following 34 
discretionary authority to require or to permit participation in 35 
the EEVS �  36 

�(A) To permit any employer that is not required to 37 
participate in the EEVS to do so on a voluntary basis;  38 
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�(B) To require any employer that is required to 1 
participate in the EEVS with respect to its newly hired 2 
employees also to do so with respect to its current 3 
workforce if the Secretary has reasonable cause to 4 
believe that the employer has engaged in any violation of 5 
the immigration laws.  6 

�(4) Consequence of failure to participate. �If an employer is 7 
required under this subsection to participate in the EEVS and 8 
fails to comply with the requirements of such program with 9 
respect to an individual� 10 

 11 
�(A) such failure shall be treated as a violation of 12 
subsection (a)(1)(B) of this section with respect to that 13 
individual, and 14 
 15 
�(B) a rebuttable presumption is created that the employer 16 
has violated subsection (a)(1)(A) or (a)(2) of this section. 17 

 18 
�Subparagraph (B) shall not apply in any prosecution under 19 
subsection 274A(f)(1).  20 

�(5) Procedures for participants in the EEVS.  21 

�(A) In general. �An employer participating in the EEVS 22 
must register in the EEVS and conform to the following 23 
procedures in the event of hiring, recruiting, or referring 24 
any individual for employment in the United States:  25 
 26 

�(i) Registration of Employers.�The Secretary, 27 
through notice in the Federal Register, shall 28 
prescribe procedures that employers must follow to 29 
register in the EEVS.  In prescribing these 30 
procedures, the Secretary shall have authority to 31 
require employers to provide: 32 

�(I) employer�s name; 33 
�(II) employer�s Employment Identification 34 
Number (EIN); 35 
�(III) company address; 36 
�(IV) name, position and social security 37 
number of the employer�s employees accessing 38 
the EEVS; and 39 
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�(V) such other information as the Secretary 1 
deems necessary to ensure proper use and 2 
security of the EEVS. 3 

 4 
The Secretary shall require employers to undergo 5 
such training as the Secretary deems necessary to 6 
ensure proper use and security of the EEVS.  To the 7 
extent practicable, such training shall be made 8 
available electronically. 9 
 10 
�(ii) Provision of additional information.�The 11 
employer shall obtain from the individual (and the 12 
individual shall provide) and shall record in such 13 
manner as the Secretary may specify:--  14 

 15 
�(I) an individual�s social security account 16 

number, 17 
 18 

�(II) if the individual does not attest to United 19 
States nationality under subsection (c)(2) of 20 
this section, such identification or authorization 21 
number established by the Department of 22 
Homeland Security as the Secretary of 23 
Homeland Security shall specify, and 24 
 25 
�(III) such other information as the Secretary 26 
may require to determine the identity and 27 
work authorization of an employee. 28 
 29 

�(iii) Presentation of documentation.� The employer, 30 
and the individual whose identity and employment 31 
eligibility are being confirmed, shall fulfill the 32 
requirements of subsection (c) of this section. 33 
 34 
"(iv) Presentation of biometrics. --  Employers who 35 
are enrolled in the Voluntary Advanced Verification 36 
Program to Combat Identity Theft under section 307 37 
of this Title shall, in addition to documentary 38 
evidence of identity and work eligibility, 39 
electronically provide the fingerprints of the 40 
individual to the Department of Homeland Security.� 41 
 42 

�(B) Seeking confirmation.� 43 
 44 
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(i) The employer shall use the EEVS to provide to the 1 
Secretary all required information in order to obtain 2 
confirmation of the identity and employment eligibility 3 
of any individual no earlier than the date of hire and no 4 
later than on the first day of employment (or 5 
recruitment or referral, as the case may be).  An 6 
employer may not, however, make the starting date of 7 
an individual�s employment contingent on the receipt of 8 
a confirmation of the identity and employment 9 
eligibility. 10 

 11 
(ii) For reverification of an employee with a limited 12 
period of work authorization (including Z card holder), 13 
all required verification procedures must be complete 14 
on the date the employee�s work authorization expires. 15 
 16 
(iii) For initial verification of an employee hired before 17 
the employer is subject to the employment eligibility 18 
verification system, all required procedures must be 19 
complete on such date as the Secretary shall specify in 20 
accordance with subparagraph (d)(2)(D).  21 

 22 
(iv) The Secretary shall provide, and the employer shall 23 
utilize, as part of EEVS, a method of communicating 24 
notices and requests for information or action on the 25 
part of the employer with respect to expiring work 26 
authorization or status and other matters.  Additionally, 27 
the Secretary shall provide a method of notifying 28 
employers of a confirmation, nonconfirmation or a 29 
notice that further action is required (�further action 30 
notice�).  The employer shall communicate to the 31 
individual that is the subject of the verification all 32 
information provided to the employer by the EEVS for 33 
communication to the individual. 34 

 35 
�(C) Confirmation or nonconfirmation.� 36 

�(i) Initial response. �The verification system shall 37 
provide a confirmation, a nonconfirmation, or a 38 
further action notice of an individual's identity and 39 
employment eligibility at the time of the inquiry, 40 
unless for technological reasons or due to 41 
unforeseen circumstances, the EEVS is unable to 42 
provide such confirmation or further action notice.  43 
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In such situations, the system shall provide 1 
confirmation or further action notice within 3 2 
business days of the initial inquiry.  If providing 3 
confirmation or further action notice, the EEVS shall 4 
provide an appropriate code indicating such 5 
confirmation or such further action notice.  6 

�(ii) Confirmation upon initial inquiry.�When the 7 
employer receives an appropriate confirmation of an 8 
individual's identity and work eligibility under the 9 
EEVS, the employer shall record the confirmation in 10 
such manner as the Secretary may specify. 11 
 12 
�(iii) Further action notice upon initial inquiry and 13 
secondary verification.� 14 

�(I) Further action notice. �If the employer 15 
receives a further action notice of an 16 
individual's identity or work eligibility under 17 
the EEVS, the employer shall inform the 18 
individual without delay for whom the 19 
confirmation is sought of the further action 20 
notice and any procedures specified by the 21 
Secretary for addressing the further action 22 
notice.  The employee must acknowledge in 23 
writing the receipt of the further action notice 24 
from the employer. 25 

�(II) Contest. �Within ten business days from 26 
the date of notification to the employee, the 27 
employee must contact the appropriate agency 28 
to contest the further action notice and, if the 29 
Secretary so requires, appear in person at the 30 
appropriate Federal or state agency for 31 
purposes of verifying the individual�s identity 32 
and employment authorization.  The Secretary, 33 
in consultation with the Commissioner of Social 34 
Security and other appropriate Federal and 35 
State agencies, shall specify an available 36 
secondary verification procedure to confirm the 37 
validity of information provided and to provide 38 
a final confirmation or nonconfirmation.  An 39 
individual contesting a further action notice 40 
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must attest under penalty of perjury to his 1 
identity and employment authorization. 2 

�(III) No contest. � If the individual does not 3 
contest the further action notice within the 4 
period specified in subparagraph (5)(C)(iii)(II), 5 
a final nonconfirmation shall issue.  The 6 
employer shall then record the 7 
nonconfirmation in such manner as the 8 
Secretary may specify. 9 

�(IV) Finality. � The EEVS shall provide a final 10 
confirmation or nonconfirmation within 10 11 
business days from the date of the employee�s 12 
contesting of the further action notice.  As long 13 
as the employee is taking the steps required 14 
by the Secretary and the agency that the 15 
employee has contacted to resolve a further 16 
action notice, the Secretary shall extend the 17 
period of investigation until the secondary 18 
verification procedure allows the Secretary to 19 
provide a final confirmation or 20 
nonconfirmation.  If the employee fails to take 21 
the steps required by the Secretary and the 22 
appropriate agency, a final nonconfirmation 23 
may be issued to that employee. 24 
 25 
�(V) Re-examination. � Nothing in this section 26 
shall prevent the Secretary from reexamining a 27 
case where a final confirmation has been 28 
provided if subsequently received information 29 
indicates that the individual may not be work 30 
authorized. 31 
 32 

�In no case shall an employer terminate employment 33 
of an individual solely because of a failure of the 34 
individual to have identity and work eligibility 35 
confirmed under this section until a nonconfirmation 36 
becomes final and the period to timely file an 37 
administrative appeal has passed, and in the case 38 
where an administrative appeal has been denied, the 39 
period to timely file a petition for judicial review has 40 
passed.  When final confirmation or nonconfirmation 41 
is provided, the confirmation system shall provide an 42 
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appropriate code indicating such confirmation or 1 
nonconfirmation.  An individual�s failure to contest a 2 
further action notice shall not be considered an 3 
admission of guilt with respect to any violation of 4 
this section or any provision of law. 5 

�(D) Consequences of nonconfirmation.� 6 

�(i) Termination of continued employment.�If the 7 
employer has received a final nonconfirmation 8 
regarding an individual, the employer shall terminate 9 
employment (or recruitment or referral) of the 10 
individual, unless the individual files an 11 
administrative appeal of a final nonconfirmation 12 
notice under paragraph (7) within the time period 13 
prescribed in that paragraph and the Secretary or 14 
the Commissioner stays the final nonconfirmation 15 
notice pending the resolution of the administrative 16 
appeal. 17 
 18 
�(ii) Continued employment after final 19 
nonconfirmation. �If the employer continues to 20 
employ (or to recruit or refer) an individual after 21 
receiving final nonconfirmation (unless the individual 22 
filed an administrative appeal of a final 23 
nonconfirmation notice under paragraph (7) within 24 
the time period prescribed in that paragraph and the 25 
Secretary of the Commissioner stayed the final 26 
nonconfirmation notice pending the resolution of the 27 
administrative appeal), a rebuttable presumption is 28 
created that the employer has violated subsections 29 
(a)(1)(A) and (a)(2) of this section. The previous 30 
sentence shall not apply in any prosecution under 31 
subsection (f)(1) of this section. 32 

 33 
�(E) Obligation to Respond to Queries and Additional 34 
Information --  35 
 36 

(i) Employers are required to comply with 37 
requests from the Secretary through EEVS for 38 
information, including queries concerning 39 
current and former employees that relate to 40 
the functioning of the EEVS, the accuracy of 41 
the responses provided by the EEVS, and any 42 
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suspected fraud or identity theft in the use of 1 
the EEVS.  Failure to comply with such a 2 
request is a violation of section (a)(1)(B). 3 

 4 
(ii) Individuals being verified through EEVS may 5 

be required to take further action to address 6 
irregularities identified in the documents relied 7 
upon for purposes of employment verification.  8 
The employer shall communicate to the 9 
individual any such requirement for further 10 
actions and shall record the date and manner 11 
of such communication.  The individual must 12 
acknowledge in writing the receipt of this 13 
communication from the employer.  Failure to 14 
communicate such a requirement is a violation 15 
of section (a)(1)(B). 16 

 17 
 18 

(iii) The Secretary is authorized, with notice to the 19 
public provided in the Federal Register, to 20 
implement, clarify, and supplement the 21 
requirements of this paragraph in order to 22 
facilitate the functioning of the EEVS or to 23 
prevent fraud or identity theft in the use of the 24 
EEVS. 25 

 26 
�(F) Impermissible Use of the EEVS � 27 
 28 

�(i) An employer may not use the EEVS to verify an 29 
individual prior to extending to the individual an offer 30 
of employment. 31 
 32 
�(ii) An employer may not require an individual to 33 
verify the individual�s own employment eligibility 34 
through the EEVS as a condition of extending to that 35 
individual an offer of employment.  Nothing in this 36 
paragraph shall be construed to prevent an employer 37 
from encouraging an employee or a prospective 38 
employee from verifying the employee�s or a 39 
prospective employee�s own employment eligibility 40 
prior to obtaining employment pursuant to 41 
paragraph (5)(H). 42 
 43 
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�(iii) An employer may not terminate an individual�s 1 
employment solely because that individual has been 2 
issued a further action notice. 3 
 4 
�(iv) An employer may not take the following actions 5 
solely because an individual has been issued a 6 
further action notice: 7 
 8 

�(I) reduce salary, bonuses or other 9 
compensation due to the employee; 10 
 11 
�(II) suspend the employee without pay; 12 
 13 
�(III) reduce the hours that the employee is 14 
required to work if such reduction is 15 
accompanied by a reduction in salary, bonuses 16 
or other compensation due to the employee, 17 
except that, with the agreement of the 18 
employee, an employer may provide an 19 
employee with reasonable time off without pay 20 
in order to contest and resolve the further 21 
action notice received by the employee; 22 
 23 
�(IV) deny the employee the training necessary 24 
to perform the employment duties for which 25 
the employee has been hired. 26 
 27 

�(v) An employer may not, in the course of utilizing 28 
the procedures for document verification set forth in 29 
subsection (c), require that a prospective employee 30 
present additional documents or different documents 31 
than those prescribed under that subsection. 32 
 33 
�(vi) The Secretary of Homeland Security shall 34 
develop the necessary policies and procedures to 35 
monitor employers� use of the EEVS and their 36 
compliance with the requirements set forth in this 37 
section.  Employers are required to comply with 38 
requests from the Secretary for information related 39 
to any monitoring, audit or investigation undertaken 40 
pursuant to this subparagraph. 41 
 42 
�(vii) The Secretary of Homeland Security, in 43 
consultation with the Secretary of Labor, shall 44 
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establish and maintain a process by which any 1 
employee (or any prospective employee who would 2 
otherwise have been hired) who has reason to 3 
believe that an employer has violated subparagraphs 4 
(i)-(v) may file a complaint against the employer. 5 
 6 
�(viii) Any employer found to have violated 7 
subparagraphs (i)-(v) shall pay a civil penalty of up 8 
to $10,000 for each violation. 9 
 10 
�(ix) This paragraph is not intended to, and does not, 11 
create any right, benefit, trust, or responsibility, 12 
whether substantive or procedural, enforceable at 13 
law or equity by a party against the United States, 14 
its departments, agencies, instrumentalities, entities, 15 
officers, employees, or agents, or any person, nor 16 
does it create any right of review in a judicial 17 
proceeding. 18 
 19 
 20 
�(x) No later than 3 months after the date of 21 
enactment of this section, the Secretary of Homeland 22 
Security, in cooperation with the Secretary of Labor 23 
and the Administrator of the Small Business 24 
Administration, shall conduct a campaign to 25 
disseminate information respecting the rights and 26 
remedies prescribed under this section.  Such 27 
campaign shall be aimed at increasing the knowledge 28 
of employers, employees, and the general public 29 
concerning employer and employee rights, 30 
responsibilities and remedies under this section. 31 

�(I) In order to carry out the campaign under 32 
this paragraph, the Secretary of Homeland 33 
Security may, to the extent deemed 34 
appropriate and subject to the availability of 35 
appropriations, contract with public and private 36 
organizations for outreach activities under the 37 
campaign. 38 
 39 
�(II) There are authorized to be appropriated 40 
to carry out this paragraph $40,000,000 for 41 
each fiscal year 2007 through 2009. 42 

 43 
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�(G) Based on a regular review of the EEVS and the 1 
document verification procedures to identify fraudulent use 2 
and to assess the security of the documents being used to 3 
establish identity or employment authorization, the 4 
Secretary in consultation with the Commissioner of Social 5 
Security may modify by Notice published in the Federal 6 
Register the documents that must be presented to the 7 
employer, the information that must be provided to EEVS 8 
by the employer, and the procedures that must be 9 
followed by employers with respect to any aspect of the 10 
EEVS if the Secretary in his discretion concludes that the 11 
modification is necessary to ensure that EEVS accurately 12 
and reliably determines the work authorization of 13 
employees while providing protection against fraud and 14 
identity theft. 15 
 16 
�(H) Subject to appropriate safeguards to prevent misuse 17 
of the system, the Secretary in consultation with the 18 
Commissioner of Social Security, shall establish secure 19 
procedures to permit an individual who seeks to verify the 20 
individual's own employment eligibility prior to obtaining or 21 
changing employment, to contact the appropriate agency 22 
and, in a timely manner, correct or update the information 23 
used by the EEVS. 24 
 25 

�(6) Protection from liability for actions taken on the basis of 26 
information provided by the confirmation system.�No employer 27 
participating in the EEVS shall be liable under any law for any 28 
employment-related action taken with respect to the employee 29 
in good faith reliance on information provided through the 30 
confirmation system.  31 
 32 
�(7) ADMINISTRATIVE REVIEW � 33 
 34 

�(A) IN GENERAL --  An individual who receives a final 35 
nonconfirmation notice may, not later than 15 days after 36 
the date that such notice is received, file an administrative 37 
appeal of such final notice.  An individual who did not 38 
timely contest a further action notice may not avail himself 39 
of this paragraph.  Unless the Secretary of Homeland 40 
Security, in consultation with the Commissioner of Social 41 
Security, specifies otherwise, all administrative appeals 42 
shall be filed as follows: 43 
 44 
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        (i)     NATIONALS OF THE UNITED STATES � An 1 
individual claiming to be a national of the United States 2 
shall file the administrative appeal with the Commissioner. 3 
 4 
        (ii)    ALIENS � An individual claiming to be an alien 5 
authorized to work in the United States shall file the 6 
administrative appeal with the Secretary. 7 
 8 
�(B) REVIEW FOR ERROR. � The Secretary and the 9 
Commissioner shall each develop procedures for resolving 10 
administrative appeals regarding final nonconfirmations 11 
based upon the information that the individual has 12 
provided, including any additional evidence that was not 13 
previously considered.  Appeals shall be resolved within 30 14 
days after the individual has submitted all evidence 15 
relevant to the appeal.  The Secretary and the 16 
Commissioner may, on a case by case basis for good 17 
cause, extend this period in order to ensure accurate 18 
resolution of an appeal before him.  Administrative review 19 
under this paragraph (7) shall be limited to whether the 20 
final nonconfirmation notice is supported by the weight of 21 
the evidence. 22 
 23 
�(C) ADMINISTRATIVE RELIEF.  -- The relief available 24 
under this paragraph (7) is limited to an administrative 25 
order upholding, reversing, modifying, amending, or 26 
setting aside the final nonconfirmation notice.  The 27 
Secretary or the Commissioner shall stay the final 28 
nonconfirmation notice pending the resolution of the 29 
administrative appeal unless the Secretary or the 30 
Commissioner determines that the administrative appeal is 31 
frivolous, unlikely to succeed on the merits, or filed for 32 
purposes of delay and terminates the stay. 33 
 34 
�(D) DAMAGES, FEES AND COSTS.--  No money damages, 35 
fees or costs may be awarded in the administrative review 36 
process, and no court shall have jurisdiction to award any 37 
damages, fees or costs relating to such administrative 38 
review under the Equal Access to Justice Act or any other 39 
law. 40 
 41 

�(8)  JUDICIAL REVIEW.� 42 
 43 
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�(A) EXCLUSIVE PROCEDURE. -- Notwithstanding any 1 
other provision of law (statutory or nonstatutory) including 2 
sections 1361 and 1651 of title 28, no court shall have 3 
jurisdiction to consider any claim against the United 4 
States, or any of its agencies, officers, or employees, 5 
challenging or otherwise relating to a final nonconfirmation 6 
notice or to the EEVS, except as specifically provided by 7 
this paragraph.  Judicial review of a final nonconfirmation 8 
notice is governed only by chapter 158 of title 28, except 9 
as provided below.   10 
 11 
(B) REQUIREMENTS FOR REVIEW OF A FINAL 12 
NONCONFIRMATION NOTICE.  With respect to review of a 13 
final nonconfirmation notice under subsection (a), the 14 
following requirements apply: 15 
 16 

(i) Deadline.  The petition for review must be filed no 17 
later than 30 days after the date of the completion of 18 
the administrative appeal. 19 
 20 
(ii) Venue and forms.  The petition for review shall be 21 
filed with the United States Court of Appeals for the 22 
judicial circuit wherein the petitioner resided when the 23 
final nonconfirmation notice was issued.  The record 24 
and briefs do not have to be printed.  The court of 25 
appeals shall review the proceeding on a typewritten 26 
record and on typewritten briefs. 27 
 28 
(iii) Service.  The respondent is either the Secretary of 29 
Homeland Security or the Commissioner of Social 30 
Security, but not both, depending upon who issued (or 31 
affirmed) the final nonconfirmation notice.  In addition 32 
to serving the respondent, the petitioner must also 33 
serve the Attorney General. 34 
 35 
(iv) Petitioner�s Brief.  The petitioner shall serve and file 36 
a brief in connection with a petition for judicial review 37 
not later than 40 days after the date on which the 38 
administrative record is available, and may serve and 39 
file a reply brief not later than 14 days after service of 40 
the brief of the respondent, and the court may not 41 
extend these deadlines, except for good cause shown.  42 
If a petitioner fails to file a brief within the time 43 
provided in this paragraph, the court shall dismiss the 44 
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appeal unless a manifest injustice would result.  The 1 
court of appeals may set an expedited briefing 2 
schedule. 3 
 4 
(v) Scope and standard for review.  The court of 5 
appeals shall decide the petition only on the 6 
administrative record on which the final 7 
nonconfirmation order is based.  The burden shall be on 8 
the petitioner to show that the final nonconfirmation 9 
decision was arbitrary, capricious, not supported by 10 
substantial evidence, or otherwise not in accordance 11 
with law.  Administrative findings of fact are conclusive 12 
unless any reasonable adjudicator would be compelled 13 
to conclude to the contrary.    14 
 15 
(vi) Stay.  The court of appeals shall stay the final 16 
nonconfirmation notice pending its decision on the 17 
petition for review unless the court determines that the 18 
petition for review is frivolous, unlikely to succeed on 19 
the merits, or filed for purposes of delay. 20 
 21 

 22 
�(C)  Exhaustion of Administrative Remedies.  A court may 23 
review a final nonconfirmation order only if � 24 

(1) the petitioner has exhausted all administrative 25 
remedies available to the alien as of right, and 26 

(2) another court has not decided the validity of the 27 
order, unless the reviewing court finds that the 28 
petition presents grounds that could not have 29 
been presented in the prior judicial proceeding or 30 
that the remedy provided by the prior proceeding 31 
was inadequate or ineffective to test the validity 32 
of the order. 33 

 34 
�(D)  Limit on injunctive relief.  Regardless of the nature of 35 
the action or claim or of the identity of the party or parties 36 
bringing the action, no court (other than the Supreme 37 
Court) shall have jurisdiction or authority to enjoin or 38 
restrain the operation of the provisions in this section, 39 
other than with respect to the application of such 40 
provisions to an individual petitioner. 41 

�(9) Management of Employment Eligibility Verification System. �  42 
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�(A) In general. �The Secretary is authorized to 1 
establish, manage and modify an EEVS that shall�  2 

 3 
�(i) respond to inquiries made by participating 4 
employers at any time through the internet 5 
concerning an individual's identity and whether the 6 
individual is authorized to be employed; 7 

 8 
�(ii) maintain records of the inquiries that were 9 
made, of confirmations provided (or not provided), 10 
and of the codes provided to employers as evidence 11 
of their compliance with their obligations under the 12 
EEVS; and 13 
 14 
�(iii) provide information to, and request action by, 15 
employers and individuals using the system, 16 
including notifying employers of the expiration or 17 
other relevant change in an employee�s employment 18 
authorization, and directing an employer to convey 19 
to the employee a request to contact the appropriate 20 
Federal or State agency.  21 

 22 
�(B) Design and operation of system.� The EEVS shall be 23 
designed and operated�  24 

�(i) to maximize its reliability and ease of use by 25 
employers consistent with insulating and protecting 26 
the privacy and security of the underlying 27 
information;  28 
 29 
�(ii) to respond accurately to all inquiries made by 30 
employers on whether individuals are authorized to 31 
be employed and to register any times when the 32 
system is unable to receive inquiries; 33 
 34 
�(iii) to maintain appropriate administrative, 35 
technical, and physical safeguards to prevent 36 
unauthorized disclosure of personal information; 37 
 38 
�(iv) to allow for auditing use of the system to detect 39 
fraud and identify theft, and to preserve the security 40 
of the information in all of the system, including but 41 
not limited to the following: 42 
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(a) to develop and use algorithms to 1 
detect potential identity theft, such as 2 
multiple uses of the same identifying 3 
information or documents; 4 

(b) to develop and use algorithms to 5 
detect misuse of the system by 6 
employers and employees; 7 

(c) to develop capabilities to detect 8 
anomalies in the use of the system 9 
that may indicate potential fraud or 10 
misuse of the system; 11 

(d) to audit documents and information 12 
submitted by potential employees to 13 
employers, including authority to 14 
conduct interviews with employers 15 
and employees;  16 

 17 
�(v) to confirm identity and work authorization 18 
through verification of records maintained by the 19 
Secretary, other federal departments, states, the 20 
Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, or 21 
an outlying possession of the United States, as 22 
determined necessary by the Secretary, including: 23 

a) records maintained by the Social Security 24 
Administration as specified in (D); 25 

b) Birth and death records maintained by 26 
vital statistics agencies of any state or 27 
other United States jurisdiction; 28 

c) Passport and visa records (including 29 
photographs) maintained by the United 30 
States Department of State; 31 

d) State driver�s license or identity card 32 
information (including photographs) 33 
maintained by State department of 34 
motor vehicles. 35 

 36 
�(vi) to confirm electronically the issuance of the 37 
employment authorization or identity document and 38 
to display the digital photograph that the issuer 39 
placed on the document so that the employer can 40 
compare the photograph displayed to the photograph 41 
on the document presented by the employee.  If in 42 
exceptional cases a photograph is not available from 43 
the issuer, the Secretary shall specify a temporary 44 
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alternative procedure for confirming the authenticity 1 
of the document. 2 

 3 
�(C) The Secretary is authorized, with notice to the public 4 
provided in the Federal Register, to issue regulations 5 
concerning operational and technical aspects of the EEVS  6 
and the efficiency, accuracy, and security of the EEVS. 7 

  8 
�(D) Access to Information. ---  9 
 10 

�(i) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the 11 
Secretary of Homeland Security shall have access to 12 
relevant records described at paragraph (9)(B)(v), 13 
for the purposes of preventing identity theft and 14 
fraud in the use of the EEVS and enforcing the 15 
provisions of this section governing employment 16 
verification.  A State or other non-federal jurisdiction 17 
that does not provide such access shall not be 18 
eligible for any grant or other program of financial 19 
assistance administered by the Secretary. 20 
 21 
�(ii) The Secretary, in consultation with the 22 
Commissioner of Social Security and other 23 
appropriate Federal and State agencies, shall 24 
develop policies and procedures to ensure protection 25 
of the privacy and security of personally identifiable 26 
information and identifiers contained in the records 27 
accessed pursuant to this paragraph and 28 
subparagraph (d)(5)(E)(i).  The Secretary, in 29 
consultation with the Commissioner and other 30 
appropriate Federal and State agencies, shall 31 
develop and deploy appropriate privacy and security 32 
training for the Federal and State employees 33 
accessing the records pursuant to this paragraph and 34 
subparagraph (d)(5)(E)(i). 35 
 36 
�(iii) The Chief Privacy Officer of the Department of 37 
Homeland Security shall conduct regular privacy 38 
audits of the policies and procedures established 39 
under subparagraph (9)(D)(ii), including any 40 
collection, use, dissemination, and maintenance of 41 
personally identifiable information and any 42 
associated information technology systems, as well 43 
as scope of requests for this information.  The Chief 44 
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Privacy Officer shall review the results of the audits 1 
and recommend to the Secretary and the Privacy 2 
and Civil Liberties Oversight Board any changes 3 
necessary to improve the privacy protections of the 4 
program. 5 

 6 
�(E) Responsibilities of the Secretary of Homeland 7 
Security.�  8 

�(i) As part of the EEVS, the Secretary shall establish 9 
a reliable, secure method, which, operating through 10 
the EEVS and within the time periods specified, 11 
compares the name, alien identification or 12 
authorization number, or other relevant information 13 
provided in an inquiry against such information 14 
maintained or accessed by the Secretary in order to 15 
confirm (or not confirm) the validity of the 16 
information provided, the correspondence of the 17 
name and number, whether the alien is authorized to 18 
be employed in the United States (or, to the extent 19 
that the Secretary determines to be feasible and 20 
appropriate, whether the Secretary�s records verify 21 
United States citizenship), and such other 22 
information as the Secretary may prescribe. 23 

�(ii) As part of the EEVS, the Secretary shall 24 
establish a reliable, secure method, which, operating 25 
through the EEVS, displays the digital photograph 26 
described in paragraph (d)(9)(B)(vi). 27 

�(iii) The Secretary shall have authority to prescribe 28 
when a confirmation, nonconfirmation or further 29 
action notice shall be issued. 30 

�(iv) The Secretary shall perform regular audits 31 
under the EEVS, as described in paragraph 32 
(d)((9)(B)(iv) of this section and shall utilize the 33 
information obtained from such audits, as well as 34 
any information obtained from the Commissioner of 35 
Social Security pursuant to section 304 of the 36 
Comprehensive Immigration Act of 2007, for the 37 
purposes of this Title and of immigration 38 
enforcement in general. 39 
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�(v) The Secretary shall make appropriate 1 
arrangements to allow employers who are otherwise 2 
unable to access the EEVS to use federal government 3 
facilities or public facilities in order to utilize the 4 
EEVS. 5 

  6 
�(F) Responsibilities of the Secretary of State.----- As part 7 
of the EEVS, the Secretary of State shall provide to the 8 
Secretary access to passport and visa information as 9 
needed to confirm that a passport or passport card 10 
presented under section (c)(1)(B) belongs to the subject of 11 
the EEVS check, or that a passport or visa photograph 12 
matches an individual; 13 
 14 
�(G) Updating information.� The Commissioner of Social 15 
Security and the Secretaries of Homeland Security and 16 
State shall update their information in a manner that 17 
promotes maximum accuracy and shall provide a process 18 
for the prompt correction of erroneous information.    19 

�(10) Limitation on use of the Employment Eligibility Verification 20 
System.� Notwithstanding any other provision of law, nothing in 21 
this subsection shall be construed to permit or allow any 22 
department, bureau, or other agency of the United States 23 
Government to utilize any information, database, or other 24 
records assembled under this subsection for any purpose other 25 
than for the enforcement and administration of the immigration 26 
laws, anti-terrorism laws, or for enforcement of Federal criminal 27 
law related to the functions of the EEVS, including prohibitions 28 
on forgery, fraud and identity theft.  29 

�(11) Unauthorized Use or Disclosure of Information. 30 
 31 
Any employee of the Department of Homeland Security or 32 
another Federal or State agency who knowingly uses or discloses 33 
the information assembled under this subsection for a purpose 34 
other than one authorized under this section shall pay a civil 35 
penalty of $5,000-$50,000 for each violation. 36 
 37 
�(12) Conforming amendment.� Public Law 104-208, Div. C, 38 
Title IV, Subtitle A, sections 401-05 are repealed, provided that 39 
nothing in this subsection shall be construed to limit the 40 
authority of the Secretary to allow or continue to allow the 41 
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participation of Basic Pilot employers in the EEVS established by 1 
this subsection.  2 

 3 
�(13) Funds.� In addition to any appropriated funds, the 4 
Secretary is authorized to use funds provided in sections 286(m) 5 
and (n), for the maintenance and operation of the EEVS.  EEVS 6 
shall be considered an immigration adjudication service for 7 
purposes of sections 286(m) and (n).� 8 

�(14) The employer shall use the procedures for EEVS specified 9 
in this section for all employees without regard to national origin 10 
or citizenship status. 11 

         12 
�(e) Compliance.�  13 

�(1) Complaints and investigations.� The Secretary of Homeland 14 
Security shall establish procedures� 15 

 16 
�(A) for individuals and entities to file complaints 17 
respecting potential violations of subsection (a) or (g)(1); 18 
 19 
�(B) for the investigation of those complaints which the 20 
Secretary deems it appropriate to investigate; and 21 
 22 
�(C) for the investigation of such other violations of 23 
subsection (a) or (g)(1) as the Secretary determines to be 24 
appropriate.  25 

 26 
�(2) Authority in investigations.� In conducting investigations 27 
and hearings under this subsection� 28 
 29 

�(A) immigration officers shall have reasonable access to 30 
examine evidence of any employer being investigated; and 31 
 32 
�(B) immigration officers designated by the Secretary may 33 
compel by subpoena the attendance of witnesses and the 34 
production of evidence at any designated place in an 35 
investigation or case under this subsection.  In case of 36 
contumacy or refusal to obey a subpoena lawfully issued 37 
under this paragraph, the Secretary may request that the 38 
Attorney General apply in an appropriate district court of 39 
the United States for an order requiring compliance with 40 
such subpoena, and any failure to obey such order may be 41 
punished by such court as a contempt thereof. Failure to 42 
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cooperate with such subpoena shall be subject to further 1 
penalties, including but not limited to further fines and the 2 
voiding of any mitigation of penalties or termination of 3 
proceedings under subsection (e)(3)(B).  4 
 5 

�(3) Compliance Procedures.� 6 
 7 

�(A) Pre-penalty notice.� If the Secretary has reasonable 8 
cause to believe that there has been a civil violation of this 9 
section or the requirements of this section, including but 10 
not limited to subsections (b), (c), (d) and (k), and 11 
determines that further proceedings are warranted, the 12 
Secretary shall issue to the employer concerned a written 13 
notice of the Department�s intention to issue a claim for a 14 
monetary or other penalty.  Such pre-penalty notice shall:  15 
 16 

�(i) describe the violation;  17 

�(ii) specify the laws and regulations allegedly 18 
violated;  19 

�(iii) disclose the material facts which establish the 20 
alleged violation; and  21 

�(iv) inform such employer that he or she shall 22 
have a reasonable opportunity to make 23 
representations as to why a claim for a monetary 24 
or other penalty should not be imposed.  25 

 26 
�(B) Remission or mitigation of penalties.� Whenever any 27 
employer receives written pre-penalty notice of a fine or 28 
other penalty in accordance with subparagraph (A), the 29 
employer may file, within 15 days from receipt of such 30 
notice, with the Secretary a petition for the remission or 31 
mitigation of such fine or penalty, or a petition for 32 
termination of the proceedings.  The petition may include 33 
any relevant evidence or proffer of evidence the employer 34 
wishes to present, and shall be filed and considered in 35 
accordance with procedures to be established by the 36 
Secretary.  If the Secretary finds that such fine, penalty, 37 
or forfeiture was incurred erroneously, or finds the 38 
existence of such mitigating circumstances as to justify the 39 
remission or mitigation of such fine or penalty, the 40 
Secretary may remit or mitigate the same upon such 41 
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terms and conditions as the Secretary deems reasonable 1 
and just, or order termination of any proceedings relating 2 
thereto.  Such mitigating circumstances may include, but 3 
need not be limited to, good faith compliance and 4 
participation in, or agreement to participate in, the EEVS, if 5 
not otherwise required.   6 

�This subparagraph shall not apply to an employer that 7 
has or is engaged in a pattern or practice of violations of 8 
subsection (a)(1)(A), (a)(1)(B), or (a)(2) or of any other 9 
requirements of this section.  10 

�(C) Penalty Claim.�After considering evidence and 11 
representations, if any, offered by the employer pursuant 12 
to subparagraph (B), the Secretary shall determine 13 
whether there was a violation and promptly issue a written 14 
final determination setting forth the findings of fact and 15 
conclusions of law on which the determination is based.  If 16 
the Secretary determines that there was a violation, the 17 
Secretary shall issue the final determination with a written 18 
penalty claim. The penalty claim shall specify all charges in 19 
the information provided under clauses (i) through (iii) of 20 
subparagraph (A) and any mitigation or remission of the 21 
penalty that the Secretary deems appropriate.  22 

 23 
�(4) Civil Penalties.�  24 

 25 
�(A) Hiring or continuing to employ unauthorized aliens. 26 
Any employer that violates any provision of subsection 27 
(a)(1)(A) or (a)(2) shall:   28 
 29 

�(1) pay a civil penalty of $5,000 for each 30 
unauthorized alien with respect to which each 31 
violation of either subsection (a)(1)(A) or (a)(2) 32 
occurred; 33 

 34 
�(2) if an employer has previously been fined under 35 
subsection (e)(4)(A), pay a civil penalty of $ 10,000 36 
for each unauthorized alien with respect to which a 37 
violation of either subsection (a)(1)(A) or (a)(2) 38 
occurred; and 39 

 40 
�(3) if an employer has previously been fined more 41 
than once under subsection (e)(4), pay a civil 42 
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penalty of $ 25,000 for each unauthorized alien with 1 
respect to which a violation of either subsection has 2 
occurred.  This penalty shall apply, in addition to any 3 
penalties previously assessed, to employers who fail 4 
to comply with a previously issued and final order 5 
under this section.  6 
 7 
�(4) if an employer has previously been fined 8 
more than twice under subsection (e)(4)(A), pay 9 
a civil penalty of $75,000 for each alien with 10 
respect to which a violation of either subsection 11 
(a)(1) or (a)(2) occurred 12 

 13 
�(5) In addition to any penalties previously assessed, 14 
an employer who fails to comply with a previously 15 
issued and final order under this section shall be 16 
fined $75,000 for each violation. 17 

 18 
 �(B) Recordkeeping or Verification Practices.�Any 19 
employer that violates or fails to comply with any 20 
requirement of subsection (b), (c), and (d), shall pay a 21 
civil penalty as follows:  22 

�(1) pay a civil penalty of $1,000 for each violation; 23 

�(2) if an employer has previously been fined under 24 
subsection (e)(4)(B), pay a civil penalty of $2,000 25 
for each violation; and 26 

 27 
�(3) if an employer has previously been fined more 28 
than once under subsection (e)(4), pay a civil 29 
penalty of $5,000 for each violation.  This penalty 30 
shall apply, in addition to any penalties previously 31 
assessed, to employers who fail to comply with a 32 
previously issued and final order under this section. 33 

 34 
�(4) if an employer has previously been fined more 35 
than twice under subsection (e)(4)(B), pay a civil 36 
penalty of $15,000 for each violation.  37 
 38 
�(5) In addition to any penalties previously assessed, 39 
an employer who fails to comply with a previously 40 
issued and final order under this section shall be 41 
fined $15,000 for each violation. 42 
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 1 
 �(C) Other Penalties.  The Secretary may impose 2 
additional penalties for violations, including cease and 3 
desist orders, specially designed compliance plans to 4 
prevent further violations, suspended fines to take effect 5 
in the event of a further violation, and in appropriate 6 
cases, the remedy provided by paragraph (g)(2).  All 7 
penalties in this section may be adjusted every four years 8 
to account for inflation as provided by law.  9 

�(D) The Secretary is authorized to reduce or mitigate 10 
penalties imposed upon employers, based upon factors 11 
including, but not limited to, the employer�s hiring volume, 12 
compliance history, good-faith implementation of a 13 
compliance program, participation in a temporary worker 14 
program, and voluntary disclosure of violations of this 15 
subsection to the Secretary.  16 

�(5) Order of internal review and certification of compliance.� 17 
 18 

�If the Secretary has reasonable cause to believe that an 19 
employer has failed to comply with this section, the Secretary is 20 
authorized, at any time, to require that the employer certify that 21 
it is in compliance with this section, or has instituted a program 22 
to come into compliance.  Within 60 days of receiving a notice 23 
from the Secretary requiring such a certification, the employer�s 24 
chief executive officer or similar official with responsibility for, 25 
and authority to bind the company on, all hiring and immigration 26 
compliance notices shall certify under penalty of perjury that the 27 
employer is in conformance with the requirements of subsections 28 
(c)(1) through (c)(4), pertaining to document verification 29 
requirements, and with subsection (d), pertaining to the EEVS 30 
(once that system is implemented according to the requirements 31 
of (d)(1)), and with any additional requirements that the 32 
Secretary may promulgate by regulation pursuant to subsections 33 
(c), (d), and (k), or that the employer has instituted a program 34 
to come into compliance with these requirements.  At the 35 
request of the employer, the Secretary may extend the 60-day 36 
deadline for good cause. The Secretary is authorized to publish 37 
in the Federal Register standards or methods for such 38 
certification, require specific recordkeeping practices with 39 
respect to such certifications, and audit the records thereof at 40 
any time.  This authority shall not be construed to diminish or 41 
qualify any other penalty provided by this section. 42 
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�(6) Judicial review.�  1 

�(A)  Notwithstanding any other provision of law (statutory 2 
or nonstatutory) including sections 1361 and 1651 of title 3 
28, no court shall have jurisdiction to consider a final 4 
determination or penalty claim issued under subparagraph 5 
(3)(C), except as specifically provided by this paragraph.  6 
Judicial review of a final determination under paragraph 7 
(e)(4) is governed only by chapter 158 of title 28, except 8 
as specifically provided below.  The filing of a petition as 9 
provided in this paragraph shall stay the Secretary's 10 
determination until entry of judgment by the court.  The 11 
Secretary is authorized to require that petitioner provide, 12 
prior to filing for review, security for payment of fines and 13 
penalties through bond or other guarantee of payment 14 
acceptable to the Secretary. 15 

(B) REQUIREMENTS FOR REVIEW OF A FINAL 16 
DETERMINATION.  With respect to judicial review of a final 17 
determination or penalty claim issued under subparagraph 18 
(3)(C), the following requirements apply: 19 
 20 

(i) Deadline.  The petition for review must be filed no 21 
later than 30 days after the date of the final 22 
determination or penalty claim issued under 23 
subparagraph (3)(C). 24 
 25 
(ii) Venue and forms.  The petition for review shall be 26 
filed with the court of appeals for the judicial circuit 27 
wherein the employer resided when the final 28 
determination or penalty claim was issued.  The record 29 
and briefs do not have to be printed.  The court of 30 
appeals shall review the proceeding on a typewritten 31 
record and on typewritten briefs. 32 
 33 
(iii) Service.  The respondent is either the Secretary of 34 
Homeland Security or the Commissioner of Social 35 
Security, but not both, depending upon who issued (or 36 
affirmed) the final nonconfirmation notice.  In addition 37 
to serving the respondent, the petitioner must also 38 
serve the Attorney General. 39 
 40 
(iv) Petitioner�s Brief.  The petitioner shall serve and 41 
file a brief in connection with a petition for judicial 42 
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review not later than 40 days after the date on which 1 
the administrative record is available, and may serve 2 
and file a reply brief not later than 14 days after 3 
service of the brief of the respondent, and the court 4 
may not extend these deadlines, except for good cause 5 
shown.  If a petitioner fails to file a brief within the 6 
time provided in this paragraph, the court shall dismiss 7 
the appeal unless a manifest injustice would result.   8 
 9 
(v) Scope and standard for review.  The court of 10 
appeals shall decide the petition only on the 11 
administrative record on which the final determination 12 
is based.  The burden shall be on the petitioner to 13 
show that the final determination was arbitrary, 14 
capricious, not supported by substantial evidence, or 15 
otherwise not in accordance with law.  Administrative 16 
findings of fact are conclusive unless any reasonable 17 
adjudicator would be compelled to conclude to the 18 
contrary.    19 

 20 
�(C)  Exhaustion of Administrative Remedies.  A court may 21 
review a final determination under subparagraph (3)(C)  22 
only if � 23 
 24 

(1) the petitioner has exhausted all administrative 25 
remedies available to the petitioner as of right, 26 
and 27 

(2) another court has not decided the validity of 28 
the order, unless the reviewing court finds that 29 
the petition presents grounds that could not have 30 
been presented in the prior judicial proceeding or 31 
that the remedy provided by the prior proceeding 32 
was inadequate or ineffective to test the validity 33 
of the order. 34 

 35 
�(D)  Limit on injunctive relief.  Regardless of the nature of 36 
the action or claim or of the identity of the party or parties 37 
bringing the action, no court (other than the Supreme 38 
Court) shall have jurisdiction or authority to enjoin or 39 
restrain the operation of the provisions in this section, 40 
other than with respect to the application of such 41 
provisions to an individual petitioner. 42 
  43 
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�(7) Enforcement of orders. �If an employer fails to comply 1 
with a final determination issued against that employer under 2 
this subsection, and the final determination is not subject to 3 
review as provided in paragraph (6), the Attorney General may 4 
file suit to enforce compliance with the final determination in 5 
any appropriate district court of the United States. In any such 6 
suit, the validity and appropriateness of the final determination 7 
shall not be subject to review.  8 

�(8) Liens.�  9 

�(A) Creation of lien. �If any employer liable for a fee or 10 
penalty under this section neglects or refuses to pay such 11 
liability and fails to file a petition for review (if applicable) 12 
as provided in paragraph 6 of this subsection, such 13 
liability is a lien in favor of the United States on all 14 
property and rights to property of such person as if the 15 
liability of such person were a liability for a tax assessed 16 
under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986. If a petition for 17 
review is filed as provided in paragraph 6 of this 18 
subsection, the lien (if any) shall arise upon the entry of a 19 
final judgment by the court. The lien continues for 20 20 
years or until the liability is satisfied, remitted, set aside, 21 
or is terminated.  22 

 23 
�(B) Effect of filing notice of lien. �Upon filing of a notice 24 
of lien in the manner in which a notice of tax lien would be 25 
filed under section 6323(f)(1) and (2) of the Internal 26 
Revenue Code of 1986, the lien shall be valid against any 27 
purchaser, holder of a security interest, mechanic's lien or 28 
judgment lien creditor, except with respect to properties or 29 
transactions specified in subsection (b), (c), or (d) of 30 
section 6323 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 for 31 
which a notice of tax lien properly filed on the same date 32 
would not be valid. The notice of lien shall be considered a 33 
notice of lien for taxes payable to the United States for the 34 
purpose of any State or local law providing for the filing of 35 
a notice of a tax lien. A notice of lien that is registered, 36 
recorded, docketed, or indexed in accordance with the 37 
rules and requirements relating to judgments of the courts 38 
of the State where the notice of lien is registered, 39 
recorded, docketed, or indexed shall be considered for all 40 
purposes as the filing prescribed by this section. The 41 
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provisions of section 3201(e) of chapter 176 of title 28 1 
shall apply to liens filed as prescribed by this section.  2 

�(C) Enforcement of a lien -- A lien obtained through this 3 
process shall be considered a debt as defined by 28 4 
U.S.C. § 3002 and enforceable pursuant to the Federal 5 
Debt Collection Procedures Act.   6 

�(f) Criminal Penalties and Injunctions for Pattern or Practice 7 
Violations.�  8 

�(1) Criminal penalty.�Any employer which engages in a pattern 9 
or practice of knowing violations of subsection (a)(1)(A) or 10 
(a)(2) shall be fined not more than $75,000 for each 11 
unauthorized alien with respect to whom such a violation occurs, 12 
imprisoned for not more than six months for the entire pattern 13 
or practice, or both. 14 

�(2) Enjoining of pattern or practice violations.�Whenever the 15 
Secretary or the Attorney General has reasonable cause to 16 
believe that an employer is engaged in a pattern or practice of 17 
employment, recruitment, or referral in violation of paragraph 18 
(1)(A) or (2) of subsection (a), the Attorney General may bring a 19 
civil action in the appropriate district court of the United States 20 
requesting such relief, including a permanent or temporary 21 
injunction, restraining order, or other order against the 22 
employer, as the Secretary deems necessary.   23 

�(g) Prohibition of Indemnity Bonds.�  24 

�(1) Prohibition.�It is unlawful for an employer, in the hiring, 25 
recruiting, or referring for employment of any individual, to 26 
require the individual to post a bond or security, to pay or agree 27 
to pay an amount, or otherwise to provide a financial guarantee 28 
or indemnity, against any potential liability arising under this 29 
section relating to such hiring, recruiting, or referring of the 30 
individual. 31 

 32 
�(2) Civil penalty.�Any employer which is determined, after 33 
notice and opportunity for mitigation of the monetary penalty 34 
under subsection (e), to have violated paragraph (1) of this 35 
subsection shall be subject to a civil penalty of $10,000 for each 36 
violation and to an administrative order requiring the return of 37 
any amounts received in violation of such paragraph to the 38 
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employee or, if the employee cannot be located, to the general 1 
fund of the Treasury.

`(2) include with the application filed under paragraph (1) a copy of the job 8 
offer describing the wages and other terms and conditions of employment and 9 
the bona fide occupational qualifications that shall be possessed by a worker 10 
to be employed in the job opportunity in question; and 11

`(3) be required to pay, with respect to an application to employ a Y-1 13 
worker� 14 
 15 

`(A) an application processing fee for each alien, in an amount 16 
sufficient to recover the full cost to the Secretary of Labor of 17 
administrative and other expenses associated with adjudicating the 18 
application; and 19 
 20 
`(B) a secondary fee, to be deposited in the Treasury in accordance 21 
with section 286(x), of-- 22 

 23 
`(i) $500, in the case of an employer employing 25 employees 24 
or less; 25 
 26 
`(ii) $750, in the case of an employer employing between 26 27 
and 150 employees; 28 
 29 
`(iii) $1000, in the case of an employer employing between 30 
151 and 500 employees; or 31 
 32 
`(iv) $1,250, in the case of an employer employing more than 33 
500 employees; 34

`provided that an employer who provides a Y nonimmigrant health 36 
insurance coverage shall not be required to pay the impact fee.  37

`(b) Required Procedure- Except where the Secretary of Labor has determined that 39 
there is a shortage of United States workers in the occupation and area of intended 40 
employment to which the Y nonimmigrant is sought, each employer of Y 41 
nonimmigrants shall comply with the following requirements: 42

`(1) EFFORTS TO RECRUIT UNITED STATES WORKERS- The employer 44

`(J) PUBLIC AVAILABILITY AND RECORDS RETENTION- A copy of each 35 
application filed under this section and documentation supporting each 36 
attestation, in accordance with regulations promulgated by the 37 
Secretary of Labor, will-- 38

`(i) be provided to every Y nonimmigrant employed under the 40 
petition; 41

`(ii) be made available for public examination at the employer's 43 
place of business or work site; 44

`(iv) remain available for examination for 5 years after the date 49 
on which the application is filed.

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`(K) NOTIFICATION UPON SEPARATION FROM OR TRANSFER OF 1 
EMPLOYMENT- The employer will notify the Secretary of Labor and the 2 
Secretary of Homeland Security of a Y nonimmigrant's separation from 3 
employment or transfer to another employer not more than 3 business 4 
days after the date of such separation or transfer, in accordance with 5 
section 218A(q)(2).

filed not more than 60 days before the date on which the employer 9 
needed labor or services for which the Y nonimmigrant is sought.

`(1) REFERRALS BY SECRETARY OF HOMELAND SECURITY- The Secretary of 14 
Homeland Security shall refer all petitions approved under section 218A to the 15

`(2) AUDITS AUTHORIZED- The Secretary of Labor may audit any approved 18 
petition referred pursuant to paragraph (1), in accordance with regulations 19 
promulgated by the Secretary of Labor.

`(1) IN GENERAL- In addition to any other applicable penalties under law, the 24

regulations promulgated by the Secretary of Labor; 41

`(C) has been convicted of any of the offenses codified in Chapter 77 43 
of Title 18 of the United States Code (slave labor) or any conspiracy to 44 
commit such offenses, or any human trafficking offense under state or 45 
territorial law; 46 
 47 
`(D) has, within three years prior to the date of application: 48 
 49 

(i) committed any hazardous occupation orders violation 50 
resulting in injury or death under the child labor provisions contained 51 
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in section 12 of the Fair Labor Standards Act and any regulation 1 
thereunder; 2 

(ii) been assessed a civil money penalty for any repeated or 3 
willful violation of the minimum wage provisions of section 6 of the 4 
Fair Labor Standards Act;or 5 

(iii) been assessed a civil money penalty for any repeated or 6 
willful violation of the overtime provisions of section 7 of the Fair Labor 7 
Standards Act or any regulations thereunder, other than a repeated 8 
violation that is self-reported; or 9 
 10 
`(E) has, within three years prior to the date of application, received a 11 
citation for: 12 

(i) a willful violation; or  13 
(ii) repeated serious violations involving injury or death of 14 

section 5 of the Occupational Safety and Health Act, or any standard, 15 
rule, or order promulgated pursuant to section 6 of the Occupational 16 
Safety and Health Act, or any regulations prescribed pursuant to that. 17 
This subsection shall also apply to equivalent violations of a plan 18 
approved under section 18 of the Occupational Safety and Health Act. 19 
 20 

`(2) LENGTH OF INELIGIBILITY- An employer described in paragraph (1) 21 
shall be ineligible to participate in the labor certification programs of the 22 
Secretary of Labor for not less than the time period determined by the 23 
Secretary, not to exceed 3 years.  However, an employer who has been 24 
convicted of any of the offenses codified in Chapter 77 of Title 18 of the 25 
United States Code (slave labor) or any conspiracy to commit such offenses, 26 
or any human trafficking offense under state or territorial law shall be 27 
permanently ineligible to participate in the labor certification programs. 28

`(3) EMPLOYERS IN HIGH UNEMPLOYMENT AREAS- The Secretary of Labor 30 
may not approve any employer's application under subsection (b) if the work 31 
to be performed by the Y nonimmigrant is not agriculture based and is located 32 
in a county where the unemployment rate during the most recently completed 33 
year is more than 7 percent.

persons who are affiliated with or contract with an employer or labor 13 
contractor, may treat a Y nonimmigrant as an independent contractor; 14

`(C) this provision shall not be construed to prevent employers who 17 
operate as independent contractors from employing Y nonimmigrants 18 
as employees.   19

`(2) APPLICABILITY OF LAWS- A Y nonimmigrant shall not be denied any 21 
right or any remedy under Federal, State, or local labor or employment law 22 
that would be applicable to a United States worker employed in a similar 23 
position with the employer because of the alien's status as a nonimmigrant 24 
worker. 25

`(3) TAX RESPONSIBILITIES- With respect to each employed Y 27 
nonimmigrant, an employer shall comply with all applicable Federal, State, 28 
and local tax and revenue laws. 29

`(g) Whistleblower Protection- 31 

 32 
`(1) PROHIBITED ACTIVITIES- It shall be unlawful for an employer or a labor 33 
contractor of a Y nonimmigrant to intimidate, threaten, restrain, coerce, 34 
retaliate, discharge, or in any other manner, discriminate against an 35 
employee or former employee because the employee or former employee-- 36 

 37 
`(A) discloses information to the employer or any other person that 38 
the employee or former employee reasonably believes demonstrates a 39 
violation of this Act or [title of bill]; or 40 
 41 
`(B) cooperates or seeks to cooperate in an investigation or other 42 
proceeding concerning compliance with the requirements of this Act or 43 
[title of bill]. 44

`(2) RULEMAKING- The Secretary of Labor shall promulgate regulations that 46 
establish a process by which a nonimmigrant alien described in section 47 
101(a)(15)(Y) or 101(a)(15)(H) who files a nonfrivolous complaint (as defined 48 
by the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure) regarding a violation of this Act, [title 49 
of bill] or any other Federal labor or employment law, or any other rule or 50 
regulation pertaining to such laws and is otherwise eligible to remain and 51 
work in the United States prior to the expiration of the maximum period of 52

`(1) IN GENERAL- Each employer that engages in foreign labor contracting 11 
activity and each foreign labor contractor shall ascertain and disclose, to each 12 
such worker who is recruited for employment at the time of the worker's 13 
recruitment-- 14 

 15 
`(A) the place of employment; 16 
 17 
`(B) the compensation for the employment; 18 
 19 
`(C) a description of employment activities; 20 
 21 
`(D) the period of employment; 22 
 23 
`(E) any other employee benefit to be provided and any costs to be 24 
charged for each benefit; 25 
 26 
`(F) any travel or transportation expenses to be assessed; 27 
 28 
`(G) the existence of any labor organizing effort, strike, lockout, or 29 
other labor dispute at the place of employment; 30 
 31 
`(H) the existence of any arrangement with any owner, employer, 32 
foreign contractor, or its agent where such person receives a 33 
commission from the provision of items or services to workers; 34 
 35 
`(I) the extent to which workers will be compensated through workers' 36 
compensation, private insurance, or otherwise for injuries or death, 37 
including-- 38 

 39 
`(i) work related injuries and death during the period of 40 
employment; 41 
 42 
`(ii) the name of the State workers' compensation insurance 43 
carrier or the name of the policyholder of the private insurance; 44 
 45 
`(iii) the name and the telephone number of each person who 46 
must be notified of an injury or death; and 47 
 48 
`(iv) the time period within which such notice must be given; 49 

 50 
`(J) any education or training to be provided or required, including-- 51 

 52 
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`(i) the nature and cost of such training; 1 
 2 
`(ii) the entity that will pay such costs; and 3 
 4 
`(iii) whether the training is a condition of employment, 5 
continued employment, or future employment; and 6 

 7 
`(K) a statement, in a form specified by the Secretary of Labor, 8 
describing the protections of this Act and of the Trafficking Victims 9 
Protection Act of 2000, P.L. 106-486, for workers recruited abroad. 10 

 11 
`(2) FALSE OR MISLEADING INFORMATION- No foreign labor contractor or 12 
employer who engages in foreign labor contracting activity shall knowingly 13 
provide materially false or misleading information to any worker concerning 14 
any matter required to be disclosed in paragraph (1). 15 
 16 
`(3) LANGUAGES- The information required to be disclosed under paragraph 17 
(1) shall be provided in writing in English or, as necessary and reasonable, in 18 
the language of the worker being recruited. The Secretary of Labor shall make 19 
forms available in English, Spanish, and other languages, as necessary and 20 
reasonable, which may be used in providing workers with information 21 
required under this section. 22 
 23 
`(4) FEES- A person conducting a foreign labor contracting activity shall not 24 
assess any fee to a worker for such foreign labor contracting activity. 25 
 26 
`(5) TERMS- No employer or foreign labor contractor shall, without 27 
justification, violate the terms of any agreement related to the requirements 28 
of this section made by that contractor or employer regarding employment 29 
under this program. 30 
 31 
`(6) TRAVEL COSTS- If the foreign labor contractor or employer charges the 32 
employee for transportation, such transportation costs shall be reasonable. 33 
 34 
`(7) OTHER WORKER PROTECTIONS- 35 

 36 
`(A) NOTIFICATION- Not less frequently than once every year, each 37 
employer shall notify the Secretary of Labor of the identity of any 38 
foreign labor contractor engaged by the employer in any foreign labor 39 
contractor activity for, or on behalf of, the employer. 40 
 41 
`(B) REGISTRATION OF FOREIGN LABOR CONTRACTORS- 42 

 43 
`(i) IN GENERAL- No person shall engage in foreign labor 44 
recruiting activity unless such person has a certificate of 45 
registration from the Secretary of Labor specifying the activities 46 
that such person is authorized to perform.

`(C) REMEDY FOR VIOLATIONS- An employer engaging in foreign 42 
labor contracting activity and a foreign labor contractor that violates 43 
the provisions of this subsection shall be subject to remedies for 44 
foreign labor contractor violations under subsections (j) and (k). If a 45 
foreign labor contractor who is an agent of an employer violates any 46 
provision of this subsection when acting within the scope of its agency, 47 
the employer shall be subject to remedies under subsections (j) and 48 
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(k). An employer shall not be subject to remedies for violations 1 
committed by a foreign labor contractor when such contractor is acting 2 
in direct contravention of an express, written contractual provision 3 
contained in the agreement between the employer and the foreign 4 
labor contractor.

`(6) EMPLOY; EMPLOYEE; EMPLOYER- The terms `employ', `employee', and 41 
`employer' have the meanings given such terms in section 3 of the Fair Labor 42

`(7) FELONY- The term �felony�, with regard to a conviction in a foreign 45 
jurisdiction, means a crime for which a sentence of one year or longer in 46 
prison may be imposed. 47

event that is beyond the control of either party, including, without limitation, 50 
hurricanes, earthquakes, act of terrorism, war, fire, civil disorder or other 51 
events of a similar or different kind.

`(9) FOREIGN LABOR CONTRACTOR- The term `foreign labor contractor' 2 
means any person who for any compensation or other valuable consideration 3 
paid or promised to be paid, performs any foreign labor contracting activity.

contracting activity' means recruiting, soliciting, hiring, employing, or 7 
furnishing, an individual who resides outside of the United States for 8 
employment in the United States as a nonimmigrant alien described in section 9 
101(a)(15)(H)(ii)(c).

`(11) FULL TIME- The term �full time,� with respect to a job in agricultural 12 
labor or services, means any job in which the individual is employed 5.75 or 13 
more hours per day; and for any job, means in any period of authorized 14 
admission or portion of such period, employment or study for at least 90% of 15 
the total number of work-hours in such period, calculated at a rate of 1,575 16 
work-hours per year (1,438 work-hours per year for agricultural 17 
employment).

decision subsequent to the filing of the application under section 218B by an 34 
entity not under the control of the employer making such filing which restricts 35 
the employer's access to water for irrigation purposes and reduces or limits 36 
the employer's ability to produce an agricultural commodity, thereby reducing 37 
the need for labor. 38

`(16) SEASONAL- Labor is performed on a `seasonal' basis if-- 40

discharge for inadequate performance, violation of workplace rules, cause, 52 
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voluntary departure, voluntary retirement, or the expiration of a grant or 1 
contract. The term does not include any situation in which the worker is 2 
offered, as an alternative to such loss of employment, a similar employment 3 
opportunity with the same employer at equivalent or higher compensation 4 
and benefits than the position from which the employee was discharged, 5 
regardless of whether the employee accepts the offer.

`(A) The term �Y nonimmigrant� means an alien admitted to the United 28 
States under paragraph (Y)(i) or (Y)(ii) of subsection 101(a)(15), or 29 
the spouse or child of such nonimmigrant in derivative status under 30 
(Y)(iii);  31 
`(B) The term �Y nonimmigrant worker� means an alien admitted to 32 
the United States under paragraph (Y)(i) or (Y)(ii) of subsection 33

`(21) Y-1 NONIMMIGRANT; Y-1 WORKER- The term �Y-1 nonimmigrant� or 36 
`Y-1 worker� means an alien admitted to the United States under paragraph 37

�(a) Applications to the Secretary of Labor.� 9 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�No alien may be admitted to the United States as an H�2A 10 
worker, or otherwise provided status as an H�2A worker, unless the employer has 11 
filed with the Secretary of Labor an application containing� 12 

�(A) the assurances described in subsection (b); 13 

�(B) a description of the nature and location of the work to be performed; 14 
�(C) the anticipated period (expected beginning and ending dates) for which 15 

the workers will be needed; and 16 
�(D) the number of job opportunities in which the employer seeks to employ 17 

the workers. 18 
�(2) ACCOMPANIED BY JOB OFFER.�Each application filed under paragraph (1) 19 

shall be accompanied by a copy of the job offer describing the wages and other 20 
terms and conditions of employment and the bona fide occupational qualifications 21 
that shall be possessed by a worker to be employed in the job opportunity in 22 
question. 23 

�(b) Assurances for Inclusion in Applications.�The assurances referred to in 24 
subsection (a)(1) are the following: 25 

�(1) JOB OPPORTUNITIES COVERED BY COLLECTIVE BARGAINING AGREEMENTS.�26 
With respect to a job opportunity that is covered under a collective bargaining 27 
agreement: 28 

�(A) UNION CONTRACT DESCRIBED.�The job opportunity is covered by a 29 
union contract which was negotiated at arm�s length between a bona fide union 30 
and the employer. 31 

�(B) STRIKE OR LOCKOUT.�The specific job opportunity for which the 32 
employer is requesting an H�2A worker is not vacant because the former 33 
occupant is on strike or being locked out in the course of a labor dispute. 34 

�(C) NOTIFICATION OF BARGAINING REPRESENTATIVES.�The employer, at 35 
the time of filing the application, has provided notice of the filing under this 36 
paragraph to the bargaining representative of the employer�s employees in the 37 
occupational classification at the place or places of employment for which 38 
aliens are sought. 39 
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�(D) TEMPORARY OR SEASONAL JOB OPPORTUNITIES.�The job opportunity is 1 
temporary or seasonal. 2 

�(E) OFFERS TO UNITED STATES WORKERS.�The employer has offered or 3 
will offer the job to any eligible United States worker who applies and is 4 
equally or better qualified for the job for which the nonimmigrant is, or the 5 
nonimmigrants are, sought and who will be available at the time and place of 6 
need. 7 

�(F) PROVISION OF INSURANCE.�If the job opportunity is not covered by the 8 
State workers� compensation law, the employer will provide, at no cost to the 9 
worker, insurance covering injury and disease arising out of, and in the course 10 
of, the worker�s employment which will provide benefits at least equal to those 11 
provided under the State�s workers� compensation law for comparable 12 
employment. 13 

�(2) JOB OPPORTUNITIES NOT COVERED BY COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 14 
AGREEMENTS.�With respect to a job opportunity that is not covered under a 15 
collective bargaining agreement: 16 

�(A) STRIKE OR LOCKOUT.�The specific job opportunity for which the 17 
employer has applied for an H�2A worker is not vacant because the former 18 
occupant is on strike or being locked out in the course of a labor dispute. 19 

�(B) TEMPORARY OR SEASONAL JOB OPPORTUNITIES.�The job opportunity is 20 
temporary or seasonal. 21 

�(C) BENEFIT, WAGE, AND WORKING CONDITIONS.�The employer will 22 
provide, at a minimum, the benefits, wages, and working conditions required 23 
by section 218E to all workers employed in the job opportunities for which the 24 
employer has applied for an H�2A worker under subsection (a) and to all other 25 
workers in the same occupation at the place of employment. 26 

�(D) NONDISPLACEMENT OF UNITED STATES WORKERS.�The employer did 27 
not displace and will not displace a United States worker employed by the 28 
employer during the period of employment and for a period of 30 days 29 
preceding the period of employment in the occupation at the place of 30 
employment for which the employer has applied for an H�2A worker. 31 

�(E) REQUIREMENTS FOR PLACEMENT OF THE NONIMMIGRANT WITH OTHER 32 
EMPLOYERS.�The employer will not place the nonimmigrant with another 33 
employer unless� 34 

�(i) the nonimmigrant performs duties in whole or in part at 1 or more 35 
worksites owned, operated, or controlled by such other employer; 36 

�(ii) there are indicia of an employment relationship between the 37 
nonimmigrant and such other employer; and 38 

�(iii) the employer has inquired of the other employer as to whether, 39 
and has no actual knowledge or notice that, during the period of 40 
employment and for a period of 30 days preceding the period of 41 
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employment, the other employer has displaced or intends to displace a 1 
United States worker employed by the other employer in the occupation at 2 
the place of employment for which the employer seeks approval to employ 3 
H�2A workers. 4 

�(F) STATEMENT OF LIABILITY.�The application form shall include a clear 5 
statement explaining the liability under subparagraph (E) of an employer if the 6 
other employer described in such subparagraph displaces a United States 7 
worker as described in such subparagraph. 8 

�(G) PROVISION OF INSURANCE.�If the job opportunity is not covered by the 9 
State workers� compensation law, the employer will provide, at no cost to the 10 
worker, insurance covering injury and disease arising out of and in the course 11 
of the worker�s employment which will provide benefits at least equal to those 12 
provided under the State�s workers� compensation law for comparable 13 
employment. 14 

�(H) EMPLOYMENT OF UNITED STATES WORKERS.� 15 

�(i) RECRUITMENT.�The employer has taken or will take the following 16 
steps to recruit United States workers for the job opportunities for which 17 
the H�2A nonimmigrant is, or H�2A nonimmigrants are, sought: 18 

�(I) CONTACTING FORMER WORKERS.�The employer shall make 19 
reasonable efforts through the sending of a letter by United States 20 
Postal Service mail, or otherwise, to contact any United States worker 21 
the employer employed during the previous season in the occupation 22 
at the place of intended employment for which the employer is 23 
applying for workers and has made the availability of the employer�s 24 
job opportunities in the occupation at the place of intended 25 
employment known to such previous workers, unless the worker was 26 
terminated from employment by the employer for a lawful job-related 27 
reason or abandoned the job before the worker completed the period 28 
of employment of the job opportunity for which the worker was 29 
hired. 30 

�(II) FILING A JOB OFFER WITH THE LOCAL OFFICE OF THE STATE 31 
EMPLOYMENT SECURITY AGENCY.�Not later than 28 days before the 32 
date on which the employer desires to employ an H�2A worker in a 33 
temporary or seasonal agricultural job opportunity, the employer 34 
shall submit a copy of the job offer described in subsection (a)(2) to 35 
the local office of the State workforce agency which serves the area 36 
of intended employment and authorize the posting of the job 37 
opportunity on its electronic job registry, except that nothing in this 38 
subclause shall require the employer to file an interstate job order 39 
under section 653 of title 20, Code of Federal Regulations.

�(III) ADVERTISING OF JOB OPPORTUNITIES.�Not later than 14 41 
days before the date on which the employer desires to employ an H�42 
2A worker in a temporary or seasonal agricultural job opportunity, 43 
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the employer shall advertise the availability of the job opportunities 1 
for which the employer is seeking workers in a publication in the 2 
local labor market that is likely to be patronized by potential farm 3 
workers. 4 

�(IV) EMERGENCY PROCEDURES.�The Secretary of Labor shall, 5 
by regulation, provide a procedure for acceptance and approval of 6 
applications in which the employer has not complied with the 7 
provisions of this subparagraph because the employer�s need for H�8 
2A workers could not reasonably have been foreseen. 9 

�(ii) JOB OFFERS.�The employer has offered or will offer the job to any 10 
eligible United States worker who applies and is equally or better qualified 11 
for the job for which the nonimmigrant is, or nonimmigrants are, sought 12 
and who will be available at the time and place of need. 13 

�(iii) PERIOD OF EMPLOYMENT.�The employer will provide 14 
employment to any qualified United States worker who applies to the 15 
employer during the period beginning on the date on which the H�2A 16 
worker departs for the employer�s place of employment and ending on the 17 
date on which 50 percent of the period of employment for which the H�18 
2A worker who is in the job was hired has elapsed, subject to the 19 
following requirements: 20 

�(I) PROHIBITION.�No person or entity shall willfully and 21 
knowingly withhold United States workers before the arrival of H�22 
2A workers in order to force the hiring of United States workers 23 
under this clause. 24 

�(II) COMPLAINTS.�Upon receipt of a complaint by an employer 25 
that a violation of subclause (I) has occurred, the Secretary of Labor 26 
shall immediately investigate. The Secretary of Labor shall, within 36 27 
hours of the receipt of the complaint, issue findings concerning the 28 
alleged violation. If the Secretary of Labor finds that a violation has 29 
occurred, the Secretary of Labor shall immediately suspend the 30 
application of this clause with respect to that certification for that 31 
date of need. 32 

�(III) PLACEMENT OF UNITED STATES WORKERS.�Before referring 33 
a United States worker to an employer during the period described in 34 
the matter preceding subclause (I), the Secretary of Labor shall make 35 
all reasonable efforts to place the United States worker in an open job 36 
acceptable to the worker, if there are other job offers pending with 37 
the job service that offer similar job opportunities in the area of 38 
intended employment. 39 

�(iv) STATUTORY CONSTRUCTION.�Nothing in this subparagraph shall 40 
be construed to prohibit an employer from using such legitimate selection 41 
criteria relevant to the type of job that are normal or customary to the type 42 
of job involved so long as such criteria are not applied in a discriminatory 43 
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manner. 1 

�(V) UNITED STATES WORKER.�For purpose of this subparagraph, 2 
the term �United States worker� means an alien described in section 3 
218G(14) except an alien admitted or otherwise provided status under 4 
section 101(a)(15)(Z). 5 

�(c) Applications by Associations on Behalf of Employer Members.� 6 
�(1) IN GENERAL.�An agricultural association may file an application under 7 

subsection (a) on behalf of 1 or more of its employer members that the association 8 
certifies in its application has or have agreed in writing to comply with the 9 
requirements of this section and sections 218E, 218F, and 218G. 10 

�(2) TREATMENT OF ASSOCIATIONS ACTING AS EMPLOYERS.�If an association 11 
filing an application under paragraph (1) is a joint or sole employer of the temporary 12 
or seasonal agricultural workers requested on the application, the certifications 13 
granted under subsection (e)(2)(B) to the association may be used for the certified 14 
job opportunities of any of its producer members named on the application, and such 15 
workers may be transferred among such producer members to perform the 16 
agricultural services of a temporary or seasonal nature for which the certifications 17 
were granted. 18 

�(d) Withdrawal of Applications.� 19 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�An employer may withdraw an application filed pursuant to 20 
subsection (a), except that if the employer is an agricultural association, the 21 
association may withdraw an application filed pursuant to subsection (a) with 22 
respect to 1 or more of its members. To withdraw an application, the employer or 23 
association shall notify the Secretary of Labor in writing, and the Secretary of Labor 24 
shall acknowledge in writing the receipt of such withdrawal notice. An employer 25 
who withdraws an application under subsection (a), or on whose behalf an 26 
application is withdrawn, is relieved of the obligations undertaken in the application. 27 

�(2) LIMITATION.�An application may not be withdrawn while any alien 28 
provided status under section 101(a)(15)(H)(ii)(a) pursuant to such application is 29 
employed by the employer. 30 

�(3) OBLIGATIONS UNDER OTHER STATUTES.�Any obligation incurred by an 31 
employer under any other law or regulation as a result of the recruitment of United 32 
States workers or H�2A workers under an offer of terms and conditions of 33 
employment required as a result of making an application under subsection (a) is 34 
unaffected by withdrawal of such application. 35 

�(e) Review and Approval of Applications.� 36 
�(1) RESPONSIBILITY OF EMPLOYERS.�The employer shall make available for 37 

public examination, within 1 working day after the date on which an application 38 
under subsection (a) is filed, at the employer�s principal place of business or 39 
worksite, a copy of each such application (and such accompanying documents as are 40 
necessary). 41 
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�(2) RESPONSIBILITY OF THE SECRETARY OF LABOR.� 1 

�(A) COMPILATION OF LIST.�The Secretary of Labor shall compile, on a 2 
current basis, a list (by employer and by occupational classification) of the 3 
applications filed under subsection (a). Such list shall include the wage rate, 4 
number of workers sought, period of intended employment, and date of need. 5 
The Secretary of Labor shall make such list available for examination in the 6 
District of Columbia. 7 

�(B) REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS.�The Secretary of Labor shall review such 8 
an application only for completeness and obvious inaccuracies. Unless the 9 
Secretary of Labor finds that the application is incomplete or obviously 10 
inaccurate, the Secretary of Labor shall certify that the intending employer has 11 
filed with the Secretary of Labor an application as described in subsection (a). 12 
Such certification shall be provided within 7 days of the filing of the 13 
application.� 14 

�SEC. 218D. H�2A EMPLOYMENT REQUIREMENTS. 15 

�(a) Preferential Treatment of Aliens Prohibited.�Employers seeking to hire United 16 
States workers shall offer the United States workers no less than the same benefits, 17 
wages, and working conditions that the employer is offering, intends to offer, or will 18 
provide to H�2A workers. Conversely, no job offer may impose on United States workers 19 
any restrictions or obligations which will not be imposed on the employer�s H�2A 20 
workers. 21 

�(b) Minimum Benefits, Wages, and Working Conditions.�Except in cases where 22 
higher benefits, wages, or working conditions are required by the provisions of 23 
subsection (a), in order to protect similarly employed United States workers from adverse 24 
effects with respect to benefits, wages, and working conditions, every job offer which 25 
shall accompany an application under section 218C(b)(2) shall include each of the 26 
following benefit, wage, and working condition provisions: 27 

�(1) REQUIREMENT TO PROVIDE HOUSING OR A HOUSING ALLOWANCE.� 28 
�(A) IN GENERAL.�An employer applying under section 218C(a) for H�2A 29 

workers shall offer to provide housing at no cost to all workers in job 30 
opportunities for which the employer has applied under that section and to all 31 
other workers in the same occupation at the place of employment, whose place 32 
of residence is beyond normal commuting distance. 33 

�(B) TYPE OF HOUSING.�In complying with subparagraph (A), an employer 34 
may, at the employer�s election, provide housing that meets applicable Federal 35 
standards for temporary labor camps or secure housing that meets applicable 36 
local standards for rental or public accommodation housing or other 37 
substantially similar class of habitation, or in the absence of applicable local 38 
standards, State standards for rental or public accommodation housing or other 39 
substantially similar class of habitation. In the absence of applicable local or 40 
State standards, Federal temporary labor camp standards shall apply. 41 

�(C) FAMILY HOUSING.�If it is the prevailing practice in the occupation and 42 
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area of intended employment to provide family housing, family housing shall 1 
be provided to workers with families who request it. 2 

�(D) WORKERS ENGAGED IN THE RANGE PRODUCTION OF LIVESTOCK.�The 3 
Secretary of Labor shall issue regulations that address the specific requirements 4 
for the provision of housing to workers engaged in the range production of 5 
livestock. 6 

�(E) LIMITATION.�Nothing in this paragraph shall be construed to require 7 
an employer to provide or secure housing for persons who were not entitled to 8 
such housing under the temporary labor certification regulations in effect on 9 
June 1, 1986. 10 

�(F) CHARGES FOR HOUSING.� 11 

�(i) CHARGES FOR PUBLIC HOUSING.�If public housing provided for 12 
migrant agricultural workers under the auspices of a local, county, or State 13 
government is secured by an employer, and use of the public housing unit 14 
normally requires charges from migrant workers, such charges shall be 15 
paid by the employer directly to the appropriate individual or entity 16 
affiliated with the housing�s management. 17 

�(ii) DEPOSIT CHARGES.�Charges in the form of deposits for bedding 18 
or other similar incidentals related to housing shall not be levied upon 19 
workers by employers who provide housing for their workers. An 20 
employer may require a worker found to have been responsible for 21 
damage to such housing which is not the result of normal wear and tear 22 
related to habitation to reimburse the employer for the reasonable cost of 23 
repair of such damage. 24 

�(G) HOUSING ALLOWANCE AS ALTERNATIVE.� 25 

�(i) IN GENERAL.�If the requirement set out in clause (ii) is satisfied, 26 
the employer may provide a reasonable housing allowance instead of 27 
offering housing under subparagraph (A). Upon the request of a worker 28 
seeking assistance in locating housing, the employer shall make a good 29 
faith effort to assist the worker in identifying and locating housing in the 30 
area of intended employment. An employer who offers a housing 31 
allowance to a worker, or assists a worker in locating housing which the 32 
worker occupies, pursuant to this clause shall not be deemed a housing 33 
provider under section 203 of the Migrant and Seasonal Agricultural 34 
Worker Protection Act (29 U.S.C. 1823) solely by virtue of providing such 35 
housing allowance. No housing allowance may be used for housing which 36 
is owned or controlled by the employer. 37 

�(ii) CERTIFICATION.�The requirement of this clause is satisfied if the 38 
Governor of the State certifies to the Secretary of Labor that there is 39 
adequate housing available in the area of intended employment for 40 
migrant farm workers and H�2A workers who are seeking temporary 41 
housing while employed in agricultural work. Such certification shall 42 
expire after 3 years unless renewed by the Governor of the State. 43 
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�(iii) AMOUNT OF ALLOWANCE.� 1 

�(I) NONMETROPOLITAN COUNTIES.�If the place of employment of 2 
the workers provided an allowance under this subparagraph is a 3 
nonmetropolitan county, the amount of the housing allowance under 4 
this subparagraph shall be equal to the statewide average fair market 5 
rental for existing housing for nonmetropolitan counties for the State, 6 
as established by the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development 7 
pursuant to section 8(c) of the United States Housing Act of 1937 (42 8 
U.S.C. 1437f(c)), based on a 2-bedroom dwelling unit and an 9 
assumption of 2 persons per bedroom. 10 

�(II) METROPOLITAN COUNTIES.�If the place of employment of 11 
the workers provided an allowance under this paragraph is in a 12 
metropolitan county, the amount of the housing allowance under this 13 
subparagraph shall be equal to the statewide average fair market 14 
rental for existing housing for metropolitan counties for the State, as 15 
established by the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development 16 
pursuant to section 8(c) of the United States Housing Act of 1937 (42 17 
U.S.C. 1437f(c)), based on a 2-bedroom dwelling unit and an 18 
assumption of 2 persons per bedroom. 19 

�(2) REIMBURSEMENT OF TRANSPORTATION.� 20 
�(A) TO PLACE OF EMPLOYMENT.�A worker who completes 50 percent of 21 

the period of employment of the job opportunity for which the worker was 22 
hired shall be reimbursed by the employer for the cost of the worker�s 23 
transportation and subsistence from the place from which the worker came to 24 
work for the employer (or place of last employment, if the worker traveled 25 
from such place) to the place of employment. 26 

�(B) FROM PLACE OF EMPLOYMENT.�A worker who completes the period of 27 
employment for the job opportunity involved shall be reimbursed by the 28 
employer for the cost of the worker�s transportation and subsistence from the 29 
place of employment to the place from which the worker, disregarding 30 
intervening employment, came to work for the employer, or to the place of next 31 
employment, if the worker has contracted with a subsequent employer who has 32 
not agreed to provide or pay for the worker�s transportation and subsistence to 33 
such subsequent employer�s place of employment. 34 

�(C) LIMITATION.� 35 

�(i) AMOUNT OF REIMBURSEMENT.�Except as provided in clause (ii), 36 
the amount of reimbursement provided under subparagraph (A) or (B) to a 37 
worker or alien shall not exceed the lesser of� 38 

�(I) the actual cost to the worker or alien of the transportation and 39 
subsistence involved; or 40 

�(II) the most economical and reasonable common carrier 41 
transportation charges and subsistence costs for the distance 42 
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involved. 1 

�(ii) DISTANCE TRAVELED.�No reimbursement under subparagraph (A) 2 
or (B) shall be required if the distance traveled is 100 miles or less, or the 3 
worker is not residing in employer-provided housing or housing secured 4 
through an allowance as provided in paragraph (1)(G). 5 

�(D) EARLY TERMINATION.�If the worker is laid off or employment is 6 
terminated for contract impossibility (as described in paragraph (4)(D)) before 7 
the anticipated ending date of employment, the employer shall provide the 8 
transportation and subsistence required by subparagraph (B) and, 9 
notwithstanding whether the worker has completed 50 percent of the period of 10 
employment, shall provide the transportation reimbursement required by 11 
subparagraph (A). 12 

�(E) TRANSPORTATION BETWEEN LIVING QUARTERS AND WORKSITE.�The 13 
employer shall provide transportation between the worker�s living quarters and 14 
the employer�s worksite without cost to the worker, and such transportation 15 
will be in accordance with applicable laws and regulations. 16 

�(3) REQUIRED WAGES.� 17 

�(A) IN GENERAL.�An employer applying for workers under section 18 
218C(a) shall offer to pay, and shall pay, all workers in the occupation for 19 
which the employer has applied for workers, not less (and is not required to pay 20 
more) than the greater of the prevailing wage in the occupation in the area of 21 
intended employment or the adverse effect wage rate. No worker shall be paid 22 
less than the greater of the hourly wage prescribed under section 6(a)(1) of the 23 
Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 (29 U.S.C. 206(a)(1)) or the applicable State 24 
minimum wage. 25 

�(B) LIMITATION.�Effective on the date of the enactment of the Agricultural 26 
Job Opportunities, Benefits, and Security Act of 2007 and continuing for 3 27 
years thereafter, no adverse effect wage rate for a State may be more than the 28 
adverse effect wage rate for that State in effect on January 1, 2003, as 29 
established by section 655.107 of title 20, Code of Federal Regulations. 30 

�(C) REQUIRED WAGES AFTER 3-YEAR FREEZE.� 31 

�(i) FIRST ADJUSTMENT.�If Congress does not set a new wage standard 32 
applicable to this section before the first March 1 that is not less than 3 33 
years after the date of enactment of this section, the adverse effect wage 34 
rate for each State beginning on such March 1 shall be the wage rate that 35 
would have resulted if the adverse effect wage rate in effect on January 1, 36 
2003, had been annually adjusted, beginning on March 1, 2006, by the 37 
lesser of� 38 

�(I) the 12-month percentage change in the Consumer Price Index 39 
for All Urban Consumers between December of the second preceding 40 
year and December of the preceding year; and 41 

�(II) 4 percent. 42 
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�(ii) SUBSEQUENT ANNUAL ADJUSTMENTS.�Beginning on the first 1 
March 1 that is not less than 4 years after the date of enactment of this 2 
section, and each March 1 thereafter, the adverse effect wage rate then in 3 
effect for each State shall be adjusted by the lesser of� 4 

�(I) the 12-month percentage change in the Consumer Price Index 5 
for All Urban Consumers between December of the second preceding 6 
year and December of the preceding year; and 7 

�(II) 4 percent. 8 
�(D) DEDUCTIONS.�The employer shall make only those deductions from 9 

the worker�s wages that are authorized by law or are reasonable and customary 10 
in the occupation and area of employment. The job offer shall specify all 11 
deductions not required by law which the employer will make from the 12 
worker�s wages. 13 

�(E) FREQUENCY OF PAY.�The employer shall pay the worker not less 14 
frequently than twice monthly, or in accordance with the prevailing practice in 15 
the area of employment, whichever is more frequent. 16 

�(F) HOURS AND EARNINGS STATEMENTS.�The employer shall furnish to the 17 
worker, on or before each payday, in 1 or more written statements� 18 

�(i) the worker�s total earnings for the pay period; 19 

�(ii) the worker�s hourly rate of pay, piece rate of pay, or both; 20 
�(iii) the hours of employment which have been offered to the worker 21 

(broken out by hours offered in accordance with and over and above the ¾  22 
guarantee described in paragraph (4); 23 

�(iv) the hours actually worked by the worker; 24 
�(v) an itemization of the deductions made from the worker�s wages; 25 

and 26 
�(vi) if piece rates of pay are used, the units produced daily. 27 

�(G) REPORT ON WAGE PROTECTIONS.�Not later than December 31, 2009, 28 
the Comptroller General of the United States shall prepare and transmit to the 29 
Secretary of Labor, the Committee on the Judiciary of the Senate, and 30 
Committee on the Judiciary of the House of Representatives, a report that 31 
addresses� 32 

�(i) whether the employment of H�2A or unauthorized aliens in the 33 
United States agricultural workforce has depressed United States farm 34 
worker wages below the levels that would otherwise have prevailed if 35 
alien farm workers had not been employed in the United States; 36 

�(ii) whether an adverse effect wage rate is necessary to prevent wages 37 
of United States farm workers in occupations in which H�2A workers are 38 
employed from falling below the wage levels that would have prevailed in 39 
the absence of the employment of H�2A workers in those occupations; 40 
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�(iii) whether alternative wage standards, such as a prevailing wage 1 
standard, would be sufficient to prevent wages in occupations in which H�2 
2A workers are employed from falling below the wage level that would 3 
have prevailed in the absence of H�2A employment; 4 

�(iv) whether any changes are warranted in the current methodologies 5 
for calculating the adverse effect wage rate and the prevailing wage; and 6 

�(v) recommendations for future wage protection under this section. 7 

�(H) COMMISSION ON WAGE STANDARDS.� 8 
�(i) ESTABLISHMENT.�There is established the Commission on 9 

Agricultural Wage Standards under the H�2A program (in this 10 
subparagraph referred to as the �Commission�). 11 

�(ii) COMPOSITION.�The Commission shall consist of 10 members as 12 
follows: 13 

�(I) Four representatives of agricultural employers and 1 14 
representative of the Department of Agriculture, each appointed by 15 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 16 

�(II) Four representatives of agricultural workers and 1 17 
representative of the Department of Labor, each appointed by the 18 
Secretary of Labor. 19 

�(iii) FUNCTIONS.�The Commission shall conduct a study that shall 20 
address� 21 

�(I) whether the employment of H�2A or unauthorized aliens in 22 
the United States agricultural workforce has depressed United States 23 
farm worker wages below the levels that would otherwise have 24 
prevailed if alien farm workers had not been employed in the United 25 
States; 26 

�(II) whether an adverse effect wage rate is necessary to prevent 27 
wages of United States farm workers in occupations in which H�2A 28 
workers are employed from falling below the wage levels that would 29 
have prevailed in the absence of the employment of H�2A workers in 30 
those occupations; 31 

�(III) whether alternative wage standards, such as a prevailing 32 
wage standard, would be sufficient to prevent wages in occupations 33 
in which H�2A workers are employed from falling below the wage 34 
level that would have prevailed in the absence of H�2A employment; 35 

�(IV) whether any changes are warranted in the current 36 
methodologies for calculating the adverse effect wage rate and the 37 
prevailing wage rate; and 38 

�(V) recommendations for future wage protection under this 39 
section. 40 
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 1 
``(iv) The Commission may for the purpose of carrying out this section, 2 
hold such hearings, sit and act at such times and places, take such 3 
testimony, and receive such evidence as the Commission considers 4 
appropriate. 5 
 6 
``(v) Interim Report�The Commission shall issue an interim report, 7 
published in the Federal Register, with opportunity and comment, for a 8 
period of at least 90 days. 9 
 10 
``(vi) Final Report:  After considering recommendations from interested 11 
persons (including an opportunity for comment from the public and 12 
affected States), the Commission shall submit a report to the Congress 13 
setting forth the findings of the study conducted under clause (iii) not later 14 
than December 31, 2009. 15 

�(vii) TERMINATION DATE.�The Commission shall terminate upon 16 
submitting its final report. 17 

�(4) GUARANTEE OF EMPLOYMENT.� 18 
�(A) OFFER TO WORKER.�The employer shall guarantee to offer the worker 19 

employment for the hourly equivalent of at least ¾ of the work days of the total 20 
period of employment, beginning with the first work day after the arrival of the 21 
worker at the place of employment and ending on the expiration date specified 22 
in the job offer. For purposes of this subparagraph, the hourly equivalent means 23 
the number of hours in the work days as stated in the job offer and shall 24 
exclude the worker�s Sabbath and Federal holidays. If the employer affords the 25 
United States or H�2A worker less employment than that required under this 26 
paragraph, the employer shall pay such worker the amount which the worker 27 
would have earned had the worker, in fact, worked for the guaranteed number 28 
of hours. 29 

�(B) FAILURE TO WORK.�Any hours which the worker fails to work, up to a 30 
maximum of the number of hours specified in the job offer for a work day, 31 
when the worker has been offered an opportunity to do so, and all hours of 32 
work actually performed (including voluntary work in excess of the number of 33 
hours specified in the job offer in a work day, on the worker�s Sabbath, or on 34 
Federal holidays) may be counted by the employer in calculating whether the 35 
period of guaranteed employment has been met. 36 

�(C) ABANDONMENT OF EMPLOYMENT, TERMINATION FOR CAUSE.�If the 37 
worker voluntarily abandons employment before the end of the contract period, 38 
or is terminated for cause, the worker is not entitled to the �¾ guarantee� 39 
described in subparagraph (A). 40 

�(D) CONTRACT IMPOSSIBILITY.�If, before the expiration of the period of 41 
employment specified in the job offer, the services of the worker are no longer 42 
required for reasons beyond the control of the employer due to any form of 43 
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natural disaster, including a flood, hurricane, freeze, earthquake, fire, drought, 1 
plant or animal disease or pest infestation, or regulatory drought, before the 2 
guarantee in subparagraph (A) is fulfilled, the employer may terminate the 3 
worker�s employment. In the event of such termination, the employer shall 4 
fulfill the employment guarantee in subparagraph (A) for the work days that 5 
have elapsed from the first work day after the arrival of the worker to the 6 
termination of employment. In such cases, the employer will make efforts to 7 
transfer the United States worker to other comparable employment acceptable 8 
to the worker. If such transfer is not effected, the employer shall provide the 9 
return transportation required in paragraph (2)(D). 10 

�(5) MOTOR VEHICLE SAFETY.� 11 

�(A) MODE OF TRANSPORTATION SUBJECT TO COVERAGE.� 12 
�(i) IN GENERAL.�Except as provided in clauses (iii) and (iv), this 13 

subsection applies to any H�2A employer that uses or causes to be used 14 
any vehicle to transport an H�2A worker within the United States. 15 

�(ii) DEFINED TERM.�In this paragraph, the term �uses or causes to be 16 
used�� 17 

�(I) applies only to transportation provided by an H�2A employer 18 
to an H�2A worker, or by a farm labor contractor to an H�2A worker 19 
at the request or direction of an H�2A employer; and 20 

�(II) does not apply to� 21 

�(aa) transportation provided, or transportation arrangements 22 
made, by an H�2A worker, unless the employer specifically 23 
requested or arranged such transportation; or 24 

�(bb) car pooling arrangements made by H�2A workers 25 
themselves, using 1 of the workers� own vehicles, unless 26 
specifically requested by the employer directly or through a 27 
farm labor contractor. 28 

�(iii) CLARIFICATION.�Providing a job offer to an H�2A worker that 29 
causes the worker to travel to or from the place of employment, or the 30 
payment or reimbursement of the transportation costs of an H�2A worker 31 
by an H�2A employer, shall not constitute an arrangement of, or 32 
participation in, such transportation. 33 

�(iv) AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT EXCLUDED.�This 34 
subsection does not apply to the transportation of an H�2A worker on a 35 
tractor, combine, harvester, picker, or other similar machinery or 36 
equipment while such worker is actually engaged in the planting, 37 
cultivating, or harvesting of agricultural commodities or the care of 38 
livestock or poultry or engaged in transportation incidental thereto. 39 

�(v) COMMON CARRIERS EXCLUDED.�This subsection does not apply to 40 
common carrier motor vehicle transportation in which the provider holds 41 
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itself out to the general public as engaging in the transportation of 1 
passengers for hire and holds a valid certification of authorization for such 2 
purposes from an appropriate Federal, State, or local agency. 3 

�(B) APPLICABILITY OF STANDARDS, LICENSING, AND INSURANCE 4 
REQUIREMENTS.� 5 

�(i) IN GENERAL.�When using, or causing to be used, any vehicle for 6 
the purpose of providing transportation to which this subparagraph 7 
applies, each employer shall� 8 

�(I) ensure that each such vehicle conforms to the standards 9 
prescribed by the Secretary of Labor under section 401(b) of the 10 
Migrant and Seasonal Agricultural Worker Protection Act (29 U.S.C. 11 
1841(b)) and other applicable Federal and State safety standards; 12 

�(II) ensure that each driver has a valid and appropriate license, as 13 
provided by State law, to operate the vehicle; and 14 

�(III) have an insurance policy or a liability bond that is in effect 15 
which insures the employer against liability for damage to persons or 16 
property arising from the ownership, operation, or causing to be 17 
operated, of any vehicle used to transport any H�2A worker. 18 

�(ii) AMOUNT OF INSURANCE REQUIRED.�The level of insurance 19 
required shall be determined by the Secretary of Labor pursuant to 20 
regulations to be issued under this subsection. 21 

�(iii) EFFECT OF WORKERS� COMPENSATION COVERAGE.�If the 22 
employer of any H�2A worker provides workers� compensation coverage 23 
for such worker in the case of bodily injury or death as provided by State 24 
law, the following adjustments in the requirements of subparagraph 25 
(B)(i)(III) relating to having an insurance policy or liability bond apply: 26 

�(I) No insurance policy or liability bond shall be required of the 27 
employer, if such workers are transported only under circumstances 28 
for which there is coverage under such State law. 29 

�(II) An insurance policy or liability bond shall be required of the 30 
employer for circumstances under which coverage for the 31 
transportation of such workers is not provided under such State law. 32 

�(c) Compliance With Labor Laws.�An employer shall assure that, except as 33 
otherwise provided in this section, the employer will comply with all applicable Federal, 34 
State, and local labor laws, including laws affecting migrant and seasonal agricultural 35 
workers, with respect to all United States workers and alien workers employed by the 36 
employer, except that a violation of this assurance shall not constitute a violation of the 37 
Migrant and Seasonal Agricultural Worker Protection Act (29 U.S.C. 1801 et seq.). 38 

�(d) Copy of Job Offer.�The employer shall provide to the worker, not later than the 39 
day the work commences, a copy of the employer�s application and job offer described in 40 
section 218C(a), or, if the employer will require the worker to enter into a separate 41 
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employment contract covering the employment in question, such separate employment 1 
contract. 2 

�(e) Range Production of Livestock.�Nothing in this section, section 218C, or section 3 
218E shall preclude the Secretary of Labor and the Secretary from continuing to apply 4 
special procedures and requirements to the admission and employment of aliens in 5 
occupations involving the range production of livestock. 6 

�(f) Evidence on Nonimmigrant Status.�Each H�2A nonimmigrant shall be issued 7 
documentary evidence of nonimmigrant status, which� 8 

�(1) shall be machine-readable, tamper-resistant, and shall contain a digitized 9 
photograph and other biometric identifiers that can be authenticated; 10 

�(2) shall, during the alien�s authorized period of admission as am H�2A 11 
nonimmigrant, serve as a valid entry document for the purpose of applying for 12 
admission to the United States� 13 

�(A) instead of a passport and visa if the alien� 14 
�(i) is a national of a foreign territory contiguous to the United States; 15 

and 16 
�(ii) is applying for admission at a land border port of entry; or 17 

�(B) in conjunction with a valid passport, if the alien is applying for 18 
admission at an air or sea port of entry; 19 

�(3) may be accepted during the period of its validity by an employer as evidence 20 
of employment authorization and identity under section 274A(b)(1)(B); and 21 

�(4) shall be issued to the H�2A nonimmigrant by the Secretary promptly after 22 
such alien�s admission to the United States as an H�2A nonimmigrant and reporting 23 
to the employer�s worksite under or, at the discretion of the Secretary, may be issued 24 
by the Secretary of State at a consulate instead of a visa. 25 

�SEC. 218E. PROCEDURE FOR ADMISSION AND 26 

EXTENSION OF STAY OF H�2A WORKERS. 27 

�(a) Petitioning for Admission.�An employer, or an association acting as an agent or 28 
joint employer for its members, that seeks the admission into the United States of an H�29 
2A worker may file a petition with the Secretary. The petition shall be accompanied by 30 
an accepted and currently valid certification provided by the Secretary of Labor under 31 
section 218C(e)(2)(B) covering the petitioner. 32 

�(b) Expedited Adjudication by the Secretary.�The Secretary shall establish a 33 
procedure for expedited adjudication of petitions filed under subsection (a) and within 7 34 
working days shall, by fax, cable, or other means assuring expedited delivery, transmit a 35 
copy of notice of action on the petition to the petitioner and, in the case of approved 36 
petitions, to the appropriate immigration officer at the port of entry or United States 37 
consulate (as the case may be) where the petitioner has indicated that the alien 38 
beneficiary (or beneficiaries) will apply for a visa or admission to the United States. 39 
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�(c) Criteria for Admissibility.� 1 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�An H�2A worker shall be considered admissible to the United 2 
States if the alien is otherwise admissible under this section, section 218C, and 3 
section 218D, and the alien is not ineligible under paragraph (2). 4 

�(2) DISQUALIFICATION.�An alien shall be considered inadmissible to the United 5 
States and ineligible for nonimmigrant status under section 101(a)(15)(H)(ii)(a) if 6 
the alien has, at any time during the past 5 years� 7 

�(A) violated a material provision of this section, including the requirement 8 
to promptly depart the United States when the alien�s authorized period of 9 
admission under this section has expired; or 10 

�(B) otherwise violated a term or condition of admission into the United 11 
States as a nonimmigrant, including overstaying the period of authorized 12 
admission as such a nonimmigrant. 13 

�(3) WAIVER OF INELIGIBILITY FOR UNLAWFUL PRESENCE.� 14 
�(A) IN GENERAL.�An alien who has not previously been admitted into the 15 

United States pursuant to this section, and who is otherwise eligible for 16 
admission in accordance with paragraphs (1) and (2), shall not be deemed 17 
inadmissible by virtue of section 212(a)(9)(B). If an alien described in the 18 
preceding sentence is present in the United States, the alien may apply from 19 
abroad for H�2A status, but may not be granted that status in the United States. 20 

�(B) MAINTENANCE OF WAIVER.�An alien provided an initial waiver of 21 
ineligibility pursuant to subparagraph (A) shall remain eligible for such waiver 22 
unless the alien violates the terms of this section or again becomes ineligible 23 
under section 212(a)(9)(B) by virtue of unlawful presence in the United States 24 
after the date of the initial waiver of ineligibility pursuant to subparagraph (A). 25 

�(d) Period of Admission.� 26 
�(1) IN GENERAL.�The alien shall be admitted for the period of employment in 27 

the application certified by the Secretary of Labor pursuant to section 28 
218C(e)(2)(B), not to exceed 10 months, supplemented by a period of not more than 29 
1 week before the beginning of the period of employment for the purpose of travel 30 
to the worksite and a period of 14 days following the period of employment for the 31 
purpose of departure or extension based on a subsequent offer of employment, 32 
except that� 33 

�(A) the alien is not authorized to be employed during such 14-day period 34 
except in the employment for which the alien was previously authorized; and 35 

�(B) the total period of employment, including such 14-day period, may not 36 
exceed 10 months. 37 

�(2) CONSTRUCTION.�Nothing in this subsection shall limit the authority of the 38 
Secretary to extend the stay of the alien under any other provision of this Act. 39 

�(e) Abandonment of Employment.� 40 
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�(1) IN GENERAL.�An alien admitted or provided status under section 1 
101(a)(15)(H)(ii)(a) who abandons the employment which was the basis for such 2 
admission or status shall be considered to have failed to maintain nonimmigrant 3 
status as an H�2A worker and shall depart the United States or be subject to removal 4 
under section 237(a)(1)(C)(i). 5 

�(2) REPORT BY EMPLOYER.�The employer, or association acting as agent for the 6 
employer, shall notify the Secretary not later than 7 days after an H�2A worker 7 
prematurely abandons employment. 8 

�(3) REMOVAL BY THE SECRETARY.�The Secretary shall promptly remove from 9 
the United States any H�2A worker who violates any term or condition of the 10 
worker�s nonimmigrant status. 11 

�(4) VOLUNTARY TERMINATION.�Notwithstanding paragraph (1), an alien may 12 
voluntarily terminate his or her employment if the alien promptly departs the United 13 
States upon termination of such employment. 14 

�(f) Replacement of Alien.� 15 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�Upon presentation of the notice to the Secretary required by 16 
subsection (e)(2), the Secretary of State shall promptly issue a visa to, and the 17 
Secretary shall admit into the United States, an eligible alien designated by the 18 
employer to replace an H�2A worker� 19 

�(A) who abandons or prematurely terminates employment; or 20 
�(B) whose employment is terminated after a United States worker is 21 

employed pursuant to section 218C(b)(2)(H)(iii), if the United States worker 22 
voluntarily departs before the end of the period of intended employment or if 23 
the employment termination is for a lawful job-related reason. 24 

�(2) CONSTRUCTION.�Nothing in this subsection is intended to limit any 25 
preference required to be accorded United States workers under any other provision 26 
of this Act. 27 

�(g) Identification Document.� 28 
�(1) IN GENERAL.�Each alien authorized to be admitted under section 29 

101(a)(15)(H)(ii)(a) shall be provided an identification and employment eligibility 30 
document to verify eligibility for employment in the United States and verify the 31 
alien�s identity. 32 

�(2) REQUIREMENTS.�No identification and employment eligibility document 33 
may be issued which does not meet the following requirements: 34 

�(A) The document shall be capable of reliably determining whether� 35 

�(i) the individual with the identification and employment eligibility 36 
document whose eligibility is being verified is in fact eligible for 37 
employment; 38 

�(ii) the individual whose eligibility is being verified is claiming the 39 
identity of another person; and 40 
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�(iii) the individual whose eligibility is being verified is authorized to 1 
be admitted into, and employed in, the United States as an H�2A worker. 2 

�(B) The document shall be in a form that is resistant to counterfeiting and to 3 
tampering. 4 

�(C) The document shall� 5 

�(i) be compatible with other databases of the Secretary for the purpose 6 
of excluding aliens from benefits for which they are not eligible and 7 
determining whether the alien is unlawfully present in the United States; 8 
and 9 

�(ii) be compatible with law enforcement databases to determine if the 10 
alien has been convicted of criminal offenses. 11 

�(h) Extension of Stay of H�2A Aliens in the United States.� 12 
�(1) EXTENSION OF STAY.�If an employer seeks approval to employ an H�2A 13 

alien who is lawfully present in the United States, the petition filed by the employer 14 
or an association pursuant to subsection (a), shall request an extension of the alien�s 15 
stay and a change in the alien�s employment. 16 

�(2) LIMITATION ON FILING A PETITION FOR EXTENSION OF STAY.�A petition may 17 
not be filed for an extension of an alien�s stay� 18 

�(A) for a period of more than 10 months; or 19 

�(B) to a date that is more than [] years after the date of the alien�s last 20 
admission to the United States under this section. 21 

�(3) WORK AUTHORIZATION UPON FILING A PETITION FOR EXTENSION OF STAY.� 22 
�(A) IN GENERAL.�An alien who is lawfully present in the United States 23 

may commence the employment described in a petition under paragraph (1) on 24 
the date on which the petition is filed. 25 

�(B) DEFINITION.�For purposes of subparagraph (A), the term �file� means 26 
sending the petition by certified mail via the United States Postal Service, 27 
return receipt requested, or delivered by guaranteed commercial delivery which 28 
will provide the employer with a documented acknowledgment of the date of 29 
receipt of the petition. 30 

�(C) HANDLING OF PETITION.�The employer shall provide a copy of the 31 
employer�s petition to the alien, who shall keep the petition with the alien�s 32 
identification and employment eligibility document as evidence that the 33 
petition has been filed and that the alien is authorized to work in the United 34 
States. 35 

�(D) APPROVAL OF PETITION.�Upon approval of a petition for an extension 36 
of stay or change in the alien�s authorized employment, the Secretary shall 37 
provide a new or updated employment eligibility document to the alien 38 
indicating the new validity date, after which the alien is not required to retain a 39 
copy of the petition. 40 
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�(4) LIMITATION ON EMPLOYMENT AUTHORIZATION OF ALIENS WITHOUT VALID 1 
IDENTIFICATION AND EMPLOYMENT ELIGIBILITY DOCUMENT.�An expired 2 
identification and employment eligibility document, together with a copy of a 3 
petition for extension of stay or change in the alien�s authorized employment that 4 
complies with the requirements of paragraph (1), shall constitute a valid work 5 
authorization document for a period of not more than 60 days beginning on the date 6 
on which such petition is filed, after which time only a currently valid identification 7 
and employment eligibility document shall be acceptable. 8 

�(5) LIMITATION ON AN INDIVIDUAL�S STAY IN STATUS.� 9 

�(A) MAXIMUM PERIOD.�The maximum continuous period of authorized 10 
status as an H�2A worker (including any extensions) is [] years. 11 

�(B) REQUIREMENT TO REMAIN OUTSIDE THE UNITED STATES.� 12 
�(i) IN GENERAL.�Subject to clause (ii), in the case of an alien outside 13 

the United States whose period of authorized status as an H�2A worker 14 
(including any extensions) has expired, the alien may not again apply for 15 
admission to the United States as an H�2A worker unless the alien has 16 
remained outside the United States for a continuous period equal to at least 17 
1/5 the duration of the alien�s previous period of authorized status as an 18 
H�2A worker (including any extensions). 19 

�(ii) EXCEPTION.�Clause (i) shall not apply in the case of an alien if 20 
the alien�s period of authorized status as an H�2A worker (including any 21 
extensions) was for a period of not more than 10 months and such alien 22 
has been outside the United States for at least 2 months during the 12 23 
months preceding the date the alien again is applying for admission to the 24 
United States as an H�2A worker. 25 

�SEC. 218F. WORKER PROTECTIONS AND LABOR 26 

STANDARDS ENFORCEMENT. 27 

�(a) Enforcement Authority.� 28 

�(1) INVESTIGATION OF COMPLAINTS.� 29 
�(A) AGGRIEVED PERSON OR THIRD-PARTY COMPLAINTS.�The Secretary of 30 

Labor shall establish a process for the receipt, investigation, and disposition of 31 
complaints respecting a petitioner�s failure to meet a condition specified in 32 
section 218C(b), or an employer�s misrepresentation of material facts in an 33 
application under section 218C(a). Complaints may be filed by any aggrieved 34 
person or organization (including bargaining representatives). No investigation 35 
or hearing shall be conducted on a complaint concerning such a failure or 36 
misrepresentation unless the complaint was filed not later than 12 months after 37 
the date of the failure, or misrepresentation, respectively. The Secretary of 38 
Labor shall conduct an investigation under this subparagraph if there is 39 
reasonable cause to believe that such a failure or misrepresentation has 40 
occurred. 41 
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�(B) DETERMINATION ON COMPLAINT.�Under such process, the Secretary of 1 
Labor shall provide, within 30 days after the date such a complaint is filed, for 2 
a determination as to whether or not a reasonable basis exists to make a finding 3 
described in subparagraph (C), (D), (E), or (G). If the Secretary of Labor 4 
determines that such a reasonable basis exists, the Secretary of Labor shall 5 
provide for notice of such determination to the interested parties and an 6 
opportunity for a hearing on the complaint, in accordance with section 556 of 7 
title 5, United States Code, within 60 days after the date of the determination. If 8 
such a hearing is requested, the Secretary of Labor shall make a finding 9 
concerning the matter not later than 60 days after the date of the hearing. In the 10 
case of similar complaints respecting the same applicant, the Secretary of Labor 11 
may consolidate the hearings under this subparagraph on such complaints. 12 

�(C) FAILURES TO MEET CONDITIONS.�If the Secretary of Labor finds, after 13 
notice and opportunity for a hearing, a failure to meet a condition of paragraph 14 
(1)(A), (1)(B), (1)(D), (1)(F), (2)(A), (2)(B), or (2)(G) of section 218C(b), a 15 
substantial failure to meet a condition of paragraph (1)(C), (1)(E), (2)(C), 16 
(2)(D), (2)(E), or (2)(H) of section 218C(b), or a material misrepresentation of 17 
fact in an application under section 218C(a)� 18 

�(i) the Secretary of Labor shall notify the Secretary of such finding and 19 
may, in addition, impose such other administrative remedies (including 20 
civil money penalties in an amount not to exceed $1,000 per violation) as 21 
the Secretary of Labor determines to be appropriate; and 22 

�(ii) the Secretary may disqualify the employer from the employment of 23 
aliens described in section 101(a)(15)(H)(ii)(a) for a period of 1 year. 24 

�(D) WILLFUL FAILURES AND WILLFUL MISREPRESENTATIONS.�If the 25 
Secretary of Labor finds, after notice and opportunity for hearing, a willful 26 
failure to meet a condition of section 218C(b), a willful misrepresentation of a 27 
material fact in an application under section 218C(a), or a violation of 28 
subsection (d)(1)� 29 

�(i) the Secretary of Labor shall notify the Secretary of such finding and 30 
may, in addition, impose such other administrative remedies (including 31 
civil money penalties in an amount not to exceed $5,000 per violation) as 32 
the Secretary of Labor determines to be appropriate; 33 

�(ii) the Secretary of Labor may seek appropriate legal or equitable 34 
relief to effectuate the purposes of subsection (d)(1); and 35 

�(iii) the Secretary may disqualify the employer from the employment 36 
of H�2A workers for a period of 2 years. 37 

�(E) DISPLACEMENT OF UNITED STATES WORKERS.�If the Secretary of Labor 38 
finds, after notice and opportunity for hearing, a willful failure to meet a 39 
condition of section 218C(b) or a willful misrepresentation of a material fact in 40 
an application under section 218C(a), in the course of which failure or 41 
misrepresentation the employer displaced a United States worker employed by 42 
the employer during the period of employment on the employer�s application 43 
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under section 218C(a) or during the period of 30 days preceding such period of 1 
employment� 2 

�(i) the Secretary of Labor shall notify the Secretary of such finding and 3 
may, in addition, impose such other administrative remedies (including 4 
civil money penalties in an amount not to exceed $15,000 per violation) as 5 
the Secretary of Labor determines to be appropriate; and 6 

�(ii) the Secretary may disqualify the employer from the employment of 7 
H�2A workers for a period of 3 years. 8 

�(F) LIMITATIONS ON CIVIL MONEY PENALTIES.�The Secretary of Labor 9 
shall not impose total civil money penalties with respect to an application under 10 
section 218C(a) in excess of $90,000. 11 

�(G) FAILURES TO PAY WAGES OR REQUIRED BENEFITS.�If the Secretary of 12 
Labor finds, after notice and opportunity for a hearing, that the employer has 13 
failed to pay the wages, or provide the housing allowance, transportation, 14 
subsistence reimbursement, or guarantee of employment, required under 15 
section 218D(b), the Secretary of Labor shall assess payment of back wages, or 16 
other required benefits, due any United States worker or H�2A worker 17 
employed by the employer in the specific employment in question. The back 18 
wages or other required benefits under section 218D(b) shall be equal to the 19 
difference between the amount that should have been paid and the amount that 20 
actually was paid to such worker. 21 

�(2) STATUTORY CONSTRUCTION.�Nothing in this section shall be construed as 22 
limiting the authority of the Secretary of Labor to conduct any compliance 23 
investigation under any other labor law, including any law affecting migrant and 24 
seasonal agricultural workers, or, in the absence of a complaint under this section, 25 
under section 218C or 218D. 26 

�(b) Rights Enforceable by Private Right of Action.�H�2A workers may enforce the 27 
following rights through the private right of action provided in subsection (c), and no 28 
other right of action shall exist under Federal or State law to enforce such rights: 29 

�(1) The providing of housing or a housing allowance as required under section 30 
218D(b)(1). 31 

�(2) The reimbursement of transportation as required under section 218D(b)(2). 32 

�(3) The payment of wages required under section 218D(b)(3) when due. 33 

�(4) The benefits and material terms and conditions of employment expressly 34 
provided in the job offer described in section 218C(a)(2), not including the 35 
assurance to comply with other Federal, State, and local labor laws described in 36 
section 218D(c), compliance with which shall be governed by the provisions of such 37 
laws. 38 

�(5) The guarantee of employment required under section 218D(b)(4). 39 

�(6) The motor vehicle safety requirements under section 218D(b)(5). 40 
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�(7) The prohibition of discrimination under subsection (d)(2). 1 

�(c) Private Right of Action.� 2 
�(1) MEDIATION.�Upon the filing of a complaint by an H�2A worker aggrieved 3 

by a violation of rights enforceable under subsection (b), and within 60 days of the 4 
filing of proof of service of the complaint, a party to the action may file a request 5 
with the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service to assist the parties in reaching 6 
a satisfactory resolution of all issues involving all parties to the dispute. Upon a 7 
filing of such request and giving of notice to the parties, the parties shall attempt 8 
mediation within the period specified in subparagraph (B). 9 

�(A) MEDIATION SERVICES.�The Federal Mediation and Conciliation 10 
Service shall be available to assist in resolving disputes arising under 11 
subsection (b) between H�2A workers and agricultural employers without 12 
charge to the parties. 13 

�(B) 90-DAY LIMIT.�The Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service may 14 
conduct mediation or other nonbinding dispute resolution activities for a period 15 
not to exceed 90 days beginning on the date on which the Federal Mediation 16 
and Conciliation Service receives the request for assistance unless the parties 17 
agree to an extension of this period of time. 18 

�(C) AUTHORIZATION.� 19 

�(i) IN GENERAL.�Subject to clause (ii), there are authorized to be 20 
appropriated to the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service $500,000 21 
for each fiscal year to carry out this section. 22 

�(ii) MEDIATION.�Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the 23 
Director of the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service is authorized 24 
to conduct the mediation or other dispute resolution activities from any 25 
other appropriated funds available to the Director and to reimburse such 26 
appropriated funds when the funds are appropriated pursuant to this 27 
authorization, such reimbursement to be credited to appropriations 28 
currently available at the time of receipt. 29 

�(2) MAINTENANCE OF CIVIL ACTION IN DISTRICT COURT BY AGGRIEVED PERSON.�30 
An H�2A worker aggrieved by a violation of rights enforceable under subsection (b) 31 
by an agricultural employer or other person may file suit in any district court of the 32 
United States having jurisdiction over the parties, without regard to the amount in 33 
controversy, without regard to the citizenship of the parties, and without regard to 34 
the exhaustion of any alternative administrative remedies under this Act, not later 35 
than 3 years after the date the violation occurs. 36 

�(3) ELECTION.�An H�2A worker who has filed an administrative complaint 37 
with the Secretary of Labor may not maintain a civil action under paragraph (2) 38 
unless a complaint based on the same violation filed with the Secretary of Labor 39 
under subsection (a)(1) is withdrawn before the filing of such action, in which case 40 
the rights and remedies available under this subsection shall be exclusive. 41 

�(4) PREEMPTION OF STATE CONTRACT RIGHTS.�Nothing in this Act shall be 42 
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construed to diminish the rights and remedies of an H�2A worker under any other 1 
Federal or State law or regulation or under any collective bargaining agreement, 2 
except that no court or administrative action shall be available under any State 3 
contract law to enforce the rights created by this Act. 4 

�(5) WAIVER OF RIGHTS PROHIBITED.�Agreements by employees purporting to 5 
waive or modify their rights under this Act shall be void as contrary to public policy, 6 
except that a waiver or modification of the rights or obligations in favor of the 7 
Secretary of Labor shall be valid for purposes of the enforcement of this Act. The 8 
preceding sentence may not be construed to prohibit agreements to settle private 9 
disputes or litigation. 10 

�(6) AWARD OF DAMAGES OR OTHER EQUITABLE RELIEF.� 11 

�(A) If the court finds that the respondent has intentionally violated any of 12 
the rights enforceable under subsection (b), it shall award actual damages, if 13 
any, or equitable relief. 14 

�(B) Any civil action brought under this section shall be subject to appeal as 15 
provided in chapter 83 of title 28, United States Code. 16 

�(C) In determining the amount of damages to be awarded under 17 
subparagraph (A),  the court is authorized to consider whether an attempt was 18 
made to resolve the issues in dispute before the resort to litigation. 19 

�(7) WORKERS� COMPENSATION BENEFITS.� 20 
�(A) EXCLUSIVE REMEDY.�Notwithstanding any other provision of this 21 

section, where a State�s workers� compensation law is applicable and coverage 22 
is provided for an H�2A worker, the workers� compensation benefits shall be 23 
the exclusive remedy for the loss of such worker under this section in the case 24 
of bodily injury or death in accordance with such State�s workers� 25 
compensation law.

�(B) RELATIONSHIP TO OTHER RELIEF.�The exclusive remedy prescribed in 27

unless specifically provided otherwise in the settlement agreement. 10 

�(10) SETTLEMENTS.�Any settlement by the Secretary of Labor with an H�2A 11 
employer on behalf of an H�2A worker of a complaint filed with the Secretary of 12 
Labor under this section or any finding by the Secretary of Labor under subsection 13 
(a)(1)(B) shall preclude any right of action arising out of the same facts between the 14 
parties under any Federal or State court or administrative proceeding, unless 15 
specifically provided otherwise in the settlement agreement. 16 

�(d) Discrimination Prohibited.� 17 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�It is a violation of this subsection for any person who has filed 18 
an application under section 218C(a), to intimidate, threaten, restrain, coerce, 19 
blacklist, discharge, or in any other manner discriminate against an employee (which 20 
term, for purposes of this subsection, includes a former employee and an applicant 21 
for employment) because the employee has disclosed information to the employer, 22 
or to any other person, that the employee reasonably believes evidences a violation 23 
of section 218C or 218D or any rule or regulation pertaining to section 218C or 24 
218D, or because the employee cooperates or seeks to cooperate in an investigation 25 
or other proceeding concerning the employer�s compliance with the requirements of 26 
section 218C or 218D or any rule or regulation pertaining to either of such sections.

�(2) DISCRIMINATION AGAINST H�2A WORKERS.�It is a violation of this 28 
subsection for any person who has filed an application under section 218C(a), to 29 
intimidate, threaten, restrain, coerce, blacklist, discharge, or in any manner 30 
discriminate against an H�2A employee because such worker has, with just cause, 31 
filed a complaint with the Secretary of Labor regarding a denial of the rights 32 
enumerated and enforceable under subsection (b) or instituted, or caused to be 33 
instituted, a private right of action under subsection (c) regarding the denial of the 34 
rights enumerated under subsection (b), or has testified or is about to testify in any 35 
court proceeding brought under subsection (c). 36 

�(e) Authorization To Seek Other Appropriate Employment.�The Secretary of Labor 37 
and the Secretary shall establish a process under which an H�2A worker who files a 38 
complaint regarding a violation of subsection (d) and is otherwise eligible to remain and 39 
work in the United States may be allowed to seek other appropriate employment in the 40 
United States for a period not to exceed the maximum period of stay authorized for such 41 
nonimmigrant classification.

of economic opportunity and the standard of living in Mexico. 34 
(2) Mexico comprises a prime source of migration to the United States. 35

record high of nearly $17,000,000,000 in 2004. 37 
(4) Migration patterns may be reduced from Mexico to the United States by 38 
addressing the degree of economic opportunity available to Mexican citizens. 39 
(5) Many Mexican assets are held extra-legally and cannot be readily used as 40 
collateral for loans. 41 
(6) A majority of Mexican businesses are small or medium size with limited 42 
access to financial capital. 43 
(7) These factors constitute a major impediment to broad-based economic 44 
growth in Mexico. 45 
(8) Approximately 20 percent of Mexico's population works in agriculture, with 46 
the majority of this population working on small farms and few on large 47 
commercial enterprises. 48 
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(9) The Partnership for Prosperity is a bilateral initiative launched jointly by 1 
the President of the United States and the President of Mexico in 2001, which 2 
aims to boost the social and economic standards of Mexican citizens, 3 
particularly in regions where economic growth has lagged and emigration has 4 
increased. 5 
(10) The Presidents of Mexico and the United States and the Prime Minister of 6 
Canada, at their trilateral summit on March 23, 2005, agreed to promote 7 
economic growth, competitiveness, and quality of life in the agreement on 8 
Security and Prosperity Partnership of North America. 9 

(b) Sense of Congress Regarding Partnership for Prosperity- It is the sense of 10 
Congress that the United States and Mexico should accelerate the implementation of 11 
the Partnership for Prosperity to help generate economic growth and improve the 12 
standard of living in Mexico, which will lead to reduced migration, by-- 13 

(1) increasing access for poor and under served populations in Mexico to the 14 
financial services sector, including credit unions; 15 
(2) assisting Mexican efforts to formalize its extra-legal sector, including the 16

(A) provide long term credit to borrowers; 21

(C) extend financing for alternative rural economic activities beyond 24 
direct agricultural production; 25 

(4) expanding efforts to reduce the transaction costs of remittance flows in 26 
order to increase the pool of savings available to help finance domestic 27 
investment in Mexico; 28

(1) Exclusive Review- Administrative review of a determination respecting  7 
nonimmigrant status under this title shall be conducted solely in accordance with 8 
this subsection.

(2) Administrative Appellate Review- Except as provided in subparagraph (b)(2), 11 
an alien whose status under this title has been denied, terminated, or revoked may 12 
file not more than one appeal of the denial, termination, or rescission with the 13 
Secretary not later than 30 calendar days after the date of the decision or mailing 14 
thereof, whichever occurs later in time.  The Secretary shall establish an appellate 15 
authority to provide for a single level of administrative appellate review of a 16 
denial, termination, or rescission of status under [this Act]. 17

(3) Standard for Review�Such administrative appellate review shall be based 19 
solely upon the administrative record established at the time of the determination 20 
on the application and upon such additional newly discovered  or previously 21 
unavailable evidence as the administrative appellate review authority may decide 22 
to consider at the time of the determination. 23

(4) Limitation on Motions To Reopen and Reconsider�During the administrative 25 
appellate review process the alien may file not more than one motion to reopen or 26 
to reconsider.

Notwithstanding any other provision of this Act, any 10 
other alien whose application for status under this title has been denied or 11 
whose status has been terminated or revoked by the Secretary under 12 
clauses (1)(F)(i), (iii), or (iv) of subsection [CITE: 601(d)] of [this Act] 13 
may be placed forthwith in removal proceedings under section 240 of the 14 
INA. 15

(iii) Final Denial, Termination or Rescission.  The Secretary�s denial, 17 
termination, or rescission of the status of any alien described in clauses (i) 18 
and (ii) of this subparagraph shall be final for purposes of subparagraph 19 
242(h)(3)(C) of the INA and shall represent the exhaustion of all review 20 
procedures for purposes of subsections 601(h) (relating to treatment of 21 
applicants) and 601(o) (relating to termination of proceedings) of this Act, 22 
notwithstanding paragraph (a)(2) of this section.

SEC. 614. ADJUSTMENT OF STATUS OF CERTAIN LONG-TERM 11 
RESIDENTS WHO ENTERED THE UNITED STATES AS CHILDREN. 12 

(a) Special Rule for Certain Long-Term Residents Who Entered the 13 
United States as Children- 14 
 15 

(1) IN GENERAL- Notwithstanding any other provision of law and 16 
except as otherwise provided in this subtitle, the Secretary may 17 
beginning on the date that is three years after the date of 18 
enactment of this Act adjust to the status of an alien lawfully 19 
admitted for permanent residence an alien who is determined to 20 
be eligible for or has been issued a probationary Z or Z 21 
nonimmigrant visa if the alien demonstrates that� 22 
 23 

(A) the alien has been physically present in the United 24 
States for a continuous period since January 1, 2007, is 25 
under 30 years of age on the date of enactment, and had 26 
not yet reached the age of 16 years at the time of initial 27 
entry; 28

(B) the alien has earned a high school diploma or obtained 30 
a general education development certificate in the United 31 
States;  32

(C) The alien has not abandoned the alien's residence in 34 
the United States. The Secretary shall presume that the 35 
alien has abandoned such residence if the alien is absent 36 
from the United States for more than 365 days, in the 37 
aggregate, during the period of conditional residence, 38 
unless the alien demonstrates that alien has not 39 
abandoned the alien's residence. An alien who is absent 40 
from the United States due to active service in the 41 
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uniformed services has not abandoned the alien's 1 
residence in the United States during the period of such 2 
service.

(D) The alien has  5

(i) acquired a degree from an institution of higher 7 
education in the United States or has completed at 8 
least 2 years, in good standing, in a program for a 9 
bachelor's degree or higher degree in the United 10

(ii) The alien has served in the uniformed services 13 
for at least 2 years and, if discharged, has received 14 
an honorable discharge. 15

(E) The alien has provided a list of all of the secondary 17 
educational institutions that the alien attended in the 18 
United States; and 19 
 20 
(F) The alien is in compliance with the eligibility and 21 
admissibility criteria set forth in section 601(d). 22

(b) Treatment Of Period For Purposes Of Naturalization.�Solely for 24 
purposes of title III of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 25 
1401 et seq.), an alien who has been granted probationary benefits 26 
under section 601(h) or Z nonimmigrant status and has satisfied the 27 
requirements of subparagraphs (a)(1)(A) through (F) shall beginning 28 
on the date that is eight years after the date of enactment be 29 
considered to have satisfied the requirements of Section 316(a)(1) of 30 
the Act (8 U.S.C. 1427(a)(1)). 31 
 32 
(c) Exemption From Numerical Limitations- Nothing in this section may 33 
be construed to apply a numerical limitation on the number of aliens 34 
who may be eligible for adjustment of status. 35

(d) Regulations- 37

(1) PROPOSED REGULATIONS- Not later than 180 days after the 39 
date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall publish 40 
proposed regulations implementing this section. Such regulations 41 
shall be effective immediately on an interim basis, but are 42 
subject to change and revision after public notice and 43 
opportunity for a period for public comment. 44

(2) INTERIM, FINAL REGULATIONS- Within a reasonable time 2 
after publication of the interim regulations in accordance with 3 
paragraph (1), the Secretary shall publish final regulations 4 
implementing this section.

SEC. 615. EXPEDITED PROCESSING OF APPLICATIONS; 6 
PROHIBITION ON FEES. 7

with respect to an alien who is a probationary Z or Z nonimmigrant. 14

(b) Notwithstanding any provision of the Higher Education Act of 1965 16 
(20 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.), with respect to assistance provided under 17 
title IV of the Higher Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 1070 et seq.), 18 
an alien who adjusts status to that of a lawful permanent resident 19 
under this title, or who is a probationary Z or Z nonimmigrant under 20 
this title and who meets the eligibility criteria set forth in section 21 
614(a)(1)(A), (B), and (F), shall be eligible for the following assistance 22 
under such title IV: 23

(1) Student loans under parts B, D, and E of such title IV (20 25 
U.S.C. 1071 et seq., 1087a et seq., 1087aa et seq.), subject to 26 
the requirements of such parts.

SEC. 619. REGULATIONS, EFFECTIVE DATE, AUTHORIZATION 30

seventh month that begins after the date of enactment of this Act. 34

PART I�ADMISSION OF AGRICULTURAL WORKERS 28 

SEC. 622. ADMISSION OF AGRICULTURAL WORKERS. 29 

(a) Z�A Nonimmigrant Visa Category.� 30 

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.�Paragraph (15) of section 101(a) of the 31 
Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1101(a)), [as amended 32 
by section 601(b), is further amended by adding at the end the 33 
following new subparagraph: 34 

�(Z�A)(i) an alien who is coming to the United States to 35 
perform any service or activity that is considered to be 36 
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agricultural under section 3(f) of the Fair Labor Standards Act 1 
of 1938 (29 U.S.C. 203(f)), agricultural labor under section 2 
3121(g) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, or the 3 
performance of agricultural labor or services described in 4 
subparagraph (H)(ii)(a), who meets the requirements of 5 
section 214A of this Act; or 6 

�(ii) the spouse or minor child of an alien described in clause 7 
(i) who is residing in the United States.�. 8 

 (b) Requirements for Issuance of Nonimmigrant Visa.�Chapter 2 of 9 
title II of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 U.S.C. 1181 et seq.) 10 
is amended by inserting after section 214 the following new section: 11 

�SEC. 214A. ADMISSION OF AGRICULTURAL WORKERS. 12 

�(a) Definitions.�In this section: 13 

�(1) AGRICULTURAL EMPLOYMENT.�The term �agricultural 14 
employment� means any service or activity that is considered to be 15 
agricultural under section 3(f) of the Fair Labor Standards Act of 16 
1938 (29 U.S.C. 203(f)) or agricultural labor under section 17 
3121(g) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 or the performance 18 
of agricultural labor or services described in section 19 
101(a)(15)(H)(ii)(a). 20 

�(2) DEPARTMENT.�The term �Department� means the Department 21 
of Homeland Security. 22 

�(3) EMPLOYER.�The term �employer� means any person or entity, 23 
including any farm labor contractor and any agricultural 24 
association, that employs workers in agricultural employment. 25 

�(4) QUALIFIED DESIGNATED ENTITY.�The term �qualified designated 26 
entity� means� 27 

�(A) a qualified farm labor organization or an association of 28 
employers designated by the Secretary; or 29 

�(B) any such other person designated by the Secretary if 30 
that Secretary determines such person is qualified and has 31 
substantial experience, demonstrated competence, and has a 32 
history of long-term involvement in the preparation and 33 
submission of applications for adjustment of status under 34 
section 209, 210, or 245, the Act entitled �An Act to adjust the 35 
status of Cuban refugees to that of lawful permanent residents 36 
of the United States, and for other purposes�, approved 37 
November 2, 1966 (Public Law 89�732; 8 U.S.C. 1255 note), 38 
Public Law 95�145 (8 U.S.C. 1255 note), or the Immigration 39 
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Reform and Control Act of 1986 (Public Law 99�603; 100 Stat. 1 
3359) or any amendment made by that Act. 2 

�(5) SECRETARY.�Except as otherwise provided, the term 3 
�Secretary� means the Secretary of Homeland Security. 4 

�(6) TEMPORARY.�A worker is employed on a �temporary� basis 5 
when the employment is intended not to exceed 10 months. 6 

�(7) WORK DAY.�The term �work day� means any day in which the 7 
individual is employed 5.75 or more hours in agricultural 8 
employment. 9 

�(8) Z�A DEPENDENT VISA.�The term �Z�A dependent visa� means 10 
a nonimmigrant visa issued pursuant to section 101(a)(15)(Z�11 
A)(ii). 12 

�(9) Z�A VISA.�The term �Z�A visa� means a nonimmigrant visa 13 
issued pursuant to section 101(a)(15)(Z�A)(i). 14 

�(b) Authorization for Presence, Employment, and Travel in the 15 
United States.� 16 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�An alien issued a Z�A visa or a Z�A dependent 17 
visa may remain in, and be employed in, the United States during 18 
the period such visa is valid. 19 

�(2) AUTHORIZED EMPLOYMENT.�The Secretary shall provide an 20 
alien who is granted a Z�A visa or a Z�A dependent visa an 21 
employment authorized endorsement or other appropriate work 22 
permit, in the same manner as an alien lawfully admitted for 23 
permanent residence. 24 

�(3) AUTHORIZED TRAVEL.�An alien who is granted a Z�A visa or a 25 
Z�A dependent visa is authorized to travel outside the United 26 
States (including commuting to the United States from a residence 27 
in a foreign country) in the same manner as an alien lawfully 28 
admitted for permanent residence. 29 

�(c) Qualifications.� 30 

�(1) Z�A VISA.�Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the 31 
Secretary shall, pursuant to the requirements of this section, grant 32 
a Z�A visa to an alien if the Secretary determines that the alien� 33 

�(A) has performed agricultural employment in the United 34 
States for at least 863 hours or 150 work days during the 24-35 
month period ending on December 31, 2006; 36 

�(B) applied for such status during the 18-month application 37 
period beginning on the first day of the seventh month that 38 
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begins after the date of enactment of this Act; 1 

�(C) is admissible to the United States under section 212, 2 
except as otherwise provided in paragraph (4); 3 

�(D) has not been convicted of any felony or a misdemeanor, 4 
an element of which involves bodily injury, threat of serious 5 
bodily injury, or harm to property in excess of $500; and 6 

�(E) meets the requirements of paragraph (3). 7 

�(2) Z�A DEPENDENT VISA.�Notwithstanding any other provision of 8 
law, the Secretary shall grant a Z�A dependent visa to an alien 9 
who is� 10 

�(A) described in section 101(a)(15)(Z-A)(ii); 11 

�(B) meets the requirements of paragraph (3); and 12 

�(C) is admissible to the United States under section 212, 13 
except as otherwise provided in paragraph (4). 14 

�(3) SECURITY AND LAW ENFORCEMENT BACKGROUND CHECKS.� 15 

�(A) FINGERPRINTS.�An alien seeking a Z�A visa or a Z�A 16 
dependent visa shall submit fingerprints to the Secretary at 17 
such time and in manner as the Secretary may require. 18 

�(B) BACKGROUND CHECKS.�The Secretary shall utilize 19 
fingerprints provided under subparagraph (A) and other 20 
biometric data provided by an alien to conduct a background 21 
check of the alien, including searching the alien�s criminal 22 
history and any law enforcement actions taken with respect to 23 
the alien and ensuring that the alien is not a risk to national 24 
security. 25 

�(4) WAIVER OF CERTAIN GROUNDS OF INADMISSIBILITY.�In the 26 
determination of an alien�s eligibility for a Z�A visa or a Z�A 27 
dependent visa the following shall apply: 28 

�(A) GROUNDS OF EXCLUSION NOT APPLICABLE.�The provisions of 29 
paragraphs (5), (6)(A), (7), and (9) of section 212(a) shall not 30 
apply. 31 

�(B) WAIVER OF OTHER GROUNDS.� 32 

�(i) IN GENERAL.�Except as provided in clause (ii), the 33 
Secretary may waive any provision of such section 212(a), 34 
other than the paragraphs described in subparagraph (A), 35 
in the case of individual aliens for humanitarian purposes, 36 
to ensure family unity, or if such waiver is otherwise in the 37 
public interest. 38 
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�(ii) GROUNDS THAT MAY NOT BE WAIVED.�Except as provided 1 
in subparagraph (C), subparagraphs (A), (B), and (C) of 2 
paragraph (2), and paragraphs (3) and (4) of section 3 
212(a) may not be waived by the Secretary under clause 4 
(i). 5 

�(iii) CONSTRUCTION.�Nothing in this subparagraph shall 6 
be construed as affecting the authority of the Secretary 7 
other than under this subparagraph to waive provisions of 8 
such section 212(a). 9 

�(C) SPECIAL RULE FOR DETERMINATION OF PUBLIC CHARGE.�An alien 10 
is not ineligible for a Z�A visa or a Z�A dependent visa by 11 
reason of a ground of inadmissibility under section 212(a)(4) if 12 
the alien demonstrates a history of employment in the United 13 
States evidencing self-support without reliance on public cash 14 
assistance. 15 

�(d) Application.� 16 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�An alien seeking a Z�A visa shall submit an 17 
application to the Secretary for such a visa, including information 18 
regarding any Z�A dependent visa for the spouse of child of the 19 
alien. 20 

�(2) SUBMISSION.�Applications for a Z�A visa under may be 21 
submitted� 22 

�(A) to the Secretary if the applicant is represented by an 23 
attorney or a nonprofit religious, charitable, social service, or 24 
similar organization recognized by the Board of Immigration 25 
Appeals under section 292.2 of title 8, Code of Federal 26 
Regulations (or similar successor regulations); or 27 

�(B) to a qualified designated entity if the applicant consents 28 
to the forwarding of the application to the Secretary. 29 

�(3) PROOF OF ELIGIBILITY.� 30 

�(A) IN GENERAL.�An alien may establish that the alien meets 31 
the requirement for a Z�A visa through government 32 
employment records or records supplied by employers or 33 
collective bargaining organizations, and other reliable 34 
documentation as the alien may provide. The Secretary shall 35 
establish special procedures to properly credit work in cases in 36 
which an alien was employed under an assumed name. 37 

�(B) DOCUMENTATION OF WORK HISTORY.� 38 

�(i) BURDEN OF PROOF.�An alien applying for a Z�A visa or 39 
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applying for adjustment of status described in subsection 1 
(j) has the burden of proving by a preponderance of the 2 
evidence that the alien has performed the requisite 3 
number of hours or days of agricultural employment 4 
required for such application or adjustment of status, as 5 
applicable. 6 

�(ii) TIMELY PRODUCTION OF RECORDS.�If an employer or 7 
farm labor contractor employing such an alien has kept 8 
proper and adequate records respecting such employment, 9 
the alien�s burden of proof under clause (i) may be met by 10 
securing timely production of such records under 11 
regulations to be promulgated by the Secretary. 12 

�(iii) SUFFICIENT EVIDENCE.�An alien may meet the burden 13 
of proof under clause (i) to establish that the alien has 14 
performed the requisite number of hours or days of 15 
agricultural employment by producing sufficient evidence 16 
to show the extent of that employment as a matter of just 17 
and reasonable inference. 18 

�(4) APPLICATIONS SUBMITTED TO QUALIFIED DESIGNATED ENTITIES.� 19 

�(A) REQUIREMENTS.�Each qualified designated entity shall 20 
agree� 21 

�(i) to forward to the Secretary an application submitted 22 
to that entity pursuant to paragraph (2)(B) if the alien for 23 
whom the application is being submitted has consented to 24 
such forwarding; 25 

�(ii) not to forward to the Secretary any such application 26 
if such an alien has not consented to such forwarding; and 27 

�(iii) to assist an alien in obtaining documentation of the 28 
alien�s work history, if the alien requests such assistance. 29 

�(B) NO AUTHORITY TO MAKE DETERMINATIONS.�No qualified 30 
designated entity may make a determination required by this 31 
section to be made by the Secretary. 32 

�(5) APPLICATION FEES.� 33 

�(A) FEE SCHEDULE.�The Secretary shall provide for a 34 
schedule of fees that� 35 

�(i) shall be charged for applying for a Z�A visa under 36 
this section or for an adjustment of status described in 37 
subsection (j); and 38 

�(ii) may be charged by qualified designated entities to 39 
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help defray the costs of services provided to such aliens 1 
making such an application. 2 

�(B) PROHIBITION ON EXCESS FEES BY QUALIFIED DESIGNATED 3 
ENTITIES.�A qualified designated entity may not charge any fee 4 
in excess of, or in addition to, the fees authorized under 5 
subparagraph (A)(ii) for services provided to applicants. 6 

�(6) LIMITATION ON ACCESS TO INFORMATION.�Files and records 7 
collected or compiled by a qualified designated entity for the 8 
purposes of this section are confidential and the Secretary shall 9 
not have access to such a file or record relating to an alien without 10 
the consent of the alien, except as allowed by a court order issued 11 
pursuant to [__]. 12 

�(7) TREATMENT OF APPLICANTS.� 13 

�(A) IN GENERAL.�An alien who files an application under this 14 
section to receive a Z�A visa and any spouse or child of the 15 
alien seeking a Z�A dependant visa, on the date described in 16 
subparagraph (B)� 17 

�(i) shall be granted probationary benefits in the form of 18 
employment authorization pending final adjudication of the 19 
alien�s application; 20 

�(ii) may in the Secretary�s discretion receive advance 21 
permission to re-enter the United States pursuant to 22 
existing regulations governing advance parole; 23 

�(iii) may not be detained for immigration purposes, 24 
determined inadmissible or deportable, or removed 25 
pending final adjudication of the alien�s application, unless 26 
the alien is determined to be ineligible for Z�A visa; and 27 

�(iv) may not be considered an unauthorized alien (as 28 
defined in section 274A) until the date on which [the 29 
alien�s application for a Z�A visa] is denied. 30 

�(B) TIMING OF PROBATIONARY BENEFITS.� 31 

�(i) IN GENERAL.�Subject to clause (ii), an alien who 32 
submits an application for a Z�A visa under subsection (d), 33 
including any evidence required under such subsection, 34 
and any spouse or child of the alien seeking a Z�A 35 
dependent visa shall receive the probationary benefits 36 
described in clauses (i) through (iv) of subparagraph (A) at 37 
the earlier of� 38 

�(I) the date and time that the alien has passed all 39 
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appropriate background checks, including name and 1 
fingerprint checks; or 2 

�(II) the end of the next business day after the date 3 
that the Secretary receives the alien�s application for 4 
Z�A visa. 5 

�(ii) EXCEPTION.�If the Secretary determines that the 6 
alien fails the background checks referred to in clause 7 
(i)(I), the alien may not be granted probationary benefits 8 
described in clauses (i) through (iv) of subparagraph (A). 9 

�(C) PROBATIONARY AUTHORIZATION DOCUMENT.�The Secretary 10 
shall provide each alien granted probationary benefits 11 
described in clauses (i) through (iv) of subparagraph (A) with 12 
a counterfeit-resistant document that reflects the benefits and 13 
status set forth in subparagraph (A). The Secretary may by 14 
regulation establish procedures for the issuance of 15 
documentary evidence of probationary benefits and, except as 16 
provided herein, the conditions under which such documentary 17 
evidence expires, terminates, or is renewed. 18 

�(D) CONSTRUCTION.�Nothing in this section may be 19 
construed to limit the Secretary�s authority to conduct any 20 
appropriate background and security checks subsequent to 21 
issuance of evidence of probationary benefits under this 22 
paragraph. 23 

�(8) TEMPORARY STAY OF REMOVAL AND WORK AUTHORIZATION FOR CERTAIN 24 
APPLICANTS.� 25 

�(A) BEFORE APPLICATION PERIOD.�Beginning on the date of 26 
enactment of the AgJOBS Act of 2007, the Secretary shall 27 
provide that, in the case of an alien who is apprehended prior 28 
to the first date of the application period described in 29 
subsection (c)(1)(B) and who can establish a nonfrivolous case 30 
of eligibility for a Z�A visa (but for the fact that the alien may 31 
not apply for such status until the beginning of such period), 32 
the alien� 33 

�(i) may not be removed; and 34 

�(ii) shall be granted authorization to engage in 35 
employment in the United States and be provided an 36 
employment authorized endorsement or other appropriate 37 
work permit for such purpose. 38 

�(B) DURING APPLICATION PERIOD.�The Secretary shall provide 39 
that, in the case of an alien who presents a nonfrivolous 40 
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application for Z�A visa during the application period described 1 
in subsection (c)(1)(B), including an alien who files such an 2 
application within 30 days of the alien�s apprehension, and 3 
until a final determination on the application has been made in 4 
accordance with this section, the alien� 5 

�(i) may not be removed; and 6 

�(ii) shall be granted authorization to engage in 7 
employment in the United States and be provided an 8 
employment authorized endorsement or other appropriate 9 
work permit for such purpose. 10 

�(e) Numerical Limitations.� 11 

�(1) Z�A VISA.�The Secretary may not issue more than 12 
1,500,000 Z�A visas. 13 

�(2) Z�A DEPENDENT VISA.�The Secretary may not count any Z�A 14 
dependent visa issued against the numerical limitation described in 15 
paragraph (1). 16 

�(f) Evidence of Nonimmigrant Status.� 17 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�Documentary evidence of nonimmigrant status 18 
shall be issued to each alien granted a Z�A visa or a Z�A 19 
dependent visa. 20 

�(2) FEATURES OF DOCUMENTATION.�Documentary evidence of a Z�A 21 
visa or a Z�A dependent visa� 22 

�(A) shall be machine-readable, tamper-resistant, and shall 23 
contain a digitized photograph and other biometric identifiers 24 
that can be authenticated; 25 

�(B) shall be designed in consultation with U.S. Immigration 26 
and Customs Enforcement�s Forensic Document Laboratory; 27 

�(C) shall serve as a valid travel and entry document for an 28 
alien granted a Z�A visa or a Z�A dependent visa for the 29 
purpose of applying for admission to the United States where 30 
the alien is applying for admission at a port of entry; 31 

�(D) may be accepted during the period of its validity by an 32 
employer as evidence of employment authorization and 33 
identity under section 274A; and 34 

�(E) shall be issued to the alien granted the visa by the 35 
Secretary promptly after final adjudication of such alien�s 36 
application for the visa, except that an alien may not be 37 
granted a Z�A visa or a Z�A dependent visa until all 38 
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appropriate background checks on each alien are completed to 1 
the satisfaction of the Secretary. 2 

�(g) Fine.�An alien granted a Z�A visa shall pay a fine of $100 to 3 
the Secretary. 4 

�(h) Treatment of Aliens Granted a Z�A Visa.� 5 

�(1) IN GENERAL.�Except as otherwise provided under this 6 
subsection, an alien granted a Z�A visa or a Z�A dependent visa 7 
shall be considered to be an alien lawfully admitted for permanent 8 
residence for purposes of any law other than any provision of this 9 
Act. 10 

�(2) DELAYED ELIGIBILITY FOR CERTAIN FEDERAL PUBLIC BENEFITS.�An 11 
alien granted a Z�A visa shall not be eligible, by reason of such 12 
status, for any form of assistance or benefit described in section 13 
403(a) of the Personal Responsibility and Work Opportunity 14 
Reconciliation Act of 1996 (8 U.S.C. 1613(a)) until 5 years after 15 
the date on which the alien is granted an adjustment of status 16 
under subsection (d). 17 

�(3) TERMS OF EMPLOYMENT.� 18 

�(A) PROHIBITION.�No alien granted a Z�A visa may be 19 
terminated from employment by any employer during the 20 
period of a Z�A visa except for just cause. 21 

�(B) TREATMENT OF COMPLAINTS.� 22 

�(i) ESTABLISHMENT OF PROCESS.�The Secretary shall 23 
establish a process for the receipt, initial review, and 24 
disposition of complaints by aliens granted a Z�A visa who 25 
allege that they have been terminated without just cause. 26 
No proceeding shall be conducted under this subparagraph 27 
with respect to a termination unless the Secretary 28 
determines that the complaint was filed not later than 6 29 
months after the date of the termination. 30 

�(ii) INITIATION OF ARBITRATION.�If the Secretary finds that 31 
an alien has filed a complaint in accordance with clause (i) 32 
and there is reasonable cause to believe that the alien was 33 
terminated from employment without just cause, the 34 
Secretary shall initiate binding arbitration proceedings by 35 
requesting the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service 36 
to appoint a mutually agreeable arbitrator from the roster 37 
of arbitrators maintained by such Service for the 38 
geographical area in which the employer is located. The 39 
procedures and rules of such Service shall be applicable to 40 
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the selection of such arbitrator and to such arbitration 1 
proceedings. The Secretary shall pay the fee and expenses 2 
of the arbitrator, subject to the availability of 3 
appropriations for such purpose. 4 

�(iii) ARBITRATION PROCEEDINGS.�The arbitrator shall 5 
conduct the proceeding under this subparagraph in 6 
accordance with the policies and procedures promulgated 7 
by the American Arbitration Association applicable to 8 
private arbitration of employment disputes. The arbitrator 9 
shall make findings respecting whether the termination 10 
was for just cause. The arbitrator may not find that the 11 
termination was for just cause unless the employer so 12 
demonstrates by a preponderance of the evidence. If the 13 
arbitrator finds that the termination was not for just cause, 14 
the arbitrator shall make a specific finding of the number 15 
of days or hours of work lost by the employee as a result 16 
of the termination. The arbitrator shall have no authority 17 
to order any other remedy, including reinstatement, back 18 
pay, or front pay to the affected employee. Not later than 19 
30 days after the date of the conclusion of the arbitration 20 
proceeding, the arbitrator shall transmit the findings in the 21 
form of a written opinion to the parties to the arbitration 22 
and the Secretary. Such findings shall be final and 23 
conclusive, and no official or court of the United States 24 
shall have the power or jurisdiction to review any such 25 
findings. 26 

�(iv) EFFECT OF ARBITRATION FINDINGS.�If the Secretary 27 
receives a finding of an arbitrator that an employer has 28 
terminated the employment of an alien who is granted a 29 
Z�A visa without just cause, the Secretary shall credit the 30 
alien for the number of days of work not performed during 31 
such period of termination for the purpose of determining 32 
if the alien meets the qualifying employment requirement 33 
of subsection (f)(2). 34 

�(v) TREATMENT OF ATTORNEY�S FEES.�Each party to an 35 
arbitration under this subparagraph shall bear the cost of 36 
their own attorney�s fees for the arbitration. 37 

�(vi) NONEXCLUSIVE REMEDY.�The complaint process 38 
provided for in this subparagraph is in addition to any 39 
other rights an employee may have in accordance with 40 
applicable law. 41 

�(vii) EFFECT ON OTHER ACTIONS OR PROCEEDINGS.�Any 42 
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finding of fact or law, judgment, conclusion, or final order 1 
made by an arbitrator in the proceeding before the 2 
Secretary shall not be conclusive or binding in any 3 
separate or subsequent action or proceeding between the 4 
employee and the employee�s current or prior employer 5 
brought before an arbitrator, administrative agency, court, 6 
or judge of any State or the United States, regardless of 7 
whether the prior action was between the same or related 8 
parties or involved the same facts, except that the 9 
arbitrator�s specific finding of the number of days or hours 10 
of work lost by the employee as a result of the 11 
employment termination may be referred to the Secretary 12 
pursuant to clause (iv). 13 

�(4) RECORD OF EMPLOYMENT.� 14 

�(A) IN GENERAL.�Each employer of an alien who is granted a 15 
Z�A visa shall annually� 16 

�(i) provide a written record of employment to the alien; 17 
and 18 

�(ii) provide a copy of such record to the Secretary. 19 

�(B) CIVIL PENALTIES.� 20 

�(i) IN GENERAL.�If the Secretary finds, after notice and 21 
opportunity for a hearing, that an employer of an alien 22 
granted a Z�A visa has failed to provide the record of 23 
employment required under subparagraph (A) or has 24 
provided a false statement of material fact in such a 25 
record, the employer shall be subject to a civil money 26 
penalty in an amount not to exceed $1,000 per violation. 27 

�(ii) LIMITATION.�The penalty applicable under clause (i) 28 
for failure to provide records shall not apply unless the 29 
alien has provided the employer with evidence of 30 
employment authorization granted under this subsection. 31

(b) Requirements- In conducting the study under subsection (a), the 10 
Comptroller General shall consider the possibility of consolidating all 11 
appeals from the Board of Immigration Appeals and habeas corpus 12 
petitions in immigration cases into 1 United States Court of Appeals, 13 
by-- 14 

(1) consolidating all such appeals into an existing circuit court, 15 
such as the United States Court of Appeals for the Federal 16 
Circuit; 17 
(2) consolidating all such appeals into a centralized appellate 18 
court consisting of active circuit court judges temporarily 19 
assigned from the various circuits, in a manner similar to the 20 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Court or the Temporary 21 
Emergency Court of Appeals; or 22 
(3) implementing a mechanism by which a panel of active circuit 23 
court judges shall have the authority to reassign such appeals 24 
from circuits with relatively high caseloads to circuits with 25 
relatively low caseloads. 26 
 27 

(c) Factors To Consider- In conducting the study under subsection (a), 28 
the Comptroller General, in consultation with the Attorney General, the 29 
Secretary, and the Judicial Conference of the United States, shall 30 
consider-- 31 

(1) the resources needed for each alternative, including judges, 32 
attorneys and other support staff, case management techniques 33 
including technological requirements, physical infrastructure, and 34 
other procedural and logistical issues as appropriate; 35 
(2) the impact of each plan on various circuits, including their 36 
caseload in general and caseload per panel; 37 
(3) the possibility of utilizing case management techniques to 38 
reduce the impact of any consolidation option, such as requiring 39 
certificates of reviewability, similar to procedures for habeas and 40 
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existing summary dismissal procedures in local rules of the 1 
courts of appeals; 2 
(4) the effect of reforms in this Act on the ability of the circuit 3 
courts to adjudicate such appeals; 4 
(5) potential impact, if any, on litigants; and 5 
(6) other reforms to improve adjudication of immigration 6 
matters, including appellate review of motions to reopen and 7 
reconsider, and attorney fee awards with respect to review of 8 
final orders of removal. 9
